Though honored as an All-BIG EAST wide receiver and 
All-America punt returner, André Davis collected most of his 
accolades for his academic achievements. He accepted the 
Socrates Award given to the college athlete who best 
embodies the Socrates Creed “mens sana in corpore sano” 
or “a strong mind in a strong body.” 

Davis’ top honor, though, came from the NCAA Honors 
Committee when he was named one of the NCAA's Top VIII 
Award winners. That award recognizes the student-athlete for 
athletics, academic achievement, character and leadership. 
Davis went to the NCAA Honors Dinner held in Indianapolis 
(right, with receiver coach Tony Ball) and was chosen by the 
other seven winners to speak to the audience on their behalf. 

Davis also spoke to the audience at the National Football 
Foundation and College Hall of Fame’s Awards Dinner in 
New York on behalf of the 16 National College Scholar- 
Athletes. He earned an $18,000 postgraduate scholarship 
which is handed out by the National Football Foundation to all 
16 winners. 

Davis, a four-time member of the All-BIG EAST football 
academic team, was drafted in the second round of the NFL

HOKIES HOPE TO BE UP TO 
THE TEST IN CRITICAL YEAR 


Riding the wave of nine 
consecutive bowl games and a 
BIG EAST Conference-leading 
83 wins over the last nine 
seasons, the Virginia Tech 
football team is entering what 
head coach Frank Beamer 
calls a critical year for the 
program. 

The Hokies will open 2002 
preseason practice with 
several issues that still need 
attention. There are questions 
surrounding the Hokies’ 
quarterback position, the 
middle of the Tech defense 
and the wide receiver 
positions. There are also 
continuing adjustments being 


made to a new offensive 
coordinator and a new 
quarterbacks coach. 

With perhaps the toughest 
football schedule in school 
history ahead of them, it all 
adds up to a challenging 
season for the coaching staff 
and the team. 

“Overall, | think this is a 
critical year for the program,” 
Beamer says. “Not only do we 
have to replace 11 players who 
are now in NFL camps, we are 
also getting ready to play 
probably the toughest 
schedule we've ever played 
here. When you put those two 
things together, this will be a 
critical year for us to 
see if we area 
consistent football 
team ... to see if we 
can just replace guys 
and keep on moving.” 

Beamer has a list 
of priorities and the 
first thing on that list 
is getting a handle on 
the quarterback 
position. The Hokies’ 
returning starter Grant 
Noel had a solid hold 
on the quarterback 
duties when he 
suffered a torn ACL in 
his left knee just days 
before Tech’s 2002 
spring game. Noel, 
who closed out his 
first season asa 
starter by passing for 
269 yards against 
Florida State in the 
2002 Gator Bowl,

opted to forego surgery and 
has spent the past few 
months strengthening his 
knee and leg in preparation 
for the season. Noel was 
inconsistent at times during 
the 2001 season but showed 
leadership and toughness on 
the way to picking up 
valuable experience for his 
senior year. 

If Noel is unable to play, 
sophomore Bryan Randall 
has worked hard to be ready. 
Randall had an outstanding 
spring, showing improved 
technique and poise. The 
Hokies will also take a look at 
freshman Marcus Vick when 
practice opens. Vick, whose 
older brother, Michael, was a 
Tech All-American and the 
first player picked in the 2001 
NFL Draft, will be given the 
opportunity to show what he 
can do during the preseason. 

Overall, the Hokies must 
replace 11 starters, including 
six on defense. The losses on 
the defensive side, however, 
go deeper than just the 
starters. The team’s top five 
defensive tackles were all 
seniors, as were the top three 
inside linebackers. 

“Right up the middle of 
our defense is where all the 
new guys are,” Beamer says. 


“That’s where you would like to 
be a strong, veteran team and 
it’s just the opposite. We have 
plenty of talented guys, but 
most of them are inexperienced 
and there is no way around it. 
How quickly are they going to 
play well is the issue.” 

The final solution to the 
tackle situation will not come 
until August. “We feel some of 
the people we have recruited fit 
into this situation, too,” the Tech 
coach admits. 

Several incoming recruits 
could also figure into the 
equation at the wide receiver 
spots where Tech lost big-play 
man André Davis and tall, 
athletic Emmett Johnson. 

“We have some good 
receivers in the program,” 
Beamer points out, “but right 
now, | think we need some 
people to step up and be 
productive.” 

Among Tech’s strengths will 
be a deep, talented group of 
defensive ends, an 
experienced, athletic group of 
cornerbacks and free safeties 
and a stable of tailbacks that 
ranks among the best in the 
nation. 

The return of senior tailback 
Lee Suggs, who suffered a 
season-ending knee injury

during the Hokies’ 2001 
opener against UConn, drew 
plenty of attention during the 
spring. Suggs won All-America 
honors in 2000 when he 
rushed for 1,207 yards and led 
the nation in scoring (28 TDs). 
Suggs will join last year’s 
freshman sensation, Kevin 
Jones, at the position. Jones 
was named the BIG EAST 
Rookie of the Year and a 
freshman All-America in 2001, 
after leading Tech with a 
freshman-record 957 yards 
rushing. The Hokies’ depth at 
the position has allowed the 
coaches to temporarily move a 
pair of impressive freshman 
tailbacks — Cedric Humes and 
Justin Hamilton — to other 
positions where they have a 
chance to contribute 
immediately. 

“There is no question that 
we have some great running 
backs in our program,” 
Beamer says. “I thought Lee 
did well during the spring. He 
really wanted to get in there 
and get some scrimmage 
work, and we gave him just a 
very little so he could take a 
couple of shots and get it out 
of his mind. | think he feels like 
his knee is very strong, and 
from everything I’ve seen, it 
looks that way to me, too.” 

During the spring, new 
offensive coordinator Bryan 
Stinespring and quarterbacks 
coach Kevin Rogers 
experimented with some 
formations and schemes to 
take full advantage of Suggs 
and Jones and the rest of their 
personnel. 

“When you consider we 
made changes at offensive 
coordinator and quarterbacks 
coach, and that we wanted to 
look into a couple of different 
ways of doing things ... this 
was probably the most 
important spring practice for 
an offense that we’ve had ina 
long time,” Beamer says. 

“We want to get our best 
people on the field during the 
course of a game, whether it’s 
on offense, defense or special 
teams,” he adds. “One of our 
overall strengths is there is 
good talent in our program.” 

How rapidly some of that 
talent develops will go a long 
way toward determining the 
Hokies’ fate in 2002. 


The loss of five starters 
from last year’s offense hasn’t 
detracted from the excitement 
heading into the 2002 season. 
With a new offensive 
coordinator, new quarterbacks 
coach and a solid corps of 
returning players, the Tech 
offense will look to put up big 
numbers in the 2002 season. 

Among the returning 
starters are steady 
quarterback Grant Noel, 
speedy Kevin Jones at 
tailback and the sure-handed 
Shawn Witten at receiver. 

Jake Grove, Anthony 
Davis and Luke Owens will 
lead an experienced line, one 
that returns six players who 
saw significant action in 2001. 

The fall also means the 
return of record-setting 
tailback Lee Suggs, who tore 
his ACL in the 2001 opener 
against Connecticut. He is 
back to 100 percent and is 
ready to go this season. 

New coordinator Bryan 
Stinespring used the spring 
session to test new formations 
and plays in an effort to get 
not only the offense, but 
himself, ready for the season. 
He will still coach the line, and 
should have a good group 
returning. 
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The Hokies will 
also have new 
quarterbacks coach 
Kevin Rogers on 
hand for the first 
season. After 
spending time with 
the quarterbacks 
currently in the 
system last spring, 
Rogers now has a 
better grasp of what 
he has to work with. 

While the spring 
session was a big 

one, Stinespring 
feels the fall 
preseason camp 
will be just as 
important. A 
couple of 
items 
remain 
areas of 
concern, such as 
the health of Noel, 
finalizing the depth chart at each 
position and determining which 
incoming freshmen can be ready 
for the opening game against 
Arkansas State. 

“| thought our offense 
competed well in the spring,” 
Stinespring says. “We wanted to 
implement a more attacking style 
of offense and | think we 
accomplished that goal. We 
moved some guys around and | 
think that’s going to make a 
better offense in general. 

“| think those moves have 
given us achance to be a good 
offense. | think we helped 
ourselves talent-wise and we’re 
going to have to use the fall to try 
to get these guys ready.” 

With the loss of 11 players to 
the NFL — five from the offense 
— there will be a lot of new faces 
on offense this year. Some will be 
seeing their first collegiate 
playing time and some will make 
their first starts. 

“These young players have to 
step up and fill some voids, 
especially at the receiver spot,” 
Stinespring says. “We want to get 
the best 11 athletes on the field, 
and that meant moving some 
guys around. Now we have to get 
them ready to play.” 


Offensive Line 

Offensive coordinator/ 
offensive line coach Bryan 
Stinespring has the luxury of 
three starters back on a line 
which helped spring several 
running backs to big games last 
year. 


“It helps a lot having three 
starters back, but we still have 
a very young group,” 
Stinespring says. “I really like 
this group. It has a nice 
mixture of experience and 
young talent. We had some 
guys step up and secure 
starting spots and now we 
have to work on becoming a 
cohesive unit. The depth was 
the biggest concern heading 
into spring and | think we 
helped ourself, but we still 
have some questions that 
need to be answered.” 

Junior Jake Grove will 
make the move from guard to 
center this year. He started 10 
games at right guard last 
season, as well as serving as 
the top backup to Steve 
DeMasi at center. Last season 
was the first Grove played 
through without his nagging 
back injury flaring up to the 
point where he had to miss 
playing time. He played 565 
offensive plays a year ago, 
grading out at 84.9 percent on 
the year with a team-high 48 
knockdown blocks. 

“| think center is Jake’s 
best position,” Stinespring 
says. “Last year, we went with 
our best five linemen on the 
field, so we put Jake out there 
at guard. But | think he likes 
this position better and has a 
better feel of playing it.” 

Robert Ramsey, who saw 
limited action last year, along 
with Danny McGrath, who 
entered school in January, are 
the other candidates for the 
back-up spot at center. 

At guard, Stinespring has 
the luxury of working with two 
returning players. Luke 
Owens and James Miller are 
both healthy and will enter the 
fall as the No. 1s at the guard 
spots. 

Owens came in to start the 
West Virginia game last 
season and never 
relinquished the spot. The 6-3, 
312-pounder played in all 11 
games, averaging 46.5 snaps 
per game. He graded out at 
81 percent for the year with 
37 knockdowns. He had off- 
season surgery on his elbow 
and will enter the fall as the 
No. 1 man at right guard. 

“We need a healthy Luke 
Owens in the fall,” Stinespring 
says. “Luke brings a lot to the 
table. He’s a tough guy who 
brings a lot of experience to 


the line. We need to get him 
healthy and keep him healthy 
this season.” 

Another player in the mix is 
Miller, a true sophomore who 
saw plenty of action last year. 
He was the No. 2 man at right 
guard behind Grove and will 
enter the fall as the top man at 
left guard. 

At 6-6, 310 pounds, Miller 
has good size, foot work and 
work ethic. He played 160 snaps 
last season, averaging nearly 18 
plays per game. 

“We put a lot on Jim this 
spring,” Stinespring says. “He 
has great work habits and has a 
lot of size. He is learning the 
schemes of our offense and I’m 
real excited about what he can 
do.” 

Former walk-on Will 
Montgomery, who earned a 
scholarship this past off-season, 
will enter the fall as the No. 2 
man at right guard. 

Redshirt junior Anthony 
Nelson, will enter the fall as the 
No. 2 man at left guard. He has 
good size and strength and 
could contribute if he can get 
himself into playing shape. 

Stinespring will have to 
replace one starter at tackle, but 
Anthony Davis returns to anchor 
the left side of the line. The 6-4, 
320-pound senior started all 11 
games last season at the 
position and will likely be the 
No. 1 man again this year. He 
led the line in total plays a year 
ago with 708 snaps. He recorded 
29 knockdown blocks and has 
good quickness for his size. 

“Anthony had moments of 
being a good college tackle last 
season,” Stinespring says. “For 
him, he needs to learn to be in 
on every play and be more 
consistent. If he does that, he’s 
going to help our offense out 
immensely. He had a very good 
spring and we’re hoping he can 
establish himself as one of the 
best linemen in the BIG EAST.” 

Redshirt freshman Reggie 
Butler, who entered school in 
January, will battle for the top 
backup spot. The 6-5, 324- 
pounder has played just three 
years of organized football, but 
the coaches feel he has a lot of 
potential. 

“Reggie has only had 15 
college practices,” Stinespring 
says. “If he can help us this 
year, then that will be a bonus. 
Right now, we have to work on 
some aspects of his game if he’s 


going to be able to contribute 
this year.” 

At right tackle, the No. 1 man 
heading into fall practice will be 
Jon Dunn. At 6-7, 324 pounds, 
the redshirt sophomore is the 
biggest man on the team. He 
has made nice progress in two 
seasons, but will be pushed hard 
to get ready for the fall. Last 
year, he averaged nearly 26 
snaps per game and played a 
total of 231 offensive snaps. 

“At times, Jon is exactly what 
you’re looking for at a right 
tackle,” Stinespring. “He has 
outstanding size, but he needs to 
get a little bit stronger and more 
physical. But he has the chance 
to be an outstanding tackle.” 

Jacob Gibson started the first 
four games of the season at left 
guard and played in nine 
contests, but missed the Gator 
Bowl due to a back injury. At 6-4, 
288, the redshirt junior has good 
size and quickness. He played a 
total of 286 offensive snaps last 
season and registered 17 
knockdown blocks. 

“Jacob’s really like a utility 
infielder for us,” Stinespring 
says. “He can play a lot of 
positions and is really the top 
backup at both tackle spots. But 
he could also move and play at 
guard if we need him to.” 

Redshirt freshman Curtis 
Bradley, who earned a reputation 
as a tough player in the “middle 
drills” at practice, will also 
compete for playing time at this 
position. 

“Our offensive line should be 
improved over last year, but | 
think some of the things that 
concerned me last year concern 
me again this year,” Stinespring 
says. “We have to stay healthy 
and we have to play at a high 
level. 

“A lot of pressure is being 
exerted on our quarterback with 
his health so | feel we need to be 
able to help him any way we 
can. We’re in a position to do 
that, but we need to go out and 
produce on the field. 

“We have the opportunity to 
be a better offensive line than we 
were last year and | certainly 
hope we will be better than last 
year.” 


Tight Ends 

The Hokies will have to 
adjust quickly to the loss of the 
duo of Bob Slowikowski and 
Browning Wynn at the tight end 
position. The two have been a 


constant in the lineup the past 
three seasons and combined to 
catch 33 passes in that time — 
most of which went for first 
downs. Tight ends coach 
Danny Pearman knows what 
he lost, but he’s also excited 
about the four men he has in 
the program. 

“Losing the experience 
Browning and Bob brought is 
big,” Pearman says. “But they 
were also good people, good 
leaders and solid citizens. Both 
of them had good careers here. 
That’s part of the excitement of 
college football. Players leave 
and the others guys have to 
step up.” 

Tech has four tight ends in 
its program right now, all with 
limited or no game experience. 
All bring excellent size and 
good hands to the position and 
Pearman knows it will be a 
battle between them. 

Redshirt junior Keith Willis 
has the most experience at the 
position. He caught two passes 
last season, one of which was 
a touchdown. 

“I’m looking forward to 
seeing what Keith matures 
into,” Pearman says. “He’s 
been here the longest and has 
played the most at the position. 
I’m not sure he’s played 
enough to say he has 
an edge, but he has 
played more than the 
rest of them and 
probably knows the 
offensive schemes 
more so than the rest 
of them.” 

Redshirt 
sophomore Jared 
Mazzetta was a 
standout on the punt 
and kickoff coverage 
teams but has seen 
only limited action on 
offense. He had nine 
tackles on special 
teams and brings a 
physical presence to 
the position. He will 
enter the fall as a co- 
No. 1 with Willis. 

Also battling for 
the starting spot will 
be redshirt freshman 
Jeff King. The Pulaski 
native is the biggest 
of the three at 6-5, 

258 pounds and has 
excellent hands. 
Pearman says King 
could have played 
last year if needed, 


but Tech had the luxury of 
redshirting him. 

Greg Burnop is a walk-on 
from Blacksburg who has 
added weight to try and be a 
factor at the position. He was 
slowed by a sprained MCL in 
his knee during the spring but is 
looking to work his way into the 
mix. 

“| have to develop a guy 
we’re comfortable with not only 
at the beginning of the year, but 
at the end in the thick of the 
conference,” Pearman says. 
“We have to develop a kid who 
can get us the edge on the 
corner, be a stout blocker, but 
also be a good receiver.” 


Quarterbacks 

New quarterbacks coach 
Kevin Rogers started the spring 
session with four healthy 
quarterbacks to work with. By 
the spring game, he was down 
to one. 

Chris Clifton was moved to 
wide receiver and Will Hunt 
suffered a sprained shoulder 
early in the session. But the big 
blow came when returning 
starter Grant Noel tore his left 
ACL and was lost for the spring. 
That left Bryan Randall to direct 
both teams in the spring game.

“At the beginning of the 
spring, Grant’s injury would 
have been devastating,” Rogers 
says, “but he had most of the 
spring to compete and Bryan 
really came on to step up and 
help us out.” 

Noel opted to forgo surgery, 
which would have ended his 
season before it started, and 
instead rehab the knee all 
summer. He is likely to be back 
for August practice, but his level 
of play is yet to be determined. 

The rising senior started all 
11 regular season games and 
the bowl game for the Hokies in 
2001. He completed 57 percent 
of his passes for 1,826 yards 
and 16 touchdowns. 

“Grant’s injury puts us ina 
tenuous situation,” Rogers says. 
“We'll have four quarterbacks on 
campus this fall, two of which 
have never played a snap of 
college football. So we need 
Grant to be able to play. Grant is 
the guy and is the number one 
quarterback until someone 
takes it away from him.” 

If Noel isn’t able to play, 
Randall is ready to step in as 
the main man. He will enter 
the fall as the No. 2 
quarterback. He saw limited 
action in eight games as a true 
freshman last year. He 
possesses a good arm andisa 
threat to break a long run at any 
time. 

“The old coaching cliché is 
that you try to get better each 
day and | think Bryan came 
pretty close to achieving that,” 
Rogers says. “He developed the 
confidence in himself that the 
coaches have had all along and 
he worked extremely hard. He’s 
gotten a lot better since last 
January and, as a coach, you 
have to like that.” 

Rogers will also have a 
familiar name to work with this 
fall as freshman Marcus Vick 
looks to follow in the footsteps 
of his older brother. 

“If we feel Marcus is ready 
and able to compete this fall, 
Marcus will play,” Rogers says. 
“If he’s able to be successful 
and we need to play him to win, 
Marcus will play. If he’s not 
ready, he won't play. It’s that 
simple and | think Marcus feels 
the same way.” 

Hunt will be the other QB 
battling for reps in the fall. He 
was redshirted last year and is 


regarded as a smart player who 
makes good, strong throws. 

“Will needs to come in this 
fall in excellent shape and prove 
to me he’s able to play at 
Virginia Tech,” Rogers says. 
“We focussed on two 
quarterbacks in the spring and 
that hurt Will, but we need for 
him to be healthy and ready to 
go.” 

While the spring was 
important for the quarterbacks, it 
was equally important for the 
new coach and achance to get 
acclimated with a new program. 

“This past spring was a big 
one for the quarterbacks and 
myself,” Rogers says. “I had to 
learn a whole new offense and a 
whole new language. It’s like 
jumping into French II without 
taking French I; you have to 
start slowly and work your way 
up. 

“But, as a whole, | thought it 
went really well. | feel good 
about our situation at 
quarterback, and about the 
offense. We're going to take 
every day this fall and make it a 
competitive situation. The guy 
who plays will be the guy who 
we feel is in the best position to 
help us win.” 


Running Backs 

It's going to be hard to wipe 
the smile off of running backs 
coach Billy Hite’s face this fall. 
You see, Hite has a problem 
that every coach would love to 
have. That problem is that he 
has a ton of talented backs, 
maybe too many. 

“| think it’s a problem you 
like to have,” Hite says. “I think 
that was proven in the third 
quarter of the opening ball game 
last year when Lee went down. 
You never know what’s going to 
happen, so we’re happy to have 
four great backs.” 

He has 2001 BIG EAST 
Rookie of the Year Kevin Jones 
returning at tailback. And don’t 
forget about the 2000 BIG EAST 
Offensive Player of the Year in 
Lee Suggs. Suggs is back to full 
strength and will enter the fall as 
the No. 1 back. 

“| think Lee had an 
outstanding spring,” Hite says. “I 
think it was an important spring 
for him from a mental 
standpoint. Although | limited 
him in what he could do, | was 
very pleased with his work. He 
got knocked around some and | 
think it made him more 
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comfortable with his knee.” 

He has quietly made a 
remarkable recovery from a torn 
ACL in the season opener 
against Connecticut. He was off 
to an impressive start to the 
season when the injury 
occurred. In the third quarter, he 
had 99 yards rushing and two 
scores, making him the all-time 
leader at Tech in career rushing 
TDs with 31. 

Although he could have 
gone at full speed this spring, 
the trainers kept a leash on him 
for most of the spring. 

After the injury, Suggs was 
eventually replaced by Jones, 
who went on to have a big year. 
In his last three regular-season 
games, all of which he started, 
the rising sophomore ripped off 
games of 155 yards against 
Temple, 181 yards versus 
Virginia and finished up with 160 
yards against the eventual 
national champion Miami 
Hurricanes. With a full year of 
college football, as well as 
strength training, the sky is the 
limit for Jones. 

“Kevin made a lot of 
improvement from the end of 
the season and through spring 
practice,” Hite says. “He got 
better each week of practice 
and that’s what we asked him to 
do. Our defensive coaches were 
shaking their heads every day at 
practice and saying how much 
better he is right now as 
opposed to last fall.” 


While Suggs will 
likely be the starter for 
Arkansas State, both 
will play a lot and each 
week’s starter will be 
determined by who’s 
the hotter back at that 
time. 

“Right now, both will 
play a lot and we'll 
decide week-to-week 
who's going to start,” 
Hite says. “For me, it’s 
not who starts the 
game, but who's in at 
the end. It’s created a 
great situation where 
they push each other 
and make each other 
better.” 

John Candelas, a 
walk-on from 
Blacksburg, will provide 
depth at the tailback 
position and is working 
hard to work his way 
into the rotation. 

‘I’m really pleased 
with the way John came along 
during the spring,” Hite says. 
“He has good speed and will 
probably help us out on special 
teams.” 

Candelas will battle with 
incoming freshman Mike Imoh 
for the No. 3 spot. Imoh was 
the Virginia AAA State Player of 
the Year and will see action if 
he isn’t redshirted. 

If Hite has any work to do, it 
is at the fullback position. Gone 
is four-year starter Jarrett 
Ferguson, who was a blocking 
force and a receiving threat for 
the Hokies. 

“Jarrett is definitely one of 
the most special football 
players I’ve had the pleasure of 
working with in my 24 years at 
Virginia Tech and I’m going to 
miss him,” Hite says. “He 
brought so much to the table 
and | hate like heck to think I’m 
going into this season without 
him. But we have some good 
young players who | think will 
be able to fill in nicely for 
Jarrett.” 

Leading the way at the 
position is redshirt junior Doug 
Easlick, who served as the 
No. 2 man last season. He is a 
strong blocker who has 
excellent hands. He caught 
four passes for 54 yards and a 
score last year. 

“Doug had a good spring,” 
Hite says. “He did an 
outstanding job in the weight 
room this past off-season. 


Doug is basically a tailback with 
tailback skills playing at the 
fullback position. He’s strong 
and tough and there’s no 
reason he can’t be an 
outstanding football player for 
us.” 

Cedric Humes spent the 
2001 season terrorizing the 
defense as a member of the 
scout team. He spent the spring 
as a tailback, but was moved to 
fullback following the spring. He 
has excellent size and speed 
and should be a factor at his 
new position. 

“Even though they weren't 
running our plays, you could 
see what he was capable of,” 
Hite says. “[Defensive 
coordinator] Coach [Bud] Foster 
and his staff would come in 
after practice each week saying 
great things about him. Cedric 
is a great talent who runs and 
catches well. He has great 
speed, but he’s not as physical 
as the other two; but that will 
come.” 

Pushing him for time will be 
the oft-moved Josh Spence. 
Spence came in as a tailback 
and moved to linebacker last 
year, but seems to have found a 
home at fullback. He is a big, 
strong back who could be a 
great fullback for the Hokies. 

“Josh has accepted the 
transition to fullback,” Hite says. 
“He also has tailback skills and 
he’s pretty good with the ball in 
his arms. It’s a new position for 
him, so he has some things to 
learn. It’s been a slow process 
for him, but he’s coming along. 
He has all the tools — speed, 
size and strength — to be ana 
outstanding fullback for us.” 

It's become an annual 
tradition for Hite to claim each 
year’s class as “the best group 
of Stallions I’ve ever had” and 
this year will be no different. 

“At tailback, obviously this is 
the best group yet,” Hite says. 
“The fullbacks still have some 
work to do, but it could become 
a great class. It all depends on 
the three fullbacks and how 
they come along. But if they do, 
and | think they can, | believe 
we could have a chance to have 
the best backfield ever at 
Virginia Tech.” 


Wide Receivers 

The Hokies must replace all- 
everything wide receiver André 
Davis and steady Emmett 
Johnson, but the cupboard isn’t 


totally bare for receivers coach 
Tony Ball heading into the fall. 

“André and Emmett were 
good athletes with tremendous 
speed and we don’t have that at 
the position so we can’t replace 
them right now,” Ball says. “We 
are different at the position. We 
have to start all over and find 
our niche as a group.” 

Ball says the goal for this 
group is simple. He feels they 
must concentrate on the details 
of the position. 

“We’ve got some older guys 
with some experience, but we 
have a lot of work to do. You 
can put all of these guys in a pot 
and they’re almost the same,” 
Ball says. “They all are about 
the same size with about the 
same experience. We have to 
bring them along quickly and 
while we’re doing that, we need 
to learn to be good team players 
and fundamentally sound wide 
receivers.” 

Leading the troops will be 
Shawn Witten, who missed the 
second half of the season with a 
broken leg. He will enter the fall 
as the co-No. 1 man at the 
flanker position. 

The rising senior has 
perhaps the best hands on the 
team and rarely drops a ball. 
Before suffering the injury in the 
Pittsburgh game, Witten had 16 
catches for 161 yards anda 
touchdown. 

“He’s going to have to be a 
leader for us,” Ball says. “He’s a 
leader in his own way because 
he’s quiet, but the guys respect 
him. He’s got to work on getting 
off the line of scrimmage and 
creating space in his route 
running.” 

This season will be a big one 
for Ernest Wilford. The redshirt 
junior has the size at 6-4 to be 
an outstanding receiver and 
must develop some consistency 
in his game. Last season, he 
caught eight passes for 100 
yards and a TD. He will head 
into the fall as the No. 1 man at 
split end. 

Two players who were 
playing other positions last 
season will battle for playing 
time at receiver this fall. Chris 
Clifton and Justin Hamilton 
make the move from the 
backfield to the wide receiver 
position. 

Clifton started the spring at 
quarterback, but quickly made 
the move to split end. He has 
good size at 6-4 and speed, but 


needs to learn the position. He 
played there on the scout team 
last fall, but did not move to the 
position full-time until the spring. 
He will enter the fall battling for 
playing time at split end. 

Hamilton spent last season 
as a scout team running back. 
He was moved to the wide out 
in early spring and made great 
strides every day. He brings 
size (6-3, 217) and athleticism 
to the position and will enter the 
fall as the co-No. 1 at the 
flanker position. 

“Justin showed a lot of 
ability, but he still has a way to 
go,” Ball says. “Things were 
pretty vanilla to him for the 
spring game, but he studies and 
he wants to be good. | think his 
future is bright, but people need 
to be patient because he’s 
never played that position.” 

Redshirt sophomore Richard 
Johnson, walk-on Chris Shreve 
and redshirt senior Terrell 
Parham are all working to find 
their way into the rotation. 

“This group worked 
extremely hard this summer,” 
Ball says. “I’m being realistic 
with this group. This is a good 
group that | enjoy being around. 
They work hard and want to get 
the job done. It’s a young group 
with some great athletes. My job 
is to turn them into a great 
group of receivers.” 

Parham has the most 
experience of the 
three, seeing action 
the past three 
seasons. He is a 
good possession 
receiver who caught 
14 passes for 155 
yards anda 
touchdown last 
season. 

Johnson is a 
player who can go 
the distance at any 
time. He has blazing 
speed and good 
hands, but has been 
hampered by injuries. 
He returned kickoffs 
for the Hokies last 
season, averaging 
22.2 yards per return. 
He also caught four 
passes for 34 yards a 
season ago. If he 
stays healthy, he 
could be a big threat 
for the Hokies this 
year. 

Shreve, who 
joined the team last 


season, is perhaps the hardest- 
working receiver in the bunch, 
often staying after practice to 
work on technique or route 
running. He had one catch for 
13 yards a season ago, but 
played a lot on special teams 
before an ankle injury slowed 
him. 

Ball is also excited about 
the arrival of Fred Lee, who 
enrolled at Tech for both 
summer sessions. Lee 
originally signed with the 
Hokies prior to last season, but 
had to go to prep school. He 
reaffirmed his commitment and 
is finally a Hokie. 

“I'm going to throw him right 
in there,” Ball says. “I’m going 
to feed him and see how much 
he can absorb. When he hits 
the wall, we'll see why he did 
and try to simplify it. The one 
advantage he has is he is a 
true receiver. He is the one guy 
in the receiving corps who 
played receiver in high school, 
so | think he'll be right in the 
mix.” 

Lee is a speedster who, 
although doesn’t have great 
size, does run good routes and 
has good hands. He could be a 
big threat for the Hokies at the 
split end position because of 
his good speed and quickness, 
but could end up at flanker if 


needed.

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2002 
Defense 


This shapes up to be one of 
Coach Bud Foster’s most 
challenging seasons as 
defensive coordinator. Gone 
from last year’s highly-ranked 
defense are all five tackles who 
lettered, along with the top 
three inside linebackers and 
two starting members of the 
secondary. 

The key losses include 
starting tackles Chad Beasley 
and David Pugh, who anchored 
the defensive line the past 
three seasons, and linebacker 
Ben Taylor, the Hokies’ leading 
tackler in 2000 and 2001. The 
Hokies will also miss mike 
linebackers Jake Houseright 
and Brian Welch, rover Kevin 
McCadam and cornerback 
Larry Austin. 

“| think we have some 
athletic ability at the positions 
where we need people to step 
up,” says Foster. “The thing that 
we just don’t have is the 
experience. Fifteen days of 
spring practice isn’t going to 
give you the experience you 
need. 

“As a group, though, | was 
pleased with how we 
progressed through spring 
practice. Are we where we want 
to be? No ... but our goal was 
to improve every day and | 
thought we did that. The big 
thing was getting some of the 
younger players in our 
defensive tackle and 
linebacker spots to 
understand their position and 
their position expectations 
along with the defense’s 
expectations.” 

The defense will certainly 
have its share of strong 
points, too. There is plenty of 
talent and outstanding depth 
at both end positions, where 
senior Lamar Cobb and 
juniors Jim Davis, Cols Colas 
and Nathaniel Adibi all saw 
starting time last season. 
There is also experience and 
excellent ability at cornerback 
and free safety where 
returning starters Ronyell 
Whitaker and Willie Pile will 
be expected to play 
leadership roles. 


With only six seniors on 
the defensive depth chart, 
Foster is looking for leaders. 
“We would like everybody to 
be a leader through their 
work ethic,” he says. “But I’m 
hoping there will be some 
natural leaders who will rise 
to the occasion. With such a 
small senior class, 
sometimes those leaders 
may not be seniors.” 

Foster’s first order of 
business when practice 
resumes will be making sure 
the Hokies’ interior line and 
linebacker play is going to be 
solidified. The biggest part of 
that will be making sure 
some depth is created, 
especially at the tackle 
positions. 

“The fall will be a learning 
experience for some of these 
guys,” says Foster, “but they 
have athletic ability, they 
want to be good football 
players and they want to 
carry on the tradition that 
we've developed defensively. 

“We have high 
expectations here, and that is 
something that is not going to 
change,” he adds. “Because 
of the mixture of experience 
and youth on this defense, 
we need to grow and develop 
as a unit. If this group is 
willing to make the 
commitment and work 
together to be successful, | 
like our chances.” 


Defensive Line 

Tech defensive line coach 
Charley Wiles finds himself 
heading into preseason 
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practice with mixed emotions ... 
and for good reason. 

Wiles welcomes back five 
lettermen at defensive end, 
including four who have seen 
extensive playing time and 
starting duty. At the same time, 
he will begin the season with 
just two players who have seen 
any action on the collegiate 
level at the defensive tackle 
positions. The Hokies’ top five 
defensive tackles in 2001 were 
all seniors. 

“The ends are the strength 
of our defense,” Wiles says. 
“They continued to improve 
during spring practice. | am 
excited about the possibilities 
we have at those positions. 

“Obviously, losing the kids 
and the depth that we did at 
defensive tackle, has made 
those positions a priority,” he 
adds. “We did improve during 
the spring, but we have got to 
get better faster.” 

The returnees at end include 
redshirt junior Nathaniel Adibi, 
who has played in 24 games, 
21 as a starter; senior Lamar 
Cobb, who has played in 28 
games, 20 as a starter; redshirt 
junior Cols Colas, who has 
played in 22 games, four as a 
starter; and junior Jim Davis, 
who has played in 21 games, 
three as a starter. Last season, 
those four players combined for 
49 quarterback hurries, 25 
tackles for loss and 11 of the 
Hokies’ 30 sacks. Redshirt 
sophomore Jason Lallis also 
returns, but will likely be tried at 
tackle. 

Wiles moved Adibi to the 
stud end position during the 
spring in an effort to 
get him and Davis on 
the field at the same 
time on occasion. 
Adibi (6-3, 254) 
worked at the end 
position as a 
sophomore 
registering 41 tackles, 
15 hurries and a sack. 
He earned Iron Hokie 
honors in February, 
posting a 400-pound 
bench press and 
running a 4.55 forty. 
Adibi won the 
President's Award for 
outstanding 
leadership during 
spring practice. 

Colas (6-0, 239) is 
expected to share the 
starting duties with 


Adibi at the stud position. The 
former high school running 
back has shown steady 
improvement as a defensive 
player. His explosive speed 
and power — 4.41 forty and 
390 bench press — make him 
tough to handle on the corner. 
Colas started the Hokies’ last 
four games last fall and led the 
team in quarterback hurries 
with 17. He contributed 37 
tackles, 3.5 sacks and 10 total 
tackles for loss. Walk-on Bob 
Ruff, a rising sophomore, is 
also slated to work at the stud 
end position. 

“| thought Nathaniel and 
Cols both played well in the 
spring,” Wiles says. “Nathaniel 
has gotten bigger and stronger 
and he’s much more physical 
now than he was. Cols is so 
much improved from when he 
first got here. He plays with 
speed and has shown he can 
make plays. It will be a week- 
to-week battle with those two.” 

Davis heads into the 
season as the starter at the 
end position, with Cobb 
battling for his share of playing 
time. Lallis could also fit into 
the plans if he is not used at 
tackle. 

Davis has been among the 
team’s leaders in sacks each 
of his first two seasons. He 
finished third as a freshman in 
2000 with 3.5 sacks and was 
tied for the team lead with 4.5 
last fall. At 6-3, 251 pounds, 
Davis has proven he has all 
the skills to be outstanding. He 
finished the 2001 season with 
38 tackles, including eight 
behind the line. He was named 
one of the Hokies’ most 
valuable defensive performers 
during the spring. Cobb (6-1, 
223) contributed 46 total 
tackles in 01, including two 
sacks. He brings outstanding 
experience and good 
athleticism to the position. 

One of the coaching staff's 
best moves during the fall was 
the decision to redshirt tackle 
Kevin Lewis (6-1, 281). Lewis 
saw action during eight games 
as a true freshman in 2000 
and showed an outstanding 
ability to make plays. With five 
senior tackles on the 2001 
roster, the Tech staff decided 
the best way to fully utilize 
Lewis’ talents would be to hold 
him out a year and let him 
return with the opportunity to 
be a three-year starter. The 


move could also give Lewis 
the chance to play side-by- 
side with his younger brother 
Jonathan, who is one of 
several highly-regarded 
defensive line prospects in the 
Hokies’ 2002 recruiting class. 

“The decision to redshirt 
Kevin has really worked out 
well,’ Wiles says. “Now, he 
has three years to play and 
one of those starting defensive 
tackle jobs is his to lose.” 

Wiles will start off at the 
other tackle position with Mark 
Costen, the only returning 
tackle who saw any action last 
season. Costen, a 6-3, 275- 
pound redshirt junior, has 
made strides in his 
performance both on the field 
and in the weight room. He 
played in six games last 
season, registering 11 total 
tackles, two tackles for loss 
and a pair of quarterback 
hurries. 

A group of talented young 
players saw considerable 
action at tackle during the 
spring and are expected to 
challenge for playing time 
when practice opens. Redshirt 
freshman Jason Murphy (6-2, 
285) and Lallis are expected to 
battle Costen at the tackle 
spot, while redshirt freshmen 
Tim Sandidge (6-1, 272), Chris 
Pannell (6-3, 256) and Kevin 
Hilton (6-1, 272) join Lewis at 
the nose tackle position. 

Murphy was the Baltimore 
Sun Defensive Player of the 
Year his senior season in high 
school and posted an amazing 
60 sacks during his varsity 
career. He has changed his 
body dramatically, adding 
nearly 30 pounds through the 


strength and conditioning 
program. Lallis (6-0, 250) saw 
increased playing time at end 
as the 2001 season 
progressed, including 45 
snaps over the final three 
regular-season games. He 
finished with 15 tackles and a 
sack. 

Sandidge, who played just 
two years of football in high 
school, has shown good 
promise and made steady 
improvement during spring 
practice. Pannell impressed 
the coaches with his 
leverage and instinctive 
play in the spring before 
being slowed by an ankle 
injury. The coaches have 
yet to get a good look at 
Hilton, who was sidelined 
most of the fall with a 
broken foot, and bothered 
during the spring by a 
dislocated elbow. 

The tackle positions 
are expected to get a 
boost when Tech’s 2002 
recruiting class reports for 
practice. Joining prep All- 
American tackle Jonathan 
Lewis in the class is big 
junior college All-American 
Jimmy Williams, who at 6- 
4, 305, has a chance to 
make an immediate 
impact. Williams was 
rated the No. 5 junior 
college player in the 
nation by Tom Lemming, 
while Lewis was rated the 
nation’s No. 3 prep 
defensive lineman by Max 
Emfinger of USA Today. 

Two players who 
entered school in January 
may also fit in along the 
defensive line. Freshmen 


Brandon Frye (6-4, 257) and 
Andrew Fleck (6-3, 258) both 
have the size and versatility to 
play several positions. Frye 
got his first work at end, while 
Fleck started out at tackle. 

“It’s still wide open,” Wiles 
says about the tackle spots. “l 
like our talent level, we’re just 
inexperienced. Right now, | 
would say we are adequate. 
Around here, we are not used 
to adequate. We are not going 
to be satisfied with that.” 


Linebackers 

Three key seniors — Ben 
Taylor, Jake Houseright and 
Brian Welch — are gone from 
the linebacker corps, leaving 
big shoes to fill at both the 
mike and backer positions. 
Questions also surround the 
depth at whip linebacker, 
where four-game starters 
Deon Provitt and T.J. Jackson 
are gone. 

Taylor led the Hokies in 
tackles each of the last two 
seasons from the backer 
position, earning All-America 
honors both seasons. 
Houseright and Welch handled 
almost all of the snaps at mike 
linebacker during that same 
span. 


Vegas 
Robinson 


Coach Bud Foster begins 
preseason practice with a 
nucleus of four players who 
have had limited experience at 
the inside linebacker positions 
— redshirt juniors Vegas 
Robinson and Chris Buie, 
redshirt sophomore Mikal 
Baaqee and senior Alex 
Markogiannakis. Another 
promising young player with 
time in the system, redshirt 
sophomore Chad Cooper, sat 
out spring semester while 
recovering from Guillain-Barré 
syndrome, a serious disorder 
of the nervous system. 

“After that group, we’ve got 
redshirt freshmen, some of 
whom were highly-recruited 
kids and are talented players,” 
Foster says. “Now it’s time for 
them to get a better 
understanding of their position 
and the expectations that go 
with it. As a linebacker, they 
have to learn the entire 
defense because they are 
involved in the run aspect and 
the coverage aspect. So far, 
I’ve been pleased with the 
their work ethic.” 

Robinson and Baaqee, 
who Foster labels a pair of 
athletic play-makers, emerged 
from spring practice as the 
leaders at the backer 
and mike positions, 
respectively. 

Robinson, who 
was the No. 2 man 
behind Taylor at 
backer last season, 
played outstanding 
football during the 
spring. He isa 
physical player with 
both speed and 
strength. A two-year 
letterman, he saw 
action on defense in 
eight games last 
season and was a 
regular on special 
teams. He finished 
the season with 18 
tackles. 

“| think Vegas is 
ready and excited 
about the opportunity 
to step up and be the 
starting backer,” 
Foster says. “He has 
a chance to continue 
the tradition we’ve 
established at that 
position. He 
possesses all the 
tools you're looking

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for to be a play-maker against 
the run and the pass. He’s 
seen how the guys before him 
have worked and understands 
the defense. | think he’s gota 
big future.” 

Baagee practiced at backer 
during the fall, then moved to 
mike linebacker for spring 
practice. His only game 
experience to date has been 
on special teams, but Foster is 
confident in his ability. 

“Mikal is an extremely 
active player who brings 
outstanding quickness and 
athleticism to the mike 
position,” Foster says. “He is a 
guy who is good in the running 
game and good in coverage. 
He lacks experience, but | 
think he has a lot of promise.” 

Joining Baagee at mike 
linebacker will be 
Markogiannakis, Buie, redshirt 
freshman Jordan Trott and 
Cooper. Transfer Steve Canter 
and walk-on J.D. Zeigler could 
also work at the position. 

Markogiannakis has a nose 
for the football and the only 
game experience at the mike 
position among the returning 
players. Buie possesses the 
physical ability to be 
successful but must 
show more consistent 
play. Trott is a big, 
rangy, athletic player 
with a lot of promise. 

Cooper is expected 
to move to the mike 
spot after spending his 
first two seasons at the 
backer position. The 
move will help bring 
more speed and 
athleticism to the mike 
spot. 

Robinson’s 
competition at the 
backer position will 
come from a pair of 
inexperienced, but 
talented, young players. 
Redshirt freshmen 
Blake Warren and 
James Anderson both 
got a lot of work at 
backer during the 
Hokies’ 15 spring 
workouts. 

Warren, a safety in 
high school, has made 
steady progress in his 
transition to linebacker. 


He brings football savvy —. a 


and toughness to the 


position and has shown the 
ability to see things developing 
from the linebacker position. 
He impressed the coaches 
with his aggressive play during 
the spring when he was 
named the Hokies’ top 
defensive newcomer. 

Anderson has already 
added 15 pounds of muscle to 
his frame. He also has good 
speed and athletic ability. 
Foster wants him to become a 
little more physical at the point 
of attack and fully expects that 
to happen as he gets more 
time at the position. 

“I’ve got a big job ahead of 
me getting all these young 
guys ready,” Foster says. “The 
good thing is they got a lot of 
reps during the spring. The 
bottom line is finding who can 
best help us beat Miami, beat 
Syracuse, beat Boston 
College, beat Pittsburgh ... 
that’s what I’ve got to 
determine.” 

Last season, three players 
saw starting time at the whip 
position. Deon Provitt earned 
the starting job and was 
beginning to excel at the 
position when he suffered a 
torn ACL in his left knee 
against UCF. T.J. Jackson took 
over the starting duties for four 


"Mike Daniels 
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games before freshman Mike 
Daniels won the job for the 
final three regular season 
games and the Gator Bowl. 

With Provitt and Jackson 
gone, whip linebackers coach 
Jim Cavanaugh’s attention will 
be focused on Daniels and 
redshirt sophomore Brandon 
Manning, who joined the team 
as an invited walk-on in 2000. 
Cavanaugh might also pick up 
some help from the Hokies’ 
incoming recruiting class. 

Daniels moved from free 
safety to whip following 
Provitt’s injury and made a 
rapid adjustment. He moved 
into the starting lineup at 
Temple and gave the Hokies 
solid play. 

“| thought Mike did a great 
job adjusting,” says 
Cavanaugh. “He’s got a pretty 
good feel for things out there. 
He’s always around the ball. 
He'll run and he'll hit you.” 

Manning excelled as a 
special teams player last fall 
and found things falling into 
place for him at linebacker 
during the spring when he 
earned a scholarship. His work 
ethic and toughness will be 
positives as he works to earn 
more playing time at the 
position. 

“Brandon had a solid 
spring,” Cavanaugh says. 
“He has a chance to help us 
... he has shown potential.” 

Another player who 
could work some at the 
position is redshirt freshman 
walk-on Tommy Morgan. 


Defensive Secondary 

With the return of starting 
free safety Willie Pile, his 
top backup and four 
experienced cornerbacks led 
by All-American Ronyell 
Whitaker, the Hokies should 
be extremely solid in the 
secondary. The only real 
question — finding a 
replacement for starter 
Kevin McCadam — was 
answered in the spring with 
the emergence of senior 
Billy Hardee. 

McCadam’s departure 
following an outstanding 
senior season left some big 
shoes to fill. The Lakeside, 
Calif., product started all 12 
games in 2001 and finished 
third on the team in tackles 
with 83. He also contributed 
eight tackles for loss, six 


passes broken up, three 
interceptions, two sacks and 
two fumble recoveries. He 
scored touchdowns on a 69- 
yard interception return and a 
9-yard fumble return. 

Hardee, returning from a 
knee injury that sidelined him 
for much of the fall, performed 
well during spring practice and 
was named the team’s top 
defensive hustler. His size and 
aggressive style of play are 
well suited for the rover 
position. Hardee has also seen 
playing time at cornerback and 
free safety during his Tech 
career. 

“| was pleasantly surprised 
with Billy,” says Jim 
Cavanaugh, who coaches the 
Hokies’ strong safeties and 
outside linebackers. “He was 
solid and consistent during the 
spring. He’s a good football 
player. He works hard, he’s 
tough and he has a knack for 
being around the football.” 

Joining Hardee at the 
position are redshirt junior 
Michael Crawford and redshirt 
sophomore Sam Fatherly, who 
both showed progress during 
spring practice. The preseason 
will be important for Crawford 
and Fatherly. Both players 
possess ability, but neither has 
developed consistency in their 
play to date. Crawford showed 
signs of more consistent play 
while pressuring Hardee for 
the top spot early in the spring 
but ended up missing some 
valuable time with an ankle 
injury. He worked a total of 40 
plays at rover during Tech’s 
first six games in 2001 and 
finished the season with 14 
tackles, including one 
quarterback sack. Fatherly’s 
only varsity action last season 
came on special teams against 
UCF and West Virginia. He 
also played on the jayvee and 
scout teams. 

There are a number of 
players returning who have 
been successful at the other 
three secondary positions, 
including senior starters Pile 
and Whitaker. 

Pile, who has started 24 
consecutive games at free 
safety, missed most of Tech's 
contact work during the spring 
due to a shoulder injury. He 
spent the time helping with the 
Hokies’ younger players and 
will return to contact work 
when practice resumes. Pile 


was second on the team in 


tackles last season with 94. He 
topped the team in 
interceptions for the second 
straight year with a total of four. 

“Willie does a lot of good 
things and has made a lot of 
plays for us, but we’re looking 
for him to make more,” 
secondary coach Lorenzo Ward 
says. “Unfortunately, he was 
injured in the spring, but | think 
he will come back in good 
shape and be ready to play. We 
want him to become more 
dominating in his open-field 
tackling.” 

Pile’s top backup during the 
fall, Vincent Fuller, also returns. 
A redshirt sophomore, Fuller 
possesses a little more speed 
and quickness than Pile, but is 
still developing strength-wise. 
He collected 12 tackles and 
broke up a pair of passes while 
playing in 10 of Tech’s 11 
regular-season games. Fuller 
has done a good job of picking 
up the Tech system and could 
push Pile this fall. Freshman 
walk-on Jackson Dismukes will 
also work at the position. 

At cornerback, Whitaker 
moved from boundary corner to 
field corner when spring 
practice opened. The senior 
performer earned first-team All- 
BIG EAST and third-team AP 
All-America honors in 2001. He 
finished the season with 53 
tackles, an interception anda 
team-leading 10 passes broken 
up. He also returned a blocked 
field goal 71 yards fora 
touchdown. Whitaker started 
several games at field corner 


during the 2000 season when 
starter Larry Austin was 
sidelined. 

“When Ronyell is 
concentrating on his 
technique, there’s none 
better,” says Ward. “He played 
really well last season when 
he concentrated. During the 
spring we harped on him about 
concentrating on technique 
100 percent of the time.” 

Also competing at the field 
corner spot will be junior Eric 
Green, who has earned some 
starting time in each of his first 
two collegiate seasons, and 
freshman D.J. Walton, who 
was redshirted last season. 
Green has shown steady 
improvement at the position 
and will head into preseason 
practice as a co-starter on the 
depth chart following a strong 
showing in the spring. He has 
been concentrating his efforts 
on becoming a more physical 
player. Green contributed 18 
total tackles in 2001 and 
blocked two punts. Walton is a 
smart player who showed a lot 
of improvement during his first 
year. He is expected to 
continue that improvement as 
he gets more attention in the 
fall. 

Sophomore DeAngelo Hall 
and redshirt junior Garnell 
Wilds will hold down the 
boundary cornerback position. 
Both players saw action in 
every game last season and 
each got one start — Hall on 
the boundary side and Wilds at 
field corner. 

Hall moved into the starting 
job with an outstanding spring 
that saw him named one of the 
team’s most valuable 
defensive players. He has 
tremendous physical skills and 
is beginning to understand the 
defense more and more. He 
registered 42 tackles and three 
interceptions last season to 
earn fourth-team Freshman 
All-America honors from The 
Sporting News. 

“DeAngelo Hall had a great 
spring,” Ward says. “He had 
great practices every day. He 
just needs to pick up where he 
left off and he'll have an 
outstanding fall.” 

Wilds improved more than 
anyone in the secondary in 
2001. He doesn’t have the 
speed that some of the Hokies’ 
other corners possess, but he 
works the hardest on the little 


things it takes to be 
successful. He posted 27 
tackles, four passes broken up 
and two interceptions last fall. 

“| thought we had a good 
spring,” Ward says. “We 
improved in the areas where a 
lot of these young men needed 
to improve. With six 
experienced players who can 
play returning, | feel very good 
about these positions.” 


2002 
Special 
Teams 


The Hokies have a 
reputation for outstanding 
special teams play, but head 
coach Frank Beamer wasn’t 
completely satisfied with 
Tech’s efforts in the kicking 
game during the 2001 season. 

“| don’t think we kicked the 
football as well as it takes to 
win championships,” Beamer 
says. “We also had a punt 
returned for a touchdown 
against us and two punts 
blocked. That means our punt 
coverage and punt protection 
teams also need attention.” 

With most of the same 
performers returning from last 
season, Beamer will be 
looking for improved 
consistency this year. 

Junior Carter Warley didn’t 
see any competition for the 
place-kicking duties during the 
spring with senior Jon 
Mollerup nursing a sore knee. 
Things should heat up this fall, 
however, when Mollerup 
returns and highly-regarded 
freshman recruit Nic Schmitt 
joins the squad. 

Warley struggled during the 
2001 season but still managed 
to lead the team in scoring 
with 77 points. He connected 
on all 44 of his extra point 
kicks, but saw his field goal 
accuracy drop. He connected 
on just 11 of 21 field goals last 
season after making seven of 
his nine tries in 2000. Warley 
is hoping to carry over his 
success from the spring when 
he made his first seven field 
goals during scrimmages. 

Redshirt sophomore Vinnie 
Burns returns as the starting 
punter, but he can count on 


renewed competition from 
redshirt junior Bobby Peaslee, 
who held the starting job in 
2000. Burns finished his first 
season with a 37.8-yard 
average on 59 punts. He has 
the leg and the ability to be an 
all-star punter. All he needs is 
consistency. 

Along with his work as a 
punter, Peaslee will also 
continue as Tech’s holder for 
placements. Senior receiver 
Shawn Witten will serve as his 
backup. 

Both snappers from last 
season return and several new 
faces will join the competition. 
Ken Keister and Travis Conway 
split the snapping duties for 
most of the 2001 season, with 
Keister snapping for field goals 
and PATs and Conway 
snapping for punts. Keister took 
over both duties late in the 
year. Another player who will 
see some work at the positions 
during the preseason is 
freshman Nick Leeson. 

Kickoff return man Richard 
Johnson is back, but the Hokies 
must replace record-setting 
punt returner André Davis. 
Cornerback Ronyell Whitaker, 
who finished 16th nationally in 
punt returns while subbing for 
an injured Davis during the 
2000 season, will be available. 
The most likely starter, 
however, is Whitaker’s running 
mate at corner, sophomore 
DeAngelo Hall. Johnson, who 
averaged 22.2 yards on kickoff 
returns for the season, set a 
Tech bowl record for kickoff 
return yards with 118 in the 
Gator Bowl. Hall is a 
phenomenal athlete who 
excelled as a return man in 
high school. 

Tech will miss the play of 
special teams demon Wayne 
Ward, who blocked punts, 
broke wedges and leveled 
would-be tacklers during his 
four seasons with the Hokies. 
Two of the top returning players 
to watch will be junior Eric 
Green and redshirt sophomore 
Brandon Manning. Green has 
blocked three punts over the 
past two seasons, including two 
last season. Manning blocked 
one punt last season and 
returned one of Green’s blocks 
for a touchdown against No. 1- 
ranked Miami. Tech finished the 
2001 season with seven 
blocked kicks and three special 
teams touchdowns.

VIRGINIA TECH SOARING 


During his 15 seasons at 
the helm, Frank Beamer has 
guided the Virginia Tech 
football program to 
unprecedented success with 
nine straight bowl 
appearances, three BIG EAST 
Conference titles, a trip to the 
national championship game 
and an average of nine wins 
per year since the beginning of 
the 1993 season. The Hokies’ 
46-14 record over the past five 
seasons makes them the 
nation’s eighth winningest 
Division I-A football program 
during that span. 

Winning has been just part 
of the success story for 
Beamer, one of the nation’s 
most respected and popular 
collegiate football coaches. He 
and his staff have developed a 
wide-spread reputation for 
getting the most out of their 
players. That reputaton was 
never more warranted than in 
2000 and 2001. 

In 2000, Beamer and his 
staff directed Tech to an 11-1 
record after opening the 
season with eight new starters 
on defense and an all new 
lineup in the kicking game. 
This past season, the Hokies 
posted an 8-4 record and 
appeared in the Top 20 every 
week despite having to fill four

Under Beamer, 
Virginia Tech is one 
of just seven Division 
I-A teams to receive 
a bowl bid each of 
the last nine years. 
In 2000, the Hokies 
earned their first 
Toyota Gator Bowl 
championship with 
an impressive 41- 
20 victory over 
Clemson. A spot 
in the Nokia 
Sugar Bowl to 
play No. 1 
Florida State for 
the national 
championship 
focused

attention on Virginia 
Tech and its football program 
following the 1999 season.

national title, they proved that 
they belong among the top 
teams in the college ranks. 
For his part in the Hokies’ 
magical 1999 season, 
Beamer earned eight national 
coach of the year awards. He 
was named the Bobby Dodd 
Coach of the Year, the GTE 
Coach of the Year, the Eddie 
Robinson Coach of the Year, 
the Paul ‘Bear’ Bryant Coach 
of the Year, the Associated 
Press Coach of the Year, the 
Walter Camp Football 
Foundation/Street & Smith's 
Coach of the Year, the 
Maxwell Football Club Coach 
of the Year and the Woody 
Hayes Coach of the Year. He 
also was named the BIG 
EAST Conference Coach of 
the Year for the third time. 
There have been plenty of 
other accolades for the 
Hokies’ coach. In a survey of 
Division I-A football coaches 
conducted by Bloomburg 
News in the fall of 2000, 
Beamer was named the best 
coach a school could hire to 
run its football program. In 
January 2001, he was 


honored as the NCAA Coach 
of the Year by The Pigskin 
Club of Washington, D.C. In 
May of that year, an on-line 
newspaper named him the 
best coach currently in the 
college football ranks 
because of his ability to place 
Tech among the nation’s elite 
year in and year out. He has 
been voted the Virginia 
Division | Coach of the Year 
by the state sports 
information directors four 
times in the past seven 
years, including last season. 
Following consecutive 10- 
2 seasons in 1995 and 1996, 
Beamer was voted BIG 
EAST Conference Coach of 
the Year by the league 
coaches. He was one of five 
finalists in the voting for the 
1995 National Coach of the 
Year. In 1996, The Sporting 
News queried writers from 
around the country and 
asked them to rate the 
coaches in various 
conferences. In the BIG 
EAST, those writers rated 
Frank Beamer the best coach 
on game day, the best in 
game preparation, the best 
as a motivator, the best as a 
teacher, the best in big 


games and the best overall. 
In 1999, The Sporting News 
ranked the nation’s top 
coaches in terms of their 
ability to get the most out of 
their players. Beamer was 
picked No. 9 in Division I-A. 
This year marks the fourth 
time in five years, TSN has 
rated the Tech coach tops 
among BIG EAST head 
coaches. The publication has 
also ranked the Hokies’ 
football coaching staff as the 
best in the conference four 
times during that span. Street 
& Smith's College Football 
2002 rates Beamer as the top 
recruiter in the BIG EAST. 

The rise of the Tech 
football program has made 
Beamer a man in demand. It 
has opened doors to places 
he may never have dreamed 
of as a youngster growing up 
in Southwest Virginia. 

In September 2000, 
Beamer was invited to the 
White House where he joined 
a select group that stood in 
the Rose Garden behind 
then-President Bill Clinton as 
he made remarks on the 
Conservation and 
Reinvestment Act. Beamer 
was one of the keynote 


speakers at the American 
Football Coaches Association 
Convention in 2000, and in 
April 2001 he joined former 
Prime Minister of Great 
Britain, Lady Margaret 
Thatcher, as one of the 
featured speakers at 
SUCCESS 2001, one of the 
nation’s most popular 
business seminars. 

The Beamer success also 
has made him a much 
sought-after coach. In recent 
years, he has been pursued 
by numerous other schools 
and has drawn interest from 
professional football teams. 
But in the end, his loyalty has 
remained with the Hokies. 

Beamer always has put 
Virginia Tech first — ever 
since he starred as a 
defensive back for the Hokies 
in his undergraduate days in 
the late 1960s, and surely 
throughout his 15 years as 
head coach of the Hokies. He 
has given the Tech program a 
sense of stability enjoyed by 
just a hand full of other 
Division I-A schools. Only 
three other active Division I-A 
head coaches have been at 
their current school as long 
as Beamer. 
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Frank Beamer and the Hokies have had a lot to celebrate over the years, including an 11-0 regular season record in 1999. 
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In 1990, Beamer 
received a new contract and 
a substantial pay raise. He 
refused the raise, however, 
until such time that all 
classified and faculty 
employees of the university 
could have the same 
opportunity for pay raises. 
Most state salaries had been 
frozen at the time. 

Another indication of 
Beamer’s love for the 
university came on the night 
he was inducted into The 
Virginia Tech Sports Hall of 
Fame in 1997. He called it 
the biggest honor of his 
entire career. With the 
induction, he became the 
first active coach at the 
university to be honored in 
that fashion. 

Beamer’s overall record 
at Tech now stands at 107- 
65-2. He became Tech’s 
winningest football coach 
ever during the 1997 
campaign. Counting six 
years as head coach at 
Murray State prior to joining 
the Hokies, Beamer’s overall 
21-year record is 149-88-4. 
That record ranks him sixth 
among active Division I-A 
coaches in wins. 

The 55-year-old Beamer, 
first alumnus to guide the 
Hokies since the 1940s, took 
over the Tech reins from Bill 
Dooley in January 1987. He 
began work a few days after 


the Hokies had beaten North 
Carolina State in the Peach 
Bowl. It took a while for him 
to get the Hokies moving in 
the right direction because 
the football program was hit 
with NCAA sanctions at the 
time. 

But everything came 
together in the 1990s. The 
Techmen finished 9-3 in 
1993 after beating Indiana, 
45-20, in a wild 
Independence Bowl game. 
Tech followed up with an 8-4 
season in 1994, losing to 
Tennessee, 45-23, in the 
Gator Bowl. 

The Tech teams in 1995 
and 1996 were among the 
best in school history. The 
1995 team swept the BIG 
EAST Conference 
championship outright and 
the 1996 club tied for the title 
with Syracuse and Miami. 

The 1995 team was 9-2 
during the regular season 
and then came up with a 
stirring 28-10 victory over 
Texas in the Sugar Bowl. The 
1996 team went 10-1 during 
the regular season and lost 
to powerful Nebraska, 41-21, 
in the Orange Bowl after 
giving the Cornhuskers a 
fierce battle for three 
quarters. 

The Hokies fell to 7-5 in 
1997 and were beaten badly 
by North Carolina in the 
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Coach Frank Beamer in his office with his wife, 
Cheryl, and their daughter Casey.

Gator Bowl, 42-3. But they 
came right back with a 9-3 
mark in 1998 that included 
an impressive 38-7 victory 
over Alabama in the 
inaugural Music City Bowl in 
Nashville, Tenn. 

The two winningest 
seasons in school history 
followed in 1999 and 2000 
with the Hokies posting 
back-to-back 11-1 records. 
Tech registered its first-ever 
11-0 regular-season record 
in 99 before losing its 
national championship battle 
with FSU. 

In 2000, the Hokies’ only 
blemish was a loss at Miami 
in the ninth game of the 
season. Both seasons, Tech 
climbed as high as No. 2 in 
The Associated Press poll, 
finishing No. 2 in 99 and 
No. 6 in 2000. The Hokies 
climbed as high as No. 5 in 
the 2001 AP poll and 
finished 18th. 

Beamer’s early Tech 
teams also registered many 
exciting victories. One of the 
most impressive came in 
1990 when the Hokies 
capped the year with a 38- 
13 victory over arch-rival 
Virginia before a crowd of 
54,157, which at the time 
was the largest ever to see 


a college football game in the 
Commonwealth of Virginia. 
During the 1989 season, Tech 
knocked off ninth-ranked 
West Virginia and star 
quarterback Major Harris, 12- 
10, in Morgantown. 

During his undergraduate 
days at Tech, Beamer started 
three years as a cornerback 
and played on the Hokies’ 
1966 and 1968 Liberty Bowl 
teams. He received a B.S. in 
distributive education from 
Tech in 1969 and a master’s 
in guidance from Radford in 
1972. Then came the start of 
the Beamer coaching career. 

He began as an assistant 
at Radford High School from 
1969 through 1971. Then 
after one season as a 
graduate assistant at the 
University of Maryland, he 
went to The Citadel where he 
worked five seasons under 
Bobby Ross and one year 
under Art Baker. His last two 
years at The Citadel, Beamer 
was the defensive 
coordinator. 

In 1979, Beamer went to 
Murray State as the defensive 
coordinator under Mike 
Gottfried. He was named 
head coach at Murray State in 
1981 and went on to compile 
a six-year record of 42 wins, 
23 losses and two ties. 

The Tech coach was born 
in Mt. Airy, N.C., and grew up

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A Talk With 
Coach Beamer 


Going into spring 
practice, you said a number 
of things were unsettled with 
this team. How do you feel 
now that spring practice is 
over? 


| think we found out some 
things about the team and 
made strides during the spring. 
We've still got some areas to 
work on, but we know our 
strengths and liabilities better. 
At this point and time, a lot 
depends on what kind of 
summer preparation we make. 


One of the biggest 
questions following spring 
practice is where does the 
quarterback situation stand 
with Grant Noel’s injury? 


Right now, Grant and the 
doctors feel very good about 
his rehabilitation. How well and 
how effective that rehabilitation 
is will be the key factor. There 
are a lot of things to like about 
Grant Noel — his toughness, his 
dedication, his experience. He 
should be our quarterback. | do 
think Bryan Randall has made 
great strides since last fall and | 
think he has demonstrated that 
he is in a position to be a factor 
in the quarterback battle. Will 
Hunt should be a valuable 
backup, and when Marcus Vick 
gets here, we'll give him an 
opportunity to get in the mix 
and see where it all shakes out. 


How do you feel the 
offense responded under 
new coordinator Bryan 
Stinespring during the spring 
and what can we expect this 
fall? 


The offense upheld its end 
of the deal during the spring 
and improved as we went 
along. The coaches also 
worked well together as an 
offensive staff. | know Bryan 


has some ideas about how to 
do things a little bit differently. 
We may add some things 
here and there that will help 
make us better, but you know 
we’re not going to get too far 
away from what we’ve always 
done well, and that is be a 
very tough offense. 


What does the addition 
of Kevin Rogers do for 
Virginia Tech football? 


| think it makes a 
statement about Virginia Tech 
to get a guy with his 
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background — offensive 
coordinator at Notre Dame 
and offensive coordinator/ 
assistant head coach at 
Syracuse. Kevin has been 
involved with a lot of different 
offenses and offensive 
schemes at a lot of different 
programs. He brings us 
valuable knowledge and 
suggestions for ways of doing 
things in our program. He is a 


very well thought of, very 
knowledgeable and very good 
football coach. We are 
fortunate to have him. 


What kind of impact do 
you feel the return of Lee 
Suggs will have on the 
team? 


Number one, | think Lee 
helps the football team 
because he’s such a great 
back. He is always falling 
forward, getting you that extra 
yard or two. He’s a really good 
short-yardage, goal-line back 
who has the ability to get 
outside and take it all the way. 
Secondly, | think there are 
some young guys who 
certainly can learn from Lee, 
seeing him in practice every 
day and seeing him in games. 
This is a quality player who is 
going to be back in our 
program. 


What are your feelings 
about the Hokies’ young 
defense following spring 
practice? 


The strength of our 
defense right now is our 
defensive ends. Our 
secondary should also be 
solid. Right up the middle of 
our defense is where all the 
new guys are. That’s where 
you would like to be a strong, 
veteran team and it’s just the 
opposite. It’s just a fact that 
there are going to be new guys 
at those defensive tackle and 
inside linebacker positions. 
There are plenty of talented 
guys. How quickly they can 
play well is the issue. Like 
most of our defenses, they 
played hard and flew to the

football during the spring. With 
the coaching staff that we 
have, they will get better as 
the season goes along. 


Last year, tailback Kevin 
Jones entered Tech as the 
No. 1 freshman prospect in 
the nation. Evaluate him as a 
player. 


Kevin has great talent and 
ability. | think he would tell you 
he needs to continue to 
develop that talent. He will 
only get better. He was a 
better back in the spring than 
he was in the fall. As he 
continues in the weight 
program and continues to play, 
| think there’s great potential 
there. 


What do you see as the 
strong points of this year’s 
team? 


| think we have some big- 
time players at defensive end 
in Nathaniel Adibi, Jim Davis, 
Cols Colas and Lamar Cobb. 
The secondary should be a 
strength, too. Our corners are 
talented and Willie Pile is a 
steady, solid guy in there at 
free safety. Of course our 
running back situation with 
Suggs, Jones, Cedric Humes 
and Justin Hamilton, who we 
have moved to receiver for the 
time being, features some 
extremely talented guys. 


What are your biggest 
concerns heading into 
preseason practice? 


Grant Noel’s knee injury 
means there is a question 
mark at quarterback. You 
certainly don’t want that 
position to be a question mark, 
but that’s just the way it is right 
now. The inexperience up the 
middle of our defense is a 
concern. | think those young 
players will play well, it’s just 
how quickly? Our wide 
receivers must play with more 
consistency in the fall than 
they did in the spring. We 
need to become consistent 
threats out there. Kicking-wise, 
| would like to think we'll kick 
the ball better than we did last 
year. 


How do you approach 
such a tough 13-game 
schedule that features 
games on Sundays, 
Thursdays and even 
Wednesday? 


It will probably never be 
more important that we stay 
disciplined in our practice 
schedule. Regardless of what 
day it is, we have to stay 
disciplined in where we are in 
our week’s preparation for the 
games. It would probably be a 
little easier if we had a few 
more veterans out there. | 
think our guys will look forward 
to it, but there’s no question 
about it, this is a very 
challenging schedule.

Give us your thoughts on 
the new south endzone 
addition and what kind of 
impact 11,000 more fans can 
have at home games. 


It has always been 
impressive to me to look over 
at the student side when you 
come out of the tunnel. Now, 
to think that you’re going to be 
looking at the same thing 
down in the endzone — it’s 
going to be a great sight. The 
noise level is going to get 
higher and it’s going to be a 
great home stadium 
advantage. This is absolutely 
one of the best stadiums in the 
country. It shows were our 
program is going. 


Last spring, eight Tech 
players were selected in the 
NFL draft, equaling the third- 
highest number from any 
team in the country. What 
kind of statement does that 
make about the Tech 
program? 


| think it makes two 
statements. First, it says that 
we are recruiting at a high 
level. Then, it makes a 
statement about the 
development of players. | do 
think we are recruiting better 
players and | believe we have 
a great ability — probably the 
best in the country — to 
develop those players. That 
gets back to Coach (Mike) 
Gentry and it 


gets back to the 
assistant 
coaches 
coaching those 
guys. You are 
going to be as 
good as you 
can be if you’re 
going to be in 
this program.

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During the Frank Beamer 
era at Virginia Tech, putting 
points on the scoreboard has 
always been a team effort — 
the offensive team, the 
defensive team and the special 
teams. It’s called BeamerBall, 
and it has helped propel the 
Hokies to new heights. 


Each of Tech’s last eight 
teams are ranked among the top 
10 highest scoring grid squads 
in school history. What sets 
BeamerBall apart are the 
contributions made by the 
defense and special teams. 
During the last nine seasons, a 
player at every position on the 
defensive unit has produced at 
least one touchdown. And 20 
different players have scored 
touchdowns while playing on 
Tech’s special teams. 

Altogether, the Hokies’ 
defense and special teams have 
combined to contribute 70 
touchdowns since Beamer 
arrived in 1987, including 53 in 


Tech's last 98 games. Under 
Beamer, Tech's defense has 
scored 44 TDs, with 26 coming 
on pass interceptions, 16 on 
fumble returns and two on 
fumble recoveries. The special 
teams have added 26 TDs, 
including 13 on blocked punts, 
seven on punt returns, three on 
kickoff returns, two on blocked 
field goals and one on a fumble 
recovery. 

Fittingly, the trend started in 
Beamer’s first game as Tech’s 
head coach when true 
freshman Jon Jeffries returned 
a kickoff 92 yards for a 
touchdown against Clemson. It 
was the Hokies’ first touchdown 


under Beamer, and it was 
scored on special teams. 
Since the start of the '87 
season, a total of 52 different 
players on Tech's defense and 
special teams units have 
scored touchdowns. Eleven of 
those players — Don Stokes, 
Jock Jones, Roger Brown, 
Lawrence Lewis, Antonio 
Banks, Jim Baron, Keion 
Carpenter, Pierson Prioleau, 
Anthony Midget, Cory Bird and 
Kevin McCadam — scored 
twice. Ike Charlton and Ricky 
Hall scored three times and 
André Davis had four scores.

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than touchdowns. During the 
1990s, Tech blocked more kicks 
than any other Division I-A 
team. In 1998, the Hokies 
ranked eighth nationally in 
punting and in 1999, they were 
ninth nationally in kickoff 
returns. During the 2000 
season, Tech led the nation in 
punt returns and last year the 
Hokies tied for 10th in that 
category. 

Tech’s tradition for blocking 
kicks during the Beamer era has 
produced 90 blocks in his 174 
games as the head coach. The 


Hokies have blocked 46 punts 
(13 for TDs), 23 field goals and 
21 extra points. Sixty-three of 
those blocks came during the 
1990s when Tech blocked 31 
punts, 18 PATs and 14 field 
goals. 

In 1998, the Hokies set a 
school record when they blocked 
10 kicks during the regular 
season and two more in their 
Music City Bowl game against 
Alabama. 

Since joining the BIG EAST 
Conference in 1991, the Hokies 
have posted at least three 


blocked kicks against every 
team in the league. During that 
span, Tech has blocked nine 
kicks against Pittsburgh, eight 
versus Miami, six against West 
Virginia, five versus Rutgers, 
four against Boston College and 
three against Syracuse and 
Temple. 

In the Beamer era, Tech has 
blocked two kicks in a game 16 
times, including two in last 
season’s game with Miami. 

The most prolific kick 
blockers under Beamer have 


been defensive lineman Bernard 


Basham and safety Keion 
Carpenter who each posted six 
blocks during their Tech 
careers. Basham blocked three 
field goals and three PATs, 
while Carpenter blocked six 
punts. 

BeamerBall has been a 
major factor in Tech’s 83-25 
record over the past nine 
seasons. During that span, the 
Hokies are 36-5 in games 
when they score at least one 
defensive or special teams 
touchdown and 36-11 when 
they block at least one kick.

In 1989, Hite filled in as the 
acting head coach when 
Beamer was sidelined following 
coronary angioplasty surgery 
and had to miss a home game 
versus Tulane. Hite didn’t let the 
Tech faithful down as he led the 
Hokies to an emotional 30-13 
victory. 

During the mid-1980s, 

Hite was credited with the 
development of Tech’s famed 
“Stallions” backfield that 
featured Maurice Williams and 
Eddie Hunter. While at Tech, 
19 of his running backs have 
gone on to sign with NFL 
teams. 

In 2000, tailback Lee Suggs 
shattered school and BIG EAST 
Conference scoring records on 
the way to leading the nation in 
touchdowns (28) and scoring 
(168 points). Suggs, who also 
led the conference in rushing, 
was selected the Co-BIG EAST 
Offensive Player of the Year. 

Last year, with Suggs 
sidelined by an injury, true 
freshman tailback Kevin Jones 
came on to lead the team in 
rushing and set a Tech record 
for rushing yards by a freshman. 
Jones was named the BIG 
EAST Rookie of the Year. The 


2001 season also saw senior 
Jarrett Ferguson establish new 
single-season receiving 
records for a Tech fullback. 

A native of Hyattsville, Md., 
Hite was a former star tailback 
at the University of North 
Carolina. He received one of 
his highest honors when he 
was inducted into the DeMatha 
High School Hall of Fame in 
1992. As a player at North 
Carolina under Dooley, Hite 
helped the Tar Heels to a 28-6 
record, two ACC titles and two 
bowl games during his 
undergraduate days from 1970- 
73. He received a bachelor’s 
degree in education in 1974. 

Hite began his coaching 
career as a graduate assistant 
at UNC in ’74. He was a part- 
time assistant for the Tar Heels 
from 1975-77. 

Hite is married to the former 
Anne Heen of Memphis, Tenn., 
whom he met at North Carolina 
when they were students. They 
have two daughters, Kirsten 
Marie, 17, and Bryn Elizabeth 
Louise, 13, and a son, Griffin

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Bud Foster, a finalist for the 
coveted Broyles Award two of 
the past three years, has gained 
a well-deserved reputation as a 
defensive master-mind while 
serving on Frank Beamer’s 
football staff at Virginia Tech. 

Foster, who is beginning his 
16th season at Tech, has helped 
mold nationally-ranked defenses 
during each of his seven years 
as the Hokies’ defensive 


coordinator. His success made 
him a finalist for the Broyles 
Award in both 1999 and 2001. 
The award is presented annually 
to the nation’s top assistant 
football coach. 

Under Foster’s guidance, 
last year’s defense proved to be 
one of the nation’s best, ranking 
among the top eight teams in 
Division I-A in six different 
categories and leading the way 
in shutouts with four. In 2000, 
Foster took a defense that 
returned just three starters and 
turned it into a unit that led the

After helping Tech to the 
national championship game in 
1999, Foster was recognized as 
the 2000 Division I-A Defensive 
Coordinator of the Year by 
American Football Coach 
magazine. Tech’s 1999 
defensive unit led Division I-A in 
scoring defense and ranked third 
in both total and rushing 
defense. 

Following the 1998 season, 
Foster was pursued by the 
University of Florida for its 
defensive coordinator position, 
but he opted to continue his 
long-standing football 
association with Beamer. That 
association dates back to 1979 
when Foster was a strong safety 
and defensive end at Murray 
State, and Beamer was the 
defensive coordinator. Foster 
began his coaching career as a 
graduate assistant at MSU in 
1981, Beamer’s first season as 
the head coach. 

Since coming to Tech in 
1987, Foster has helped build 
the Hokies into one of the 
hardest-hitting defensive units in 
college football. During that time, 
he has worn several coaching 
hats.

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Bryan Stinespring, one of 
the brightest young coaches 
and recruiters on the 
collegiate scene, will oversee 
the Virginia Tech offense in 
2002. Stinespring was 
promoted to offensive 
coordinator last December 
and handled those duties 
during the Hokies’ Gator Bowl 
game against Florida State. 

The 2002 season will 
mark Stinespring’s 10th year 
as a full-time coach on Frank 
Beamer’s staff at Tech and 
his fifth season as the Hokies’ 
offensive line coach. He took 
over the offensive line duties 
in the spring of 1998 and 
helped mold Tech’s young line 
into a unit that showed steady 
improvement during the ’98 
season. Two members of that 
line — tackle Derek Smith 
and guard Dwight Vick — 
went on to sign with NFL 
teams. 

In 1999 and 2000, the 
offensive line helped clear the 
way as the Hokies set new 
BIG EAST rushing marks in 
back-to-back seasons. Center 
Keith Short, guard Matt Lehr 
and tackle Dave Kadela all 
earned second-team All-BIG 
EAST honors in ’99. Lehr 
repeated as a second-team 
pick in 2000, while Kadela 
moved to first team. Last 
season, Stinespring took a 
line that featured four new 
starters and built a unit that 
improved with each game. 

Prior to taking over his 
current duties, Stinespring 
coached Tech’s tight ends 
and assisted with the 
offensive line for five 
seasons. He was the Hokies’ 
recruiting coordinator for eight 
years (1994-2001) and was 
instrumental in helping attract 
top high school talent to 
campus.

Jim Cavanaugh, who has 
played a major role in Virginia 
Tech’s success the past six 
seasons, enters his seventh 
year on Frank Beamer'’s staff 
with the added duties of 
recruiting coordinator. 
Cavanaugh was promoted to 
the position last December and 
will also continue his duties as 
the Hokies’ strong safety and 
outside linebackers coach. 

No one has been more 
instrumental in bringing top- 
notch new talent to the Tech 
program than Cavanaugh. 
Over the past four years, his 
recruiting skills have helped the 
Hokies attract, among others, 
prep All-Americans Michael 
Vick, Nathaniel Adibi, Bryan 
Randall, Jonathan Lewis and 
Marcus Vick. 


Along with his success in 
attracting talent, Cavanaugh has 
also been instrumental in 
helping players develop their 
talent once they join the Tech 
program. During his first season 
on the job in 1996, outside 
linebacker Brandon Semones 
led the team in tackles and 
earned second-team All-BIG 
EAST honors. 

Cavanaugh has since helped 
in the development of highly- 
successful safeties Pierson 
Prioleau, Cory Bird and Kevin 
McCadam. Prioleau was a first- 
team All-BIG EAST pick in 1997 
and 1998 and earned third-team 
All-America recognition from The 
Sporting News in ‘97. He was a 
fourth-round draft pick of the 
San Francisco 49ers in 1999. 
Bird was tabbed a second-team 
All-BIG EAST pick following the 
2000 season and was selected 
in the third-round of the NFL 
draft by the Indianapolis Colts.

in 97 saw the Orange set school 
records for points (423 — reset 
in 98 with 468), total offense 
yards (5,127) and passing yards 
(2,710). He first joined the 
Syracuse staff in 1991 as 
quarterbacks coach, was named 
assistant head coach in 1995, 
served as recruiting coordinator 
from 1995-97 and was named 
offensive coordinator in ’97. 

While at Syracuse, Rogers 
saw the Orange finish in the final 
Associated Press top 25 on six 
occasions. Syracuse claimed a 
share of the BIG EAST 
Conference title in 96 and won it 
outright in 97 and ’98. 

Before his tenure at 
Syracuse, Rogers spent eight 


seasons on the Navy staff 
coaching a variety of positions 
— tight ends and offensive 
tackles in '83, tight ends and 
wide receivers in '84-'85, 
defensive backs in '86, running 
backs in '87-'88 and 
quarterbacks in '89-90. 

Rogers’ other college 
coaching credits include running 
backs coach at William & Mary 
from 1980-82 and defensive line 
coach at Ohio State in 1977-78 
under Woody Hayes.

Jackson was a 
seventh-round pick in the 2000 
National Football League Draft 
by the Denver Broncos and led 
the Barcelona Dragons to the 
championship game of the 
World League in 2001. 

Rogers has been involved in 
nine postseason bowl games as 
an assistant coach and has 
coached a number of All- 
Americans and National 
Football League players in his 
career, including McNabb, 
Qadry Ismail, Aaron Brown and 
Napolean McCallum. 

Rogers was a three-year 
letterman as a linebacker at 
William & Mary where he 
earned a degree in physical 
education. He earned a 
master's in physical education 
from Ohio State in 1978. He is a 
graduate of Sparta (N.J.) High 
School. 

Born Sept. 7, 1951, Rogers 
and his wife Betty are parents of 
three children — Kevin, a 
former quarterback at Villanova 
and now a scouting assistant for 
the Indianapolis Colts; Megan, a 
junior at Notre Dame; and Ryan, 
a sophomore at Notre Dame. 


Lorenzo Ward’s reputation 
as an outstanding coach and 
recruiter continues to grow as 
he enters his fourth season 
on Frank Beamer’s football 
staff at Virginia Tech. In just 
three seasons with the 
Hokies, Ward has coached in 
a national championship 
game, produced a secondary 
that has helped Tech finish 
among the national defensive 
leaders three-straight 
seasons and spearheaded 
the recruiting of the nation’s 
top high school football 
player. 

Ward oversees Tech’s 
cornerbacks and free 
safeties. His work with the 
secondary in 1999 
contributed to the Hokies 
finishing No. 3 in total 
defense and No. 7 in pass

efficiency defense. In 2000, 
Tech tied for third nationally in 
interceptions and last season, 
the Hokies ranked second in 
total defense, third in pass 
efficiency defense, eighth in 
passing defense and tied for 
seventh in interceptions. 

Ward was instrumental in 
Tech’s signing of Pennsylvania 
running back Kevin Jones in 
February 2000. Jones, the 
most highly-touted player ever 
to sign with the Hokies, was 
rated the top high school 
football player in the country by 
numerous recruiting services 
and publications. Following the 
2001 season, Jones was 
named the BIG EAST 
Conference Rookie of the Year 
after leading Tech in rushing. 

Three of Ward’s 
cornerbacks at Tech — Anthony 
Midget, Ike Charlton and 
Ronyell Whitaker — have 
earned BIG EAST honors. 
Midget was a first-team pick 
and Charlton a second-team 
selection in 1999, while 
Whitaker was second team in 


2000 and first team last 
season. 

Prior to joining the Tech 
coaching staff, Ward was a 
coach at UT-Chattanooga and 
Alabama. He was named the 
defensive coordinator at UT- 
Chattanooga in 1998 after 
serving as the Mocs’ running 
backs coach in 1997. Prior to 
working with the running backs, 
Ward was the defensive backs 
coach. He coached strong 
safety Ron Faugue, who 
earned both second-and third- 
team All-America honors in 
1996. 

An Alabama native, Ward 
starred for the Crimson Tide 
from 1986-90. He helped lead 
Alabama to a 33-15 record and 
a Southeastern Conference 
Championship during his 
career. He was also tabbed 
Special Teams Player of the 
Year by The Sporting News in 


1990 as the Tide’s unit ranked 
No. 1 in the nation. Ward 
played on four bowl teams, 
helping lead ‘Bama to two Sun 
Bowl victories. 

Ward served two seasons 
as a graduate assistant at 
Alabama before spending one 
season as an assistant coach 
at Newnan High in Newnan, 
Ga. While a graduate assistant, 
Ward helped coach the Tide to 
victories in the 1991 
Blockbuster Bowl and the 1993 
Gator Bowl. He joined the UTC 
staff as the secondary coach in 
1994. 

Nicknamed “Whammy” 
because of his fierce tackles, 
Ward graduated from Alabama 
in 1990 with a bachelor’s in 
physical education. He is 
married to the former Tara 
Tubbs. The couple has one 
son, Lorenzo Donovan 
Ward, Jr., who is 6.

Overall, seven of Wiles’ 
players have won All-BIG 
EAST honors. End Cornell 
Brown was an All-American 
and a first-team BIG EAST 
pick in ’96 and tackle Kerwin 
Hairston was a first-team BIG 
EAST selection in 1997.

During the 1999 season, 
Wiles coached a veteran line 
that he helped mold into what 
The Sporting News rated as 
the best Division I-A defensive 
line in the college ranks prior 
to the season.

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Walk-ons at 
Virginia Lech 


Jarrett Ferguson was 
driving down Interstate 81 on 
April 21, 2002 when he got the 
most important phone call of 
his life. It was the Buffalo Bills, 
telling him they were going to 
draft him. 

Several minutes later, the 
announcement was made on 
television that the Bills had 
taken the fullback in the 
seventh round of the 2002 
NFL Draft, completing another 
chapter in the success story of 
Tech’s football walk-on 
program. 

The same can be said 
about the San Francisco 49ers 
selecting Virginia Tech 
defensive end John 
Engelberger in the second 
round of the 2000 NFL Draft. 

Engelberger, who arrived 
in Blacksburg as a walk-on in 
1995, was following in the 
footsteps of tight end John 
Burke, who graduated from 
Tech’s walk-on program as a 
fourth-round draft pick of the 
New England Patriots in 1994. 

Walk-on players are an 
important part of Virginia Tech 
football. With scholarship 
reductions, not all high school 
football players earn 
scholarships to compete in 
college. But that doesn’t mean 
there isn’t an opportunity for 
those individuals, especially at 
Virginia Tech, where walk-on 
athletes have a history of 
contributions. 

The walk-ons at Virginia 
Tech are treated in the same 
first-class manner — with total 
respect — as the rest of the 
squad. Former walk-ons have 
eventually earned 
scholarships, earned starting 
positions, gained All-BIG 
EAST honors, and some 
eventually played pro football. 

“The important thing for a 


walk-on, is to know he’s going 
to be given a chance,’ said 
Tech head coach Frank 
Beamer. “The way you track 
that is to look at programs 
around the country to see 
how many scholarships are 
given to walk-ons. 

“We’re one of the top two 
or three programs in the 
country in that category. So 
for a guy who’s interested in 
walking on, there’s not a 
better place than right here at 
Virginia Tech. We give people 
a chance and we treat them 
the same as everybody else.” 

Engelberger was a 
recruited walk-on, meaning he 
was invited to try out for the 
team. He arrived in 
Blacksburg in 1995 as a 6- 
foot-4, 210-pound tight end 
from Springfield, Va. He got 
into the weight room and 
transformed his body into that 
of a big-time college football 
player. After a redshirt year, 
he earned a scholarship for 
his tireless work ethic. Thanks 
to endless hours of work on 
the practice field and in the 
weight room, Engelberger 
finished his career as one of 
the best defensive ends in 
Tech history. Over his career, 
he was named an Associated 
Press All-American, was an 
All-BIG EAST selection three 
times, and was one of the 
best players in the state of 
Virginia as a senior. 

Last year, he started 14 
games at defensive end for 
the 49ers, who made the NFL 
Playoffs, and played in 15 
games. In two years, he has 
started 27 games and played 
in 31. He has 54 total tackles, 
including a career-high five 
solo stops against Detroit last 
season, and seven sacks. He 
also contributed $100,000 to 
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a 


the Tech football program. He 
is expected to see plenty of 
playing time again this year. 
“Coach [Frank] Beamer, 
the football program and 
Virginia Tech have been good 
to me,” Engelberger said. 
“They gave me a chance to 
play football and a chance to 
get a great college education

and my degree. This donation 
is my way of saying thank you 
to them.” 

Burke walked on in 1989 
and eventually earned a 
starting position for the 
Hokies. He was a four-year 
letterman at Virginia Tech 
(1990-93) where he caught 21 
passes for 303 yards and two 
touchdowns. He moved into 
the starting lineup in 1992 
after lettering as a special 
teams player and backup tight 
end for two seasons. His 
longest reception was a 48- 
yard catch and run versus 
West Virginia in 1991. 

Burke was drafted by the 
New England Patriots in 1994 
and was a member of the 
Patriots’ 1997 Super Bowl 
XXXI team. He has seen 
action with the New York Jets, 
San Diego Chargers and the 
Oakland Raiders. 

Engelberger and Burke 
aren’t the only Hokies to excel 
in the walk-on program. Tech 
had five walk-on players start 
or see playing time in the 
1996 Orange Bowl against 
Nebraska. Along with 
Engelberger, end Danny 
Wheel, tackle Kerwin Hairston 
and linebacker Steve Tate 
each made at least six starts 
for Tech’s defensive unit 
during the regular season. On 
offense, split end Michael 
Stuewe made his mark as one 
of the team’s top receivers. All 
five of those former walk-ons 
earned scholarships and paid 
big dividends for Tech in the 
1996 season. 

None of these players 
would have lived their dream 
and reached their potential if 
Virginia Tech hadn’t extended 
the opportunity they were 
seeking. Their eventual 
success has become a 
cherished part of the Hokie 
football tradition and heritage. 

“Our walk-on program is 
so successful for two reasons,” 
said John Ballein, who directs 
the program. “First, our 
coaches work at it. When 
they’re out on the road, they’re 
looking for players who can fit 
into our program. Secondly, 
we have a head coach in

men a chance to play 
collegiate football and prove 
that the evaluation and 
recruiting process is far from 
flawless. It allows a young 
man to mature physically, 
improve his football skills, and 
contribute to the success of 
Virginia Tech football. 

“No one really knows the 
difference between a walk-on 
and a scholarship player 
because each person is 
treated exactly the same,” 
Ballein said. “Players know 
they have an opportunity to 
earn a scholarship and that 
they'll be in the best weight 
program in the country. 
Combine all those factors and 
you have the reason why 
Tech’s walk-on program has 
been successful.” 

There are two types of 
walk-ons at Virginia Tech: the 
invited walk-on and the true 
walk-on. The invited walk-ons 
are players recruited by 
coaches to come into the Tech 
program. The true walk-ons 
are students already enrolled 
at Tech who try to earn a spot 
in the program. Tech has two 
workouts (one in the spring 
and one in the fall) for these 
players. From there, some are 
invited back to try and earna 
spot on the team. 

Hokie walk-ons not only 
get the chance to play in one 
of the best programs in the 
nation, they get a chance to 
play for one of the best 
coaches in college football, as 
well. 

In 1998, The Sporting 
News listed the top coaches in 


terms of getting the most out 
of their talent year in and year 
out. Beamer was ranked No. 9 
in Division I-A. Three of the 
past four years, TSN rated 
Beamer first among BIG 
EAST coaches. The last four 
years it has ranked the Hokies’ 
football coaching staff as the 
best in the conference. 

In 1994, TSN surveyed 
newsmen across the country 
and then rated the coaches in 
the various conferences in a 
number of categories. Coach 
Beamer was voted “Best on 
Game Day,’ “Best Game 
Preparation,” “Best Motivator,” 
“Best Teacher,’ “Best in Big 
Games,’ and “Best Overall.” 

Two of the more recent 
success stories are Ferguson 
and Browning Wynn, who 
used up their eligibility last 
season. The duo both earned 
the program’s first Elite Level 
of Performance distinction in 
2000, based on tests in both 
strength and performance. 
Ferguson repeated that feat in 
2001, becoming the first to 
accomplish that. 

An injury to Cullen 
Hawkins placed Ferguson into 
the starting lineup his 
freshman season. He started 
the final eight games and was 
third on the team in rushing 
and fifth in scoring. He started 
every game at fullback for the 
rest of his career, a streak of 
44 games and was considered 
one of the best blocking 
fullbacks in the country. 

Wynn earned All-BIG 
EAST second team honors a 
year ago at his tight end 


position and took the coveted 
lronMan Competition title last 
year. The tight end signed a 
free agent contract with the 
Indianapolis Colts just hours 
after the draft was completed. 

“| think our walk-on 
program is successful 
because we work at it,” 
Beamer says. “We work at it in 
recruiting guys who will have a 
chance to be a player in our 
program. We evaluate them 
very carefully. We only have 
so many spots for walk-ons 
now and so it is very important 
that we get kids who have a 
chance to earn a scholarship. 

“I’ve always liked walk- 
ons because a lot of them 
have something to prove and 
they work harder and they go 
right by some scholarship 
guys as far as playing time.” 

Looking at this year’s 
group of walk-ons, there are 
six former walk-ons who have 
already earned scholarships 
and that number could 
increase. 

Doug Easlick, Brandon 
Manning, Carter Warley, Mark 
Costen, Billy Hardee, Will 
Montgomery and Ken Keister 
have all made valuable 
contributions to the program 
and now are scholarship 
players. 

Hardee is slated to be a 
defensive starter this year and 
Keister has been the long 
snapper for field goals and 
punts the past two years. 
Warley has been a consistent 
field goal kicker and Costen, 
Easlick and Montgomery are 
fighting for playing time this 
season. Manning recovered a 
blocked punt against top- 
ranked Miami and took it back 
for a touchdown last season. 

Other walk-ons have 
stepped up and are headed in 
the same direction as well. 
Jon Mollerup and Chris 
Shreve are two who will likely 
see action this season. 

The success of the Tech 
walk-on program continues to 
grow right along with the 
success of the football 
program. This year the Hokies 
will welcome another class of 
walk-ons who are each 
anxious to prove they could be 
the next Jarrett Ferguson or 
John Engelberger.

ACHIEVEMENT IN THE

PRIORITY AT TECH 


The success of Virginia 
Tech's football program rests 
largely on the academic 
progress of each student- 
athlete. The academic 
performance of Tech student- 
athletes has improved each 
year due in part to the Student 
Athlete Academic Support 
Services (SAASS). 

The Virginia Tech 
graduation rate for student- 
athletes has risen significantly 
in recent years and reached 71 
percent in 2002 as compared 
to the national average of 58 
percent. The 71 percent 
student-athlete graduation rate 
marks the fourth time in the last 
nine years that Tech has 
reached that level. 

The Virginia Tech football 
program has been an integral 
part of this recent academic 
success. According to the 
American Football Coaches 
Association 2002 graduation 
rate, Tech has a 77 percent 
graduation rate as compared to 
the 59 percent national 
average. 

Additionally, African- 
American members of the 
Virginia Tech football program 
have also excelled 
academically with a 63 percent 
graduation rate last year, 
substantially higher than the 42 
percent national average. Six 
of the record-setting eight Tech 
football players drafted by the 
NFL last spring have earned 


their degrees and the 
other two are within a 
semester's worth of 
credits of completing 
their coursework. 

Last spring, the 
Athletic Director’s 
Honors Breakfast paid 
tribute to a record 347 
student-athletes, student 
trainers, student 
managers, cheerleaders 
and HighTechs who 
posted 3.0 or greater 
QCAs in the 2001 
calendar year. 

Student-athletes are 
the most visible student 
component of a 
university. They 
entertain thousands of 
fans, students and 
alumni. Their athletic 
ability and achievement 
is the primary focus for 
national media attention. 
Athletic events bring 
back not only faithful 
alumni, but are a 
welcome mat for 
potential new students. 

Student-athletes 
devote many hours to 
practice, conditioning 
and training that are not 
required of all students. 
Due to their time 
commitment and their 
high visibility, it is an 
obligation and in the 
best interest of the

students with services which 
will allow them to maximize 
their academic potential. 

To accommodate the many 
facets of assistance needed for 
student-athletes, Virginia 
Tech’s mission is eight fold: 


1. To provide services to all 
student-athletes, including any 
student participating in any 
varsity sport, managers, 
trainers, cheerleaders and 
HighTechs. 


2. To provide academic 
support through tutoring 
programs, computer facilities 
and software which are 
necessary for the individual 
needs of each student. 


3. To require a mandatory 
study hall for students below 
expected GPA levels in order 
that the staff might better 
assist the at-risk student- 
athletes. 


4. To provide adequate 
study facilities and a computer 
lab which are conveniently 
located near the training areas 
and coaching areas.

degree. The ultimate goal is for 
all student-athletes to 
successfully complete their 
degree. 


The expectations of the 
Virginia Tech community are 
that each student-athlete 
achieves their maximum 
academic and athletic potential. 


With the proper assistance, 
facilities and encouragement, 
these potentials can become a 
reality. 

Student Athlete Academic 
Support Services provides 
programming for student- 
athletes from their freshman 
year through graduation. This 
includes a comprehensive 
orientation to Tech, study hall, 
mentoring, tutoring, academic 
monitoring, academic 
recognition, and eligibility 
education. Additionally, 
student-athletes are referred to 
and encouraged to take 
advantage of other campus 
agencies charged with helping 
students in their academic 
pursuits. 

Academic facilities for 
student-athletes include the 
Monogram Room, a large room 
used as a study hall area 
adjacent to the SAASS office in 
Cassell Coliseum. The HEAT 
(Hokies Engaging in Advanced 
Technology) Lab and its 
satellite sites house over 40 
computers on the second floor 
and third floors of Cassell 
Coliseum. Laptop computers 
are also available for Tech 
athletes to use when travelling 
to away contests. The athletic 
department also provides 
areas for private, quiet study 
for the athletes' convenience. 

Together, these spaces 
provide the student-athlete with 
a variety of study environments 
conducive to their success. 
Athletes can use these 
facilities between classes, after 
practice, or in the evenings,

Thanks to the direction 
of Assistant Athletic Director 
for Athletic Performance 
Mike Gentry, the Virginia 
Tech strength and 
conditioning program is 
among the best in the 
nation, thus helping to 
make the football program 
one of the best as well. 

One of the main support 
centers of Tech football is 
the strength and 
conditioning program. The 
results of hard work by not 
only the staff but the 
student-athletes have paid 
huge dividends as the 
Hokies have continued their 
streak of nine-straight bowl 
game appearances. 

The football team trains 
in the beautiful 17,000- 
square foot training center 
on the first level of the 
Merryman Athletic Center. 
The weight room facility Defensive tackle Kevin Lewis works out on the bench press with offensive lineman Anthony Davis. 
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features new free-weight 
equipment, a full line of 
Hammer Strength equipment, 
12 platforms and a 6,000- 
square foot state-of-the-art 
speed and agility room. 

Tech also has the use of a 
10-by-40-yard sand pit 
located outdoors and 
adjacent to the weight room. 
This pit is used for resistive 
running drills to improve 
speed. The Hokies also have 
the new practice field for use 
in running drills. 

Tech football players used 
to train in the Jim “Bulldog” 
Haren Weight Room. Located 
in Jamerson Athletic Center, 
the 5,000-square foot weight 
room was Officially dedicated 
in September 1985 to Haren, 
a former Hokie player and 
long-time supporter of the 
Virginia Tech Athletic 
Department. With the two 
facilities, the Hokies have 
over 22,000-square feet of 
strength and conditioning 
training space. 

The Tech football strength 
program centers around four 
major lifts. The bench press 
and squat are lifts for building

Each player has personal 
goals which he works to 
achieve. The team is broken 
down into four groups based on 
the positions that are relevant 
to the players’ body size. The 
players work to progress from 
Maroon, Orange, Hokie, lron 
Hokie and Super Iron Hokie 
status to the Elite Level. 

The Elite Level of 
Performance was created to 
push the athletes to higher 
levels. This level is a 
predetermined performance 
test which measures 
achievement for the individual’s 
position. It comprises four tests 
in strength (bench press, squat, 
push jerk, power clean) and 
five tests in performance 
(vertical jump, 40-yard time, 
10-yard time, sit-reach test, 20- 


yard shuttle). Vegas Robinson 
and Josh Spence earned the 
program’s Elite Level of 
Performance distinction in 
2002. 

Assisting Gentry in the 
weight room this year are 
three full-time assistant 
strength and conditioning 
coaches: Jay Johnson, 
assistant director of strength 
and conditioning, Terry 
Mitchell, strength and 
conditioning coordinator of 
men’s Olympic sports and 
Emily Chones, strength and 
conditioning coordinator for 
women’s Olympic sports. 
Gentry will also have the 
services of three graduate 
assistants — Erin O’Neil, Lisa 
Guarneri, Keith Short and 
Gabe Tecple.

HELPING STUDENT-ATHLETES 
IN ALL ASPECTS OF THEIR LIVES 


A new addition to the 
athletics department as of 
August 2000 is sports 
psychology. The licensed 
psychologists, Dr. Gary Bennett 
and Dr. Robert Miller, associate 
director of the Thomas E. Cook 
Counseling Center, counsel 
student-athletes either 
individually or as a team. 

The psychologists meet 
with student-athletes on an 
individual basis for personal 
counseling, performance 
enhancement and to discuss 
the mental aspects of the 
game. As a team, the sports 


psychologists work on team 
building, communication and 
performance enhancement. 

Mike Gentry, assistant AD 
for athletic performance, says, 
“I've always felt that (sports 
psychology) was an important 
element. We want to be a 
holistic model of an athletics 
department and we wanted to 
and needed to include sports 
psychology in that model.” 

“One of the dangers of 
sports psychology is that it can 
be totally about sports and 
there is that perception,” Miller 
says. “We try to be more 


holistic and talk about a variety 
of issues, such as nutrition or 
academics. We want to be 
broader and help the person as 
a whole, not just with 
performance.” 

“We see those other 
outside things as interfering 
with an athletes’ ability to 
perform,” Bennett says. “We 
feel we can help athletes 
perform better by addressing 
those concerns.” 

The psychologists also offer 
an injury group to afford injured 
athletes the opportunity to meet 
with other injured athletes and

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talk about their recovery 
process. Injured athletes 
may also meet individually 
with the sports psychologists 
if they do not feel 
comfortable in the group or 
cannot make the sessions. 
On average, the 
psychologists conduct 20 
individual sessions per week. 

One injured player who 
took advantage of the sports 
psychologists after he tore 
the anterior cruciate ligament 
of his knee was glad to have 
the services of the sports 
psychology program. The 
student-athlete met with Dr. 
Miller several times before 
and after his surgery. 

“When | first got hurt, | 
thought | needed to talk to 
someone,” the player said. 
“As the weeks go by, you 
learn to deal and cope with 
it. But | think it helps to talk 
to someone.” 

The response to the 
sports psychology program 
has been very positive. The 
student-athletes are very 
receptive to the services 
offered by the doctors. The 
sports psychology office 
reaches out to athletes who 
may not have considered 
going to the counseling 
service that is offered to all 
students at Virginia Tech. 

“It is a great resource for 
our coaches and our 
athletes,” Gentry says. 
“We’ve improved a lot in 
areas of strength and 
conditioning, nutrition and in 
sports psychology. It’s all 
about becoming a well- 
rounded athletic program 
and helping student-athletes. 
We want to give them all the 
resources we can to put 
them in a position to be 
successful.”

EDUCATING STUDENT- 
ATHLETES ABOUT THE

A new program was added to 
the athletics department in July 
2000 — sports nutrition. The 
department is continually 
evolving to best serve the 
student-athlete. 

As of July 2002, Amy Freel, 
former coordinator of student 
life, became the full-time sports 
nutritionist in the Athletics 
Department. 

Freel graduated from Ball 
State University with her 
bachelor’s degree in dietetics in 
1996 and received her master’s 
in dietetics from Ball State in 
1998. 

Freel works one-on-one with 
student-athletes to provide them 
with information that they need 
on their diet. She also provides 
individual players with diet 
counseling on issues such as

gaining lean muscle mass, losing 
body fat, and how to eat to 
improve performance. 

She also designs preseason 
menus, snacks and training table 
menus for the football team. 

“It is extremely beneficial for 
our student-athletes to have 
nutrition education and counseling 
available to them in order for them 
to remain successful in their 
sports and outside of athletics,” 
Freel said. “The individualized 
nutrition educations allow me and 
the athletes to get very specific on 
their nutritional, personal and 
sport specific goals.” 

The sports nutritionist works 
with the “Training Edge,” a dining 
option for health-conscious 
students and athletes, to design 
menus for training tables and 
daily menu selections.

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area consolidated the training 
rooms that existed in the 
Merryman Center and Cassell 
Coliseum. The new facility 
gives the training staff a 
centralized area to care for the 
needs of all Virginia Tech 
student-athletes. There is 
state-of-the-art equipment and 
a unique style of architecture, 
developed by Glenn Reynolds, 
AIA. Larry Perry was the 
consulting engineer. 

The new room, which 
nearly doubles the size of the 
former Merryman Center 
facility, also allows the staff to 
utilize that room for physical 
therapy, chiropractic care and 
massage therapy. With its 
completion, Virginia Tech now 
has more than 10,000 square 
feet dedicated to sports 
medicine, placing Tech in the 
top five percent nationally. 

In addition, the $10 million 
Merryman Center, a state-of- 

Continued ... 
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the-art facility which includes 
2,400 square feet of medical 
space, will supplement the new 
training room. 

This treatment room has 
numerous treatment modalities 
including electric stimulation, 
ultrasound, hot packs and 
interferential current. It also has 
an office for the staff, dozens of 
training tables, whirlpools, 
rehabilitation equipment and 
two cold tubs. In addition, a 
new training room has been 
constructed in Rector Field 
House to serve the football 
team when it practices indoors. 

“We, as a staff, are very 
excited about our new facility 
and the opportunity for all of us 
to come together for the benefit 
of our athletes,” Goforth said. 

Research is also 
considered to be instrumental 
to the sports medicine 
department. The department is 
completing the third year of 
development and data 
collection for a strategic health 
care planning grant. This grant, 
titled “The Center for 
Performance and Sports 
Medicine Excellence,” was 
initiated by Dr. Charles Baffi, 
Dr. Kerry Redican, Dr. Mike 
Gentry and Goforth and was 
awarded to develop a 
multidisciplinary model for 
Division | health care. 

“Our goal with this program 
is to formally provide our 
athletes with the most effective 
and efficient health care 
delivery system possible,” 
Goforth said. “This grant will 
serve as a framework for 
universities across the country 
to provide high-level health 
care services for their athletes, 
and at the same time, creates 
the first collaboration between 
academic research and 
athletics here at Virginia Tech.” 

The philosophy of the 
program involves large 
volumes of research that 
shows that a properly 
maintained overall fitness 
program reduces the chance of 
injury. 

After the sports medicine 
staff diagnoses and treats an ill 
or injured athlete, the strength 
and conditioning staff works to 
give the best injury prevention 
and performance enhancing 
programs possible. 

The training, medical and 
strength and conditioning staffs 


each have a role in bringing the 
athlete back quickly and ready 
to play. After an injury, an 
athlete will go through 
rehabilitation and physical 
therapy. Athletes are then 
moved to weight training as 
they become able. The 
strength and conditioning staff 
uses specific programs for 
each injury in an effort to get 
the athlete back quickly. 

The range of benefits 
athletes have access to include 
custom orthotics, custom 
mouth guards, specialized

Dr. Duane Lagan begins his 15th 
season as a Tech team physician. He has 
had a varied medical career, having 
maintained a private practice in Okeene, 
Okla., for 16 years and having served as 
Texas A&M’s team physician for five years. 

At Tech, Dr. Lagan serves as a physician at Student Health 
Services. 

Dr. Lagan and his wife, Dee, have four children — Dee, 
Lynn, Tim and Lee. 


“If our strength and 
conditioning is so important, 
and it is, then we owe it to our 
athletes to provide them with 
the necessary resources to 
keep them actively 
participating,” Goforth said. 
“We basically adopt the attitude 
that in the fall, our mission is to 
keep them participating on the 
field and during the other times 
of the year it is our job to keep 
them participating in our 
strength and conditioning 
programs.” 

Their programs consist of 
strengthening, stretching and 


most importantly movement 
pattern analysis and training to 
help prevent the re-occurrence 
of injuries. 

“We value the off-season 
greatly within our department,” 
Goforth said. “We have 
adopted the same mindset as 
our strength and conditioning 
staff and look at our off-season 
time as an opportunity to get 
our athletes better as opposed 
to time off for our staff.” 

Most of the off-season 
activity is based on a program 
called the functional movement

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screen, developed by Gray 
Cook of the Athletic Testing 
Services. This screening 
device is used to assess an 
athlete’s potential for 
performance improvements as 
well as other pre-disposition for 
certain injuries. 

“The beauty of this program 
is that it is a multi-disciplinary 
tool that is designed to show 
the athlete where their 
deficiencies lie,” Goforth said. 
“It will also provide them with 
the necessary resources to 
improve their screening scores 
which will in turn increase their 
performance and decrease 
their potential for injury.” 

A vital part of student- 
athletes services is the access 
to the Schiffert Student Health 
Center in McComas Hall. A 
health center and counseling 
services are available on one 
side of McComas Hall, while 
recreation sports and fitness 
programs are available on the 
other. The center also has a 
fully-operational diagnostic 
laboratory, X-ray facilities and 
eight full-time physicians. 

Student-athletes can also 
go to Schiffert Student Health 
Center to be seen by a 
practitioner or see an 
orthopedic surgeon, if 
necessary. If physical therapy 


is needed, student-athletes can 
rehab at the Merryman Center. 
Staff psychologists, located in 
the Cook Counseling Center, 
are also available to all student- 
athletes for personal and 
performance issues. 

“Our goal is to provide the 
same high level of health care 
that professional and Olympic 
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athletes receive,” Goforth said. 
“Our usage of specialist care is 
modeled after the NFL system 
and incorporates components 
of the Olympic Training Center 
in Colorado Springs.” 

Dr. Brolinson, along with 
Goforth and team orthopedic 
surgeon Dr. Marc Siegel, care 
for the medical needs of

athletes on Tech’s football 
team, traveling with the team 
and attending practices. 

There are also five Certified 
Athletic Trainers assisted by a 
staff of seven graduate 
assistants (two primarily for 
football) and 15 student 
trainers in caring for Tech’s 20 
other varsity sports. 


Athletic trainers are on hand for all workouts, practices and games, as well as for rehabilitation from injuries.

STATE-OF-THE-ART 
EQUIPMENT GIVES 
TECH A BIG EDGE 


These days, college 
football is as competitive as 
ever and each school is 
looking for something that will 
give it an advantage. And 
while star athletes, weight 
training and lots of practice 
can make a big difference, 
Virginia Tech has something 
that puts it over the top — 
Pinnacle System 2.0. 

The system is regarded as 
the best in the country. NFL 
teams use it. College teams 
wish they had it. Tech does. 


The Tech video department, 
under the direction of Kevin 
Hicks, has one of the most up- 
to-date video systems in the 
country and has expanded its 
operations to include all the 
equipment the team needs to 
be on the cutting edge of video 
study. 

This state-of-the-art video 
equipment has prepared the 
Hokies for any possible 
scenario they may come 
across in any game. And it’s 
not just available on game 


days. The equipment is 
available 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week and now 
coaches and players can even 
use laptop computers to watch 
video while they are away from 
the Merryman Center. 

What makes this system so 
potent in terms of preparing a 
team for a game is 
convenience, convenience, 
convenience. 

Here’s how the system 
works. Every practice is 
videotaped. The tape is 
gathered along with video of 
opponents’ games. Then, video 
coordinator Tom Booth, along 
with the graduate assistants, 
label each play in terms of 
down, distance, formation, ball 
placement, pass, run and unit. 

This information, along with 
the video, is entered into the 


computer. Once this is done, 
the coaches and players can 
access any situation with a 
click of the mouse. With 
computers in all coaches’ 
meeting rooms, they can 
instantaneously have video 
footage of any scenario that 
they can dream up of Tech 
opponents or the Hokies. 

What has Virginia run on 
second downs when the ball is 
placed on the right hash mark? 
Click, click. How many times 
has Boston College gone to the 
shotgun on second and long? 
Click, click. How many pass 
plays has West Virginia run on 
first down? Click, click. It’s all 
available any time someone 
wants to view it. 

The system gives the 
coaches an option block that

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they use to punch in these 
scenarios. After the coach 
chooses the situation, the video 
is queued up in a matter of 
seconds. 

This new program is 
definitely preferred by the video 
staff. The old way consisted of 
taking the game film without 
the use of a personal computer 
and then cutting it up into 
different segments to make 
more films. This was an all- 
night job that sometimes lasted 
into the early hours of the next 
morning. 

The staff in the videography 
department takes pride and joy 
in what they do for the football 
staff. 

“We are a big part of the 
football team, in that we are 
there every day — taping 
practice, traveling with them on 
the road and attending every 
game,” says Hicks. “Seven 
days a week we are here with 
football, so when they win you 
feel like you are a part of that.” 

“We feel like part of the 
team,” says Booth. “Everyone 


helps out with the team to do 
their part. We help the coaches 
to see the things they need to 
see, especially when it comes 
to breaking down the 
opponents’ tapes.” 

The update in technology 
not only means an improved 
program but also improved 
video-viewing options. Each of 
the individual position meeting 
rooms have a pull-down 
projection screen and a video 
projector connected to a 
computer to display scouting 
material, where players or 
coaches can access the 
footage any time they want it. 
The videographers also tape 
every single practice which can 
be viewed by the coaches at 
the click of a button. This helps 
the team prepare for games, 
and also gives the coaches 
access to plays they need. 

“It's been a great tool,’ Tech 
defensive coordinator Bud 
Foster says. “Besides the 
quality and convenience, it’s 
right there at your fingertips. 
Players at this level have to 


realize that there is a lot more 
involved than just playing the 
game. The average person 
doesn’t know all the 
preparation that’s involved.” 
An example of the 
program’s presence came in 
the Gator Bowl against Florida 
State in 2002. In the days 
leading up to the Gator Bowl 
coaches were given laptops by 
the videography department 
that contained numerous FSU 
plays that the coaches could 
view at their convenience. 
Some coaches set up video 
labs in their hotel room that 
allowed players to stop by and 
view countless situations they 


may face on game day. 
Being able to transport game 
video with relative ease 
gives the Hokies that extra 
edge, even on the road. 

“The greatest teaching 
tool is the ability to show 
someone what they’re doing, 
right or wrong,” head coach 
Frank Beamer says. “With 
our video equipment, we can 
do that quickly. The ease 
with which we can do these 
things and the way we can 
put certain plays and 
scenarios together makes us 
more efficient in getting 
ready to play a game on 
Saturday.”

and Wake Forest University. 

ISP, which is based in 
Winston-Salem, N.C., is 
additionally a joint venture 
partner with Learfield 
Communications as the multi- 


media rightsholder for the 
athletic programs at Alabama, 
Clemson, Missouri, Syracuse 
and Villanova. 

During its very successful 
seven-year partnership with 
Virginia Tech, ISP Sports has 
developed the Virginia Tech 
ISP Sports Network into the 
largest collegiate sports radio 
network in Virginia. Broadcast 
coverage includes the 
Commonwealth of Virginia, as 
well as portions of Maryland, 
North Carolina, Tennessee, 
Kentucky and West Virginia. 

In addition to the live 
network broadcasts, ISP 
produces “Advance Auto Parts 
Hokie Hotline,” a live weekly 
90-minute call-in show 
featuring Tech coach Frank 
Beamer and his staff during 
their season.

IN-HOUSE PUBLICATION COVERS THE HOKIES IN-DEPTH 


In May of 2004, Virginia 
Tech’s in-house publication, 
hokiesports the newspaper, 
will celebrate its 20" 
anniversary as the most 
accurate source of 
information concerning 
Virginia Tech athletics. The 
newspaper, formerly the 
Hokie Huddler, came about in 
1984 when then director of 
athletics and football coach 
Bill Dooley wanted an in- 
house publication devoted to 
all of Tech’s sports, primarily 
football. Since then, the 
newspaper has undergone 
numerous changes, including 
aname change and a move 
to the Internet. But providing 
accurate, timely and quality 
information remains the 
constant for the newspaper 
staff. 

“Being a weekly 
newspaper, we have some 
restraints,” editor Jimmy 
Robertson said. “But going 
on-line has helped us 
overcome some of those and 
we're always going to be 
committed to being creative 
as far as the type of news 
and features we do for our 
print version. We want a 


publication that’s both 
interesting and newsworthy, 
and to produce that type of 
publication, we have to be 
creative and do things 
differently than a daily 
newspaper.” 

During the past eight 
years, subscriptions to the 
publication have soared as 
Tech fans everywhere crave 
to read about the success of 
Virginia Tech athletics and to 
read the most current 
information on what’s 
happening within the athletics 
department. 

Today, there are roughly 
6,000 devoted subscribers to 
the print version, and almost 
600 registered for the on-line 
version of the paper, which 
became available to Hokie 
fans in the fall of 2000. The 
on-line version of the 
publication is entering its third 
year and has started to 
become a popular way to 
gain valuable information 
about Virginia Tech athletics. 

“It enables people who 
live far away to get the 
information immediately 
rather than having to wait 
seven to 10 days,” Robertson

said. “On-line, the news can 
be updated more frequently 
as well.” 

hokiesports the 
newspaper is updated every 
week from late August 
through March on-line (bi- 
monthly in the spring) by the 
staff so news can get to Hokie 
fans as it happens. 

“| hope that more fans will 
take advantage of the on-line 
version of the publication 
because the Internet is the 
new wave of the future,” said 
Robertson. 

The print version of the 
newspaper is a colorful 
publication that is printed 33 
times per year — weekly 
during football and basketball 
seasons and bi-monthly 
during the spring. The 
newspaper consists of the 
ever-popular “Insider” section, 
which is a page of short 
blurbs of interesting “inside” 
information — things you won't 
get anywhere else. With 
hokiesports the newspaper 
being owned by the athletics 
department, it allows the staff 
to be closer to coaches and 
players to get that inside 
information. Most sports 
publications of this kind are 
independent of their school’s 
athletics departments. 

hokiesports the 
newspaper also consists of 
columns by Robertson, Bill 
Roth, the Voice of the Hokies, 
and assistant editor Matt 
Spiers. Robertson focuses 
more on Tech, while Roth 
devotes more attention to BIG 
EAST news. Spiers handles 
the layout and design of the 
publication and also covers 
women’s 
basketball 
and writes 
features.

all the photos and designs 
the cover each week. 

The up-to-date news 
provided in the paper is 
primarily on football, men’s 
and women’s basketball and 
baseball. Fans can get the 
depth chart (during the 
football season), features on 
players and former athletes 
(the ‘Where are They Now?’ 
section), statistics and 
standings, notes and quotes 
and recruiting profiles on 
football, men’s and women’s 
basketball recruits, along with 
information about other 
sports recruits as well. 

Robertson will be entering 
his seventh year as the editor 
of the newspaper. Doug 
Waters served as the first 
editor in 1984-85 and then 
Chris Colston handled the 
duties for the next 11 years. 
Colston resigned in 1996 to 
take a job with Baseball 
Weekly, leaving the job in the 
hands of Robertson. 

Since then, Tech has 
entered into the BIG EAST 
for all sports, gone to bowl 
games every year, played for 
the national championship 
and sent off a second Hokie 
as the first pick in the NFL 
Draft. After a second year in 
the BIG EAST for all sports 
except wrestling, the entire 
program has a bright future 
— which allows no limitations 
to hokiesports the newspaper 
and its potential. 

For the printed version, a 
one-year subscription costs 
$37.95, while a two-year 
subscription costs $69.95. 
For an additional $12 per 
year, fans who subscribe to 
the print version can access 
the on-line version. Or, for

PROUD TECH ORGANIZATION EXPERIENCING RESURGENCE 


The Monogram Club was 
created as a social 
organization comprised of 
graduated athletes who earned 
one or more monograms 
(letters) in any varsity sport at 
Virginia Tech. All former 
coaches are designated as 
honorary members. Once a 
student-athlete’s career is 
completed, the club is an 
opportunity to remain active in 
their sport. 

The club focuses on 
keeping an open line of 
communication between the 
athletics department and the 
former letterwinners. Each 
former letterwinner is given an 
open invitation to return to 
campus and not only support 
the current athletes in their 
individual sport but all the 
athletes within the entire 
athletics department. 

Over the past four years, 
the club has seen a resurgence 
of activity with record growth in 
the organization's membership. 
Terry Strock, a veteran coach 
and administrator for many 
years at Tech, oversaw the 
revival of the program. 


When Strock 
became the first 
full-time director of 
the monogram club 
in 1998, there were 
220 active 
members. The club 
saw a significant 
increase in his first 
year, adding 330 
new members. 
With the addition of 
over 270 members 
over the last three 
years, the total club 
membership has grown to 
970 active members. 

Upon Strock’s retirement in 
early 2000, former Tech football 
player and administrator Derek 
Carter took over as director. 
Carter stepped down in May 
2001 to become director of 
athletics at Virginia State 
University. 

In 2001, the Monogram 
Club welcomed its new director, 
Russ Whitenack, the former 
men’s head track coach who 
oversaw that program for 28 
years. 

“My first year saw a number 
of positive changes,” Whitenack 


said. “We sponsored tailgates 
at each of the home football 
games, held a social at the 
Gator Bowl, had individual 
sport reunions and improved 
member benefits.” 

Whitenack has set some 
lofty goals for himself and the 
club for the next few years. 

“Ultimately I’d like to see 
every letterwinner join the 
club,” Whitenack said. “I would 
like to get reps in all of the 
major cities where we have 
several members and | would 
like to see the club work more 
closely with the Hokie Club. | 
would also like to continue 
increasing member benefits.”

RUSS WHITENACK 


Director of the Monogram Club 


For 28 years, Russ Whitenack held the reins of the men’s track program, 
guiding it to conference titles and national recognition. Prior to taking over in 
1974, Whitenack served as an assistant coach for two years. In addition to 
being the men’s coach, he also guided the women’s team for 10 years during 
the 1980s and early 1990s. 

A 1969 graduate of the University of Tennessee, Whitenack was a member of the Volunteers’ 
All-America 440-yard relay team. UT won three Southeastern Conference team championships 
during his four years on the squad. He served for one season as a graduate assistant at 
Tennessee and three years as coach at Palmetto Junior High in Miami before coming to Tech in 


During Whitenack’s tenure, the Tech program produced 20 All-Americans, including former 
coach Steve Taylor and recent graduate Erick Kingston. He led the Hokies to two Metro 
Conference indoor championships, one in 1993 and one in 1994, and he was chosen by his peers 
as Metro Coach of the Year during the 1992 outdoor season and again following Tech’s 1993 
indoor championship. During the late 1990s, the Hokies dominated the Atlantic 10 Conference, 
capturing both the indoor and outdoor titles four straight years. Whitenack was named the A-10 
indoor and outdoor coach of the year for each of those victories. He also received the Walt 
Comrack Award for excellence in coaching from the Virginia Military Institute in 1997. 

Whitenack and his wife, Judy, have one son, Jon, who is 21 years old and a senior at Tech. In 
his spare time, Whitenack enjoys outdoor activities, especially kayaking, boating and jet-skiing. 


When the club was formed, 
it was under the leadership of 
the Virginia Tech Athletic Fund, 
although the Monogram Club is 
not designed as a fund-raising 
organization. On April 17, 1999, 
a reorganizational meeting was 
held with the election of officers 
and a board of directors. Dick 
Arnold was named the 
president of the club. Some 
revisions were made to the 
original constitution, such as 
eliminating the word alumni 
from the name of the club. The 
club now has a new president 
as well, a 1969 graduate and 
former football player, Pete 
Dawyot. 

A complimentary 
membership was instituted for 
recent graduates, allowing 
them a three-year membership 
into the club once their 
eligibility is expired. In April 
2002, 100 new seniors were 
added as complimentary 
members. 

Membership dues are $25 
per year with the membership 
year being from July 1 to June 
30. A lifetime membership has 
been instituted with the amount 
set at $500. The club has set a 
goal of adding 100 new 
members by next year. 

The club publishes a 
newsletter twice a year for its 
members, once in January and 
again in June. The newsletter 
consists of information about 
upcoming activities of the club, 
articles from coaches, which 
recap each team’s season, and 
letters from Director of Athletics 
Jim Weaver, Whitenack and 
Dawyot to the membership. 
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NCAA Rules Compliance 


VIRGINIA TECH ATHLETICS — WINNING THE RIGHT WAY! 


INFORMATION FOR PROSPECTS AND THEIR PARENTS: 
Compliance with NCAA rules is a never-ending process that 
requires diligence on the part of both the Department of Athletics 
and Virginia Tech as a whole. Below is a brief summary of the basic 
issues that you may be faced with as a prospective student-athlete. 


1. You become a prospective student-athlete if you have started 
classes for the ninth grade. Before the ninth grade, you become a 
prospective student-athlete if the college provides you (or your 
relatives or friends) any financial aid or other benefits that the 
college does not provide to prospective students generally. 


2. A “representative of an institution’s athletics interests” 
(commonly referred to as a booster) is defined by the NCAA as 
anyone who: 

+ Is now, or previously been, a member of any organization 
promoting the institution’s intercollegiate athletics 
program; 

« Has made a financial contribution to the athletics program 
or an athletics booster organization; 

¢ Has helped arrange any employment for a student-athlete; 

« Has been involved, in any way, in the promotion of the 
athletics program. 


3. Please be aware that any former Virginia Tech student or former 
or current member of the Hokie Club is automatically considered a 
representative of Virginia Tech’s athletics interests (booster). 
According to NCAA rules, once an individual is identified as a 
booster, he/she retains that status forever. 


4. You become a “recruited” prospective student-athlete at a 
particular college if any coach or booster solicits you or your family 
for the purpose of securing your enrollment and participation in 
intercollegiate athletics. Activities by coaches or boosters that 
trigger recruited status are: 
¢ Paying some or all of your expenses during a visit to campus 
(known as an “official* visit); 
¢ Arranging an in-person, off-campus encounter with you or 
your parent(s) or legal guardian; or 
¢ Initiating or arranging a telephone contact with you, your 
family or guardian on more than one occasion for the 
purpose of recruitment. 


5. A booster may not solicit your enrollment in any manner (no 
phone calls, letters or in-person encounters). 


NCAA Position on Gambling 
eer 


The NCAA opposes all forms of legal and illegal sports 
wagering. Sports wagering has the potential to undermine the 
integrity of sports contests and jeopardizes the welfare of 
student athletes and the intercollegiate athletics community. 
Sports wagering demeans the competition and competitors 
alike by a message that is contrary to the purposes and 
meaning of “sport.” Sports competition should be appreciated 
for the inherent benefits related to participation of student- 
athletes, coaches and institutions in fair contests, not the 
amount of money wagered on the outcome of the competition. 

For these reasons, the NCAA membership has adopted 
specific rules prohibiting athletics department staff members 
and student-athletes from engaging in gambling activities as 
they relate to intercollegiate or professional sporting events.

6. You (or your family) may not receive any benefit, inducement or 
arrangement such as cash, clothing, cars, improper expenses, 
transportation, gifts or loans to encourage you to sign a National 
Letter of Intent or to attend an NCAA school. 


7. A “contact” is any face-to-face encounter between you or your 
parent(s) or legal guardian and an institutional staff member or 
athletic representative during which any dialogue occurs in excess 
of an exchange of greeting. 


8. Phone calls to you from faculty members and coaches (but not 
boosters) are permitted beginning July 1 (Sept. 1 for football) after 
completion of your junior year. In addition, football coaches may call 
a prospect or the prospect’s family once during the month of May 
during the prospect's junior year. A college coach or faculty member 
is limited to one telephone call per week to you (or your parents or 
legal guardians). Unlimited calls to you (or your parents or legal 
guardians) may be made under the following circumstances: 
¢ During the five days immediately before your official visit 
by the university you will be visiting; 
¢ On the day of a coach’s off-campus contact with you; 
¢ During the time beginning with the initial National Letter of 
Intent signing date in your sport through the two days after 
the signing date; and 
«In the sport of football only, during the permissible off- 
campus contact periods and during the 48 hours prior to 
and 24 hours after 5 a.m. on the initial signing date for the 
National Letter of Intent. Coaches also may accept collect 
calls, and universities are permitted to utilize a toll-free 
number to receive telephone calls from you (or your 
parents or legal guardians) on or after July 1 after 
completion of your junior year. 


9. Letters to you from coaches and faculty members (but not 
boosters) are permitted beginning Sept. 1 at the beginning of your 
junior year in high school. A Division | university may provide you 
with the following printed materials: 

¢ General correspondence, including letters, U.S. Postal 
Service postcards and institutional note cards; 

¢ Game programs which may not include posters and one 
Student-Athlete Handbook; 

« NCAA educational information; 

¢ Pre-enrollment information subsequent to signing a 
National Letter of Intent with the university; 

¢ One athletic publication (media guide or recruiting 
brochure); 

+ Official academic, admissions and student services 
publications published or videotapes produced by the 
institution and available to all students; 

¢ Schedule and business cards; 

* Questionnaires which may be provided prior to your junior 
year; and 

¢ Camp brochures which may be provided prior to your 
junior year. 


10. An “evaluation” is any off-campus activity designed to assess 
your academic qualifications or athletic ability, including any visit to 
your high school (during which no contact occurs) or the 
observation of any practice or competition in which you participate.

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FACILITIES 


Lane Stadium — long regarded as one of the 

toughest places in the country to play — is 
getting even better. The south end zone 

expansion completed this summer (at top, 

above) added nearly 12,000 seats, luxury suites 

and club areas. A west side expansion (as seen 
in this artists rendering at left) planned 

for the near future will add more seating 
and suites and an enlarged press box. 
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When it comes to athletic facilities, Virginia Tech’s Director of Athletics, Jim Weaver has a simple philosophy — “as soon as you sit 
still in terms of facilities, you have taken a step backward.” 
| It has become clear that Virginia Tech has no intention of sitting still on the facilities front. There is a continuous stream of 
improvements underway or in the planning process in the athletics complex. A number of projects have recently concluded while 
several larger endeavors loom on the horizon. 
The Virginia Tech athletics department is living up to Jim Weaver's challenge to constantly enhance its facilities. 
Here are a few examples: 


« The recently completed Eddie Ferrell 
Memorial Training Room is a 4,300 square- 
foot facility that gives the athletic trainers a 
centralized area to provide physical 
therapy, chiropractic care and massage 
therapy to Tech student-athletes. 


¢ The Lane Stadium south end zone 
expansion consists of 11,100 new seats, 15 
luxury suites, two club areas, four television 
camera stations, a new visitors’ locker room 
that can be split in half and used for the 
spring sports, new storage rooms and new 
media interview rooms.

Lane Stadium/Worsham 
Field has seen its fair share of 
great players and great games 
over the years. There was 
Frank Loria and Tom Beasley. 
There was also Don Strock and 
Bruce Smith. And more 
recently, there’s been Michael 
Vick, Corey Moore and others. 

This year’s team will be 
playing on not only one of the 
best playing surfaces in the 
nation, but with the new south 
end zone addition, the Hokies 
will be playing in one of the 
best stadiums in the nation. 


Now entering its 38th 
season as an arena of 
collegiate football competition, 
Lane Stadium/Worsham Field 
has gone through numerous 
changes, renovations and 
additions. But through it all, it 
has always been regarded as 
one of the finest places to 
watch — and toughest places 
for opponents to play — a 
college football game. 


A New Look 


This season will be one 
marked by tough competition 


and record-setting crowds 
as the capacity has risen to 
65,115. Lane Stadium/ 
Worsham Field has just 
completed the second stage 
of what Virginia Tech hopes 
to be a three-phase 
expansion project. 

Prior to this season, 
Tech added 11,120 seats in 
the south end zone to 
enclose that end of the 
stadium. The double-deck 
structure is similar to the 
Cleveland Browns’ “Dawg 
Pound” section and has 


bleacher, bench-back and 
club seats. The structure is 
enclosed, but has gaps 
between the existing 
structure and the new one, 
due to new building codes 
and a desire to get fans 
closer to the field. 

Below the south end 
zone stands are several new 
features. There is a football 
visitor’s locker room which 
can be divided and used for 
other sports’ visiting teams in 
the winter and spring. 

Continued ... 
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There is also the June 
Oblinger Shott Media Center, 
which houses a new press 
room, a press conference area, 
two radio rooms, a dark room 
and several storage rooms. 

The outside of the facility 
also has a new look, making 
the entrance more inviting. 
Walkways and landscaping 
give the south and west sides a 
more appealing entrance for 
fans and teams. 

Last season, the south end 
zone construction project 
eliminated the old wooden 
bleachers in that area. But the 
north end zone bleachers were 
expanded down to the field, 
adding close to 600 new, 
permanent seats to make the 
north end zone look similar to 
the new south end zone. This 
is where Tech’s two marching 
bands sit. These moves cut the 
capacity to 53,662. 

Prior to the 2000 season, 
approximately 3,000 
permanent bleacher seats were 
added in the north end zone 
and prior to the 1999 season, 
2,100 permanent seats were 
added in the same end zone. 

Given the process of capital 
funding approval, the athletics 
department has set forth a 
tentative schedule for stage 
three of the project. 

Following the south end 
zone expansion project, there 
are several options being 
considered for the west side. 


A Work In Progress 
Since construction on Lane 
Stadium began in 1964 
(right), there have been near- 
constant changes. The east 
side consisted of wooden 
bleachers (below) while 

the west side was completed 
all the way up to the press 
box in the late 60s. 


One plan calls for the press 
box to be fully renovated, 
adding luxury boxes and a 
president's suite. The new 
press area would include four 
new elevators and a dining 
area with televisions and ample 
eating space. 

Another recent addition to 
the facility is the turf and 
drainage system that was 
replaced in the summer of 
2001. This innovative system is 
in place in just a handful of 
other stadiums in the world and 


makes Worsham Field one of 
the finest playing fields around. 


A Winning Tradition 

On Sept. 22, 1994, Tech 
won its 100th game in Lane 
Stadium in memorable fashion 
before a national television 
audience on ESPN with a 34-6 
win over BIG EAST rival West 
Virginia. 

Tech's overall record at 
Lane Stadium is 138 wins, 59 
losses and six ties in 37 years 
of play. The Hokies are 64-22-1

at home during Coach Frank 
Beamer's tenure at Virginia 
Tech and more impressively, 
are 46-8 in Blacksburg the last 
nine seasons. Tech has an all- 
time record of 27-6 in BIG 
EAST games played at Lane 
Stadium/Worsham Field and 
have won 20 of the last 23 
conference games at home. 
Last season, Tech went 4-2 
at Lane Stadium/Worsham 
Field, on its way to an 8-4 
season. It also marked the 
second straight year that every

team to have a new state-of- 
the-art GreenTech ITM 
natural grass sports field 
system. Lane Stadium was 
just the third playing venue to 
possess this type of playing 
surface, joining Millennium 
Stadium in Cardiff, Wales and 
Giants Stadium in the 
Meadowlands. 

GreenTech, Inc. of 
Richmond, Va., began 
installing the highly- 
sophisticated system shortly 
after Tech's 2001 
commencement ceremonies. 
The modular turf system 
features 4,600 4-by-4 foot 
trays sodded with a Bermuda 
grass surface and placed on 
pedestals two-to-three inches 
above an asphalt base.

The system also provides 
excellent drainage. Irrigation 
lines run through pockets 
underneath the trays and 22 
air vents under the field are 
connected to a vacuum 
system which will draw water 
from the trays onto the 
asphalt. The water then flows 
into large drains on either side 
of Worsham Field. The trays, 
in combination with the 
vacuum system, can handle 
up to 16 inches of rain an 
hour. 

Placing the field on mobile 
trays gives Tech the ability to 
move sections of the field. It 
also gives Tech the possibility 
of hosting events such as 
concerts in Lane Stadium 
without damaging the field. 
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home game was sold out 
before the season began. 

This season, Tech hopes to 
continue its home stadium 
tradition as it hosts BIG EAST 
rivals Rutgers, Temple, West 
Virginia and Pittsburgh along 
with non-conference foes 
Arkansas State, Louisiana 
State, Marshall and Virginia. 


Lane and Worsham 

On Sept. 5, 1992, Worsham 
Field was officially dedicated in 
honor of Wes and Janet 
Worsham, longtime Hokie 
supporters from Kilmarnock, 
Va. The Worshams pledged $1 
million to the university's 
Second Century Campaign. 
The Campaign raised over 
$18.6 million, almost $1.7 
million more than the original 
goal, thanks to the support of 
people like the Worshams. 

The stadium is named for 
the late Edward H. Lane, a 
graduate of the university and a 
former member of the Board of 
Visitors. Lane headed an 
educational foundation project 
which raised more than $3 
million for the original 
construction. Lane's personal 
donation was the first received 
by the fund. 

The original cost was $3.5 
million, compared with $3.2 
million spent for the addition on 
top of the east stands. The 
stadium's original capacity was 
40,000, but the east side

addition, completed in 1980, 
raised that number to 52,500. 
The relocation of bleacher 
seats dropped the total 
capacity to under 50,000.

finest collegiate football 
facilities.

for the 2000 season. This fall, seating for 65,115 fans will bring the stadium to life for eight home games. 


Through the Years 

Original construction of Lane 
Stadium began in April, 1964, 
and was completed four years 
later. The Hokies did not wait for 
completion, playing their first 
game in the stadium on Oct. 2, 
1965. Tech defeated William & 
Mary, 9-7, that day with only the 
west stands and the center 
section of the east bleachers 
completed. Official dedication 
ceremonies took place Oct. 23 
before a 22-14 win over Virginia. 

Through the years, the 
stadium has seen several 
changes and renovations. In 
1982, the lighting system was 
added to the facility. The system 
was first used in Tech's 
nationally-televised 21-14 
Thanksgiving Day victory over 
Virginia that season. The game 
was broadcast on WTBS and 
was the first-ever nationally- 
televised game from Lane 
Stadium. 

Prior to the 1989 season, 
Lane Stadium underwent further 
improvements. Tech received a 
donation of 16 flags with the 
"VT" logo for the stadium. Lane 
Stadium also received a new 
paint job which included the 
addition of maroon and orange 
stripes around the inner walls of 
the facility. 

In 1991, anew scoreboard 
bearing BIG EAST Conference 
logos replaced the old 
scoreboard at the south end of 


the stadium while a new 
auxiliary scoreboard was placed 
at the north end. In the spring of 
1994, renovations were 
completed on seven lower 
sections of the east stands. 
Renovations included replacing 
concrete risers and the addition 
of wheelchair seating. 

Before the 1994 season, 
plaques bearing retired jerseys 
of Tech heroes Bruce Smith, 


Carroll Dale, the late Frank Loria 


and Jim Pyne were added to the 
wall in the north end zone. With 
the addition of the north end 
zone seats, the four retired 
jerseys now fly on flag poles 
above those stands. 

Prior to the 1998 season, the 
oldest bleachers were replaced 
with new locust wood and the 
stands were waterproofed and 
top coated. On the east side, the 
roof on the visitors’ locker room 
was replaced along with the 


wooden bleachers in the three 
sections above the dressing 
room. Also, additional 
handicapped seating was 
added. 

In addition to the seats in 
the north end zone constructed 
before the 1999 season, the 
interior block walls and 
concourse tunnels were seal- 
coated to match the exterior of 
Cassell Coliseum and the 
Merryman Center. 

Before the 2000 season, a 
new scoreboard, complete with 
“HokieVision” was installed 
behind the north end zone 
bleachers. 


Record Crowds 


BIG EAST Conference 
affiliation has benefited Hokie 
football and enthusiastic 
crowds at Lane Stadium/ 
Worsham Field have helped 
the Hokies to some big wins 
during their resurgence under 
Coach Frank Beamer. Tech set 
a single-season attendance 
record in 2000 by averaging 
56,272 spectators per contest. 

With the new additions and 
renovations, as well as one of 
the top teams in the country, 
hopefully, the 2002 home 
schedule will be just as 
successful in drawing record- 
setting crowds to Lane 
Stadium/Worsham Field — 
home of the Hokies.

The Merryman Center, 
the centerpiece for Virginia 
Tech athletics, is a $10.6 
million all-purpose building 
that ranks as one of the 


finest facilities of its kind in 
college athletics — and it’s 
only getting better. 

Located just a good punt 
from Lane Stadium/Worsham 


Field, Merryman opened its 
doors to athletes in 1997 and 
was Officially dedicated Sept. 
26, 1998 in a university 
ceremony. 


The Merryman Center is one of the most unique buildings on the beautiful Virginia Tech campus. 
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The facility is named for 
the F.W. (Sonny) Merryman 
family of Rustburg, Va., 
which presented the 
university with a major gift, 
kicking off a fund-raising 
campaign that saw Tech 
supporters dig deep into 
their pockets. 

The result is a 
streamlined 40,000-square- 
foot facility that includes ... 

On the first floor: A 
spacious sports 
rehabilitation complex where 
athletes can go to help them 
get back on the playing field 
quicker; a strength and 
conditioning complex that is 
magnificent; a speed and 
agility gym; and a football 
coaches' locker room. 

And on the second floor: 
A 130-seat auditorium and 
nine position meeting rooms 
for use by the football team; 


the new Hall of Legends, 
which is a showcase of 
Virginia Tech football; 
spacious offices for Coach 
Frank Beamer and his top 
assistant, John Ballein; the 
video department, complete 
with brand new, state-of-the- 
art equipment; and the 
women’s basketball offices. 

The Hall of Legends, the 
new entranceway to the 
athletics department, provides 
visitors with a brilliant display 
of Hokie football memorabilia. 

The area highlights 
memorabilia from past Virginia 
Tech football squads with 
special emphasis on the 
Outland Trophy, won by 
Tech's Bruce Smith as the 
best college football lineman 
in 1984, as well as the 
numerous awards won by 
Corey Moore following the 
1999 season. 

Other memorabilia 
highlights are items from 
Tech's Sugar Bowl football 
victory over Texas in 1995 — 
as well as Tech’s other bowl 
appearances — and former 
Hokies in the NFL. 

The area also has a 
conference room, as well as 
videos, game balls and other 
awards handed out. 

"The room was designed 
to provide us with an ideal 
place for individual meetings 
with football prospects and 
their parents," associate 
athletics director for football 
operations John Ballein said. 
"In our opinion, it is quite a 
showplace for recruiting." 

The exterior of the building 
is streamlined, too, and has a 
definite Hokie motif. Even the 
roof, the only maroon one on 
the Virginia Tech campus,

The outside walls of the 
Merryman Center are a 
combination of Hokie stone 
and a more simplified white 
stone that matches that on 
Cassell Coliseum, the 
building next door. 

"This is a facility that is 
really special in every way," 
says Tech A.D. Jim Weaver.

The game, as did the 
season, continued. The 
Hokies rolled over the 
Huskies, 52-10 as first-time 
starter at quarterback Grant 
Noel threw for three scores. 

But many questions were 
left to be answered. Could 
Noel run the show without a 
dominating back behind him? 
Could the new tandem of 
Keith Burnell and Kevin Jones 
fill in for Suggs? Could the 
defense shoulder the load of 
a now vulnerable offense? 

Those questions were 
answered the following week 
when the Tech defense 
dominated a dangerous 
Western Michigan offense in a 
31-0 victory at home. Burnell, 
the new starting tailback, ran 


a 4 
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for 74 yards and a score, 
while Jones ran for 75 yards. 
The defense continued to 
dominate the next week at 
Rutgers, posting another 
shutout. In the 50-0 win, Noel 
tied a school record with four 
TD passes, including three in 
the first quarter, and the 
defense forced six turnovers 
in the convincing victory. 
After a week off, Tech 
overcame a slow start to 
down UCF, 46-14. The Golden 
Knights scored late in the first 
stanza to take a 7-0 lead. It 
marked the first time all 
season the Hokies had trailed 
in a game. But Tech came 
right back to take a 19-14 
lead before scoring 27 
unanswered points to end the 
game and move to 4-0. 
Game No. 5 was

supposed to be Tech’s first 
real test of the year. West 
Virginia is an intimidating 
place to play. Noel, from West 
Virginia, was supposed to be 
rattled playing there, and the 
Mountaineers had a tough 
running back in Avon 
Cobourne. 

The game never lived up 
to the hype as Tech rolled to a 
35-0 victory at Mountaineer 
Field. It marked the third 
shutout of the year in five 
games for the Hokie defense, 
which limited Cobourne to just 
31 yards rushing. Burnell 
posted his first career 100- 
yard rushing game and 
scored two touchdowns, and 
the Hokies’ offense piled up 
412 yards of total offense. 

Win No. 6 came against a 
pesky Boston College team 
that had provided trouble for 
the Hokies in the past. The 
Eagles came in hot, with a 4-2 
record and one of the top 


running backs in the nation in 
William Green. 

Tech jumped out to a quick 
34-0 lead and never looked 
back in winning 34-20. Kevin 
McCadam returned a fumble 
for a score and André Davis 
recorded 209 all-purpose 
yards, including 112 yards 
and two touchdowns 
receiving. 

The defense shut down 
Green, limiting him to just 74 
yards on 21 carries, marking 
the first time in seven games 
Green failed to reach the 100- 
yard plateau. 

The next two games were 
ones Hokie faithful would like 
to forget. Game No. 7 proved 
to be a tough battle between 
a surging Syracuse team and 
a confident Hokie bunch. 

The Orangemen jumped 
on top early and held off a 
late charge to end the Hokies’ 
17-game home winning streak 
with a 22-14 victory. 


The hangover from the 
Syracuse game carried over 
to the next week, as the 
Hokies were handed one of 
their worst losses in recent 
history by Pittsburgh. 

The Panthers came out 
fired up and put the game out 
of reach by halftime. In the 
end, Tech was handed a 38-7 
loss and was sent back to 
Blacksburg wondering where 
the swagger of that 6-0 bunch 
just two games ago had gone. 

The remedy for the 
Hokies’ blues came in the 
form of Temple at Veterans 
Stadium. After struggling 
early, Tech got on track en 
route to a 35-0 victory. The 
shutout was Tech’s fourth of 
the season, the most since 
1983. 

Freshman Kevin Jones 
made his first career start in 
front of his hometown fans 
and didn’t disappoint. He had 
scoring runs of 11 and 87 
yards on the way to a 155- 
yard rushing performance. 

Back on the winning track, 
Tech took to the road for the 
third consecutive time for 
Game No. 10. This contest 
pitted the Hokies against 
arch-rival Virginia in a battle 
for the Commonwealth Cup. 

Jones once again got the 
start and once again showed 
why he was so highly rated 
coming out of high school. 
The true freshman carried the 
ball 37 times for 181 yards 
and a score while the 
combination of Noel and 
Davis connected twice for 
scores in the first half. 

A 31-0 lead was all the 
defense would need for the 
Hokies’ third straight win over 
the Cavaliers. In the end, the 
Cavs were held to eight yards 
rushing and the Hokies 
recorded six sacks in the 31- 
17 win. 

After a rare Thanksgiving 
weekend off, the Hokies 
prepared for what many 
thought would be the game of 
the year. And although it didn’t 
pit two 10-0 teams, the 
Hokies had a chance to spoil 
Miami’s bid to play for the 
national championship in the 
Rose Bowl. 

Tech jumped out to a 3-0 
lead, but found itself down 10-

3 at the intermission. 

Behind 160 yards from 
Jones and two touchdown 
runs from fullback Jarrett 
Ferguson, Tech battled back 
in the second half. 

The Hokies had a chance 
to pull off the upset of the 
season when Eric Green 
blocked a punt and Brandon 
Manning returned it for a 
score, but the two-point 
conversion failed and Miami 
eventually escaped with a 
26-24 victory and its national 
title hopes still alive. 

On the basis of a strong 
regular season, as well as a 
strong fan base, the Hokies 
were invited to their second 
straight appearance in the 
Toyota Gator Bowl. Despite a 
solid effort, the Hokies 
couldn’t overcome some big 
plays by Florida State, falling 
30-17. 

The loss ended the 
Hokies’ season at 8-4, but 
Tech still managed to finish 
ranked 18th in both major 
polls. 

With a solid nucleus back 
on offense and some young 
players ready to step in on 
defense, the Hokies will be 
anxious to get back on the 
practice field in preparation 
for the 2002 season.

Tech Opens With Victory Over UConn 


Virginia Tech piled up 606 yards of total offense in its 52-10 victory over Connecticut. The total 
was the fifth-best in school history and fourth-best during Frank Beamer's 15 seasons as head 
coach. The last time the Hokies had more total offense in a game was during a 1995 victory over 
Akron. Tech collected 638 yards of offense in that contest. 


Tech's 323 yards passing were the most by a Tech team since 1993 when the Hokies threw 
for 339 yards during a home win against Temple. 


Eleven different Tech players caught at least one pass in the game against UConn. The last 
time Tech had at least 11 different players catch a pass in game was during a 33-20 loss to No. 1 
Florida State at Orlando in 1991. Tech also had 11 players contribute catches in that game. 


Tech got two touchdowns from three different players during the UConn game. Flanker André 
Davis (Niskayuna, N.Y.) caught a pair of touchdown passes, while tailobacks Lee Suggs (Roanoke, 
Va.) and Keith Burnell (Chesapeake, Va.) both had a pair of TD runs. It marked just the third time 
in Frank Beamer's 15 seasons at Tech that three different players scored two touchdowns in the 
same game. The last time was during a 1999 win at Temple, when Davis, quarterback Michael Vick 
and tailback André Kendrick each posted two TDs. The Hokies also got two touchdowns apiece 
from tight end Bryan Jennings, fullback Brian Edmonds and tailback Shyrone Stith during a 1996 
game at Boston College.

Tech's 31-0 win over Western Michigan marked the Hokies' 14th-straight football victory at 
Lane Stadium/Worsham Field. That set a new record for consecutive wins at Lane Stadium, 
surpassing the old mark of 13 set during the 1979-81 seasons. The school record for consecutive 
victories in Blacksburg is 23, beginning during the 1914 season and ending in 1920. Tech played 
its games on Miles Field at that time. 


Western Michigan was just 1-for-13 on third-down conversions against the Hokies. WMU's 
lone successful attempt came on its first third-down play of the game. 


#WMU's 103 penalty yards were the most for a Tech opponent since Clemson had 116 yards 
in penalties during a 1998 game against Tech. The Broncos' 13 penalties were the most by a 
Tech foe since Miami had 13 in 1998. 


For the second straight game, 11 different Tech players caught at least one pass. Tech had 
not had 10 or more players catch passes in back-to-back games during Frank Beamer's tenure as 
coach. Prior to the Western Michigan and UConn games, the last time Tech had at least 11 
different players catch a pass in a game was during a 33-20 loss to No. 1 Florida State at Orlando 
in 1991. Eleven Tech players caught passes in that game. 


The WMU game marked just the ninth time since 1950 that the Hokies held an opponent to 
just one rushing first down.

By shutting out Rutgers, 50-0, Virginia Tech posted back-to-back shutouts for the first time since 
the 1983 season when Tech blanked Louisville and VMI in consecutive games. After giving up 10 
points in the first quarter of its season opener against UConn, Tech put together 11 straight scoreless 
quarters. 


#Tech's 28 first quarter points at Rutgers represented the most points by the Hokies in the first 
quarter of a game since 1992. That year, Tech had 28 points during the first quarter of a 50-49 loss at 
Rutgers. 


Redshirt junior quarterback Grant Noel (Ridgeley, W.Va.) tied a school single-game record with 
four touchdown passes against Rutgers. Don Strock set the mark in 1972 against Ohio University. 
Maurice DeShazo equalled the mark twice during the 1993 season in games against Maryland and 
Temple. It was also tied by Michael Vick in 1999 at Rutgers.

After piling up 213 yards rushing against Virginia Tech 
during the 2000 season, Boston College managed just 58 
yards on the ground during its 34-20 loss in Blacksburg. BC 
tailback William Green, who came into the game as the 
nation's No. 5 rusher at 142.6 yards a game, was held to 74 
yards on 21 carries by the Hokies' top-rated defense. It marked 
the only time during the season that Green failed to reach 100 
yards rushing. 


Kevin McCadam (Lakeside, Calif.) returned a fumble 
nine yards for a touchdown against Boston College. It marked 
the fourth straight game in which the Tech defense scored a 
touchdown — a first in Frank Beamer's 15 seasons as head 
coach. Tech had scored defensive touchdowns in three 
consecutive games on three other occasions under Beamer. 


Senior flanker André Davis (Niskayuna, N.Y.) caught six 
passes for 112 yards against the Eagles. The performance 
marked the seventh time Davis had posted over 100 yards 
receiving in a regular-season game and the eighth time overall. 
In 1999, Davis had 172 yards against BC, 157 yards versus 
Rutgers, 138 yards against West Virginia, 121 yards at Temple 
and 110 yards in the Virginia game. Last season, he turned in 
127 receiving yards against WVU. Davis also had 108 
receiving yards versus Florida State in the 2000 Sugar Bowl. 


Tech failed to rush for 200 yards in the BC game, 
marking the first time since a 2000 loss at Miami that the 
Hokies had not registered 200 yards on the ground, a stretch 
of eight games. It also ended a string of 13-straight home 
games in which the Hokies had gained 200 or more yards on 
the ground, dating back to the UAB game in 1999.

Syracuse's 22-14 win ended Virginia Tech's school- 
record 16-game winning streak at Lane Stadium/Worsham 
Field. Tech's last home loss was a 36-32 defeat at the hands 
of Virginia on Nov. 28, 1998. The win also ended a nine-game 
overall Tech winning streak that dated back to a 41-21 loss at 
Miami in 2000. The SU victory — the Orangemen's first in 
Blacksburg since 1987 — also produced a bit of irony. In 2000, 
Tech posted its first win at Syracuse since 1986 by the same 
score, 22-14. 


Tech managed just 14 points in its loss to the 
Orangemen, the Hokies' lowest point total since finishing with 
just three points in a loss to North Carolina in the Gator Bowl 
on Jan. 1, 1998. The last time the Hokies had 14 points or 
fewer in a regular-season game was against Navy during the 
1995 season. Tech's point total against Syracuse broke a 
school-record string of 37 straight games in which the Hokies 
had scored 20 or more points. 


Tech's 90 yards rushing versus Syracuse marked the 
lowest rushing total for the Hokies since a 1997 loss at West 
Virginia when they managed just 66 yards on the ground. 


When Syracuse's Jamel Riddle returned a punt for a 
touchdown against the Hokies, it marked just the third time a 
punt had been returned for a TD against Tech since Coach 
Frank Beamer arrived in 1987. The most recent TD return was 
by Florida State's Peter Warrick during the 2000 Sugar Bowl. 
The only other return was during the 1988 season. 


When David Tyree blocked a Tech punt to set up a 
Syracuse field goal, it marked the second straight year that 
Tyree had blocked a punt against the Hokies. 


PITTSBURGH, Pa. — The 
University of Pittsburgh broke 
a 7-7 tie with 31 unanswered 
points to defeat Virginia Tech, 
38-7, at new Heinz Field. The 
loss equalled Tech's worst- 
ever BIG EAST defeat, a 52- 
21 loss at Syracuse in 1996.

Tech's loss to Pittsburgh gave the Hokies back-to-back 
losses for the first time since 1997. That year, Tech ended the 
regular season with two straight losses, then dropped a 42-3 
decision to North Carolina in the Gator Bowl. 


Tech's seven points in its loss to the Panthers marked 
the lowest point total for the Hokies since they scored just 
three points in a loss to North Carolina in the Gator Bowl on 
Jan. 1, 1998. The last time Tech had seven points or fewer in 
a regular-season game was in a 16-0 loss to Cincinnati during 
the 1995 season. 


#Shawntae Spencer's 68-yard pass interception for a 
touchdown was the first interception for a TD against Tech 
since Miami's Edward Reed posted a 44-yard touchdown 
return in 2000. Spencer's return was the longest against Tech 
since 1995 when Cincinnati's Brad Jackson scored on a 71- 
yard interception.

Seven times in the 11 
seasons of BIG EAST 
football, a league team has 
played for a claim of the 
national championship. Last 
January, the Miami 
Hurricanes won their second 
national crown as a member 
of the BIG EAST. The 
Hurricanes defeated 
Nebraska in the Rose Bowl. 
UM’s last national 
championship came in the 
1991 season, which was the 
first year of BIG EAST 
football. 

While the BIG EAST is 
justifiably proud of the 
“bookend” national titles for 
Miami, it has plenty of other 
recent postseason success to 
shout about. The league has 
compiled a 4-1 bowl record in 
each of the past two seasons, 
the best bowl mark of any of 
the conferences that 
participate in the Bowl 
Championship Series. 

Last season, Miami, 
Boston College, Pittsburgh 
and Syracuse all won bowl 
games. Virginia Tech was the 
lone BIG EAST bowl squad 
that did not win, but the 
Hokies have done more than 
their share to lift the stature of 
the league. Two years ago, 
Virginia Tech played in the 
national title game. 

While the recent 
postseason success has 
called attention to the 
league’s competitive prowess, 
the BIG EAST has always 
been a national force, both on 
and off the field. 

The BIG EAST is proud of 
its football student-athletes for 
their academic achievements.

The league 
gained instant notice and 
credibility with its level of 
excellence on the field and its 
television and bowl 
relationships. Commissioner 
Michael Tranghese has 
spearheaded the development 
of BIG EAST football since its 
start. The BIG EAST has been 
a charter member of each of 
the major bowl agreements 
with conferences, beginning 
with The Bowl Coalition in 
1992 followed by The Bowl 
Alliance in ‘95. The Bowl 
Championship Series began 
in ‘98 and will continue this 
season. 

Extensive television 
exposure has been a constant 
in the BIG EAST. For football, 
the league established its own 
regional television package in 
1991 before it had played a 
game. The BIG EAST 
Television Network 
immediately became the 
largest regional college 


football network in the 
country. 

The BIG EAST is in the 
second year of broadcast 
deals with ABC and ESPN 
that run through the 2007 
season. ABC telecasts five 
games per year. ESPN and 
ESPN2 will carry at least 10 
games each season. Both 
agreements will mean that 
ABC or ESPN will telecast a 
BIG EAST game virtually 
every week of the year. 

ESPN Regional Television 
owns broadcasting rights for 
all telecasts not assigned to 
ABC or ESPN. ERT, which 
took over for the BIG EAST 
Network in 1996, produces 
and distributes additional 
games, including a BIG EAST 
Game of the Week, through 
syndication, local markets and 
pay-per-view. 

The BIG EAST has always 
aligned itself with prestigious 
bowl games.

This year, the Continental 
Tire and San Francisco Bowls 
will have BIG EAST ties. 

BIG EAST teams have 
enjoyed plenty of success in 
recent years. League squads 
have played in 18 bowl games 
on or after New Year’s Day. 
Virginia Tech is on a nine-year 
bowl streak, the longest active 
string in the conference. In 
addition to last year’s national 
championship, Miami captured 
national titles in 1983, ‘87, ‘89 
and ‘91. Syracuse has been to 
the postseason in 12 of the last 
15 years. West Virginia has 
gone to bowl games in six of 
the past nine seasons and 
Boston College has gone 
“bowling” six times in the past 
10 years, including the last 
three in a row. 

Some of the same elements 
that were in place when The 
BIG EAST Conference was 
born in 1979 are present in 
BIG EAST football. The football 
members are a group of 
schools that, for the most part, 
were traditional rivals, but were 
never a formal league. They 
are: Boston College, University 
of Miami, University of 
Pittsburgh, Rutgers University, 
Temple University, Syracuse 
University, Virginia Tech and 
West Virginia University. 
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Mike Tranghese opened 
the office doors of the BIG 
EAST when the league was 
born in 1979. He has helped 
guide the conference to 
national prominence while 
adhering to his unwavering 
commitment to create 
opportunities for BIG EAST 
student-athletes to succeed 
academically and athletically. 

The 2002-03 academic 
year will be Tranghese’s 13" 
as Commissioner. The BIG 
EAST Conference has 
flourished under his direction. 

Tranghese has led the BIG 
EAST through membership 
expansions, a significant 
increase in the number of 
championships, the formation 
of BIG EAST football and 
numerous television 
negotiations. All of this has 
been accomplished in the face 
of an NCAA national 
landscape that seems to 
change regularly. 

Tranghese has been an 
active leader nationally since 
becoming Commissioner on 
June 21, 1990. In 2000-01, he 
concluded a five-year term on 
the NCAA Men’s Basketball 
Committee by serving as 
chair. Tranghese also has 
served as chair of the NCAA 
Men’s Basketball 
Subcommittee on Television. 
He was on the NCAA’s 
negotiating team that secured 
a record $6 billion contract 
from CBS for broadcast rights 
to the men’s basketball 
championship. 

For the 2002 and 2003 
football seasons, Tranghese 
will oversee the administration 
of the Bowl Championship 
Series, the group of major 
conferences and bowls that 
helps produce a national 
championship and the best 
possible bowl matchups. 

In addition, he has served

Shortly after being named 
Commissioner, Tranghese laid 
the groundwork and put 
together The BIG EAST 
Football Conference. In 
response to the beginning of 
significant conference 
realignment nationally, he 
coordinated an expansion, 
which included the University 
of Miami becoming a full 
league member in 1991-92 
and being a key addition to 
the unique football group. 
Despite its youth as a league, 
the BIG EAST was a charter 
member of the Bowl 
Championship Series. 

After establishing BIG 
EAST football, Tranghese 
guided the league through a 
critical time that many 
observers felt could have 
resulted in a permanent split 
among its members. In March, 
1994, the conference added 
football members Rutgers 
University and West Virginia 
University as its 11th and 12th 
full-time members and 
maintained its overall 
structure. 

Just four months later, the 
University of Notre Dame, 
clearly the nation’s premier 


men’s basketball independent, 
joined the BIG EAST. Rutgers, 
West Virginia and Notre Dame 
began BIG EAST competition 
in the 1995-96 academic year. 

In 1999, football member 
Virginia Tech was admitted to 
the league as the 14th full 
member. It began competing 
in the BIG EAST in all sports 
in 2000-01. 

The league’s athletic 
directors unanimously 
appointed Tranghese in 1990 
after his 11 years of service, 
the last nine as associate 
commissioner. As 
Commissioner, he has led the 
BIG EAST while maintaining 
the principles which have 
marked the conference’s 
explosive rise to prominence 
— promoting and cultivating 
intercollegiate athletic 
programs in an environment of 
integrity while pursuing 
excellence at the highest 
possible level. 

Tranghese’s career in 
college athletics began at 
American International 
College in his hometown of 
Springfield, Mass. 

He was the sports information 
director at Providence College 
where he garnered publicity 
for the immensely successful 
Friar teams of the 1970s

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under Dave Gavitt. As the 
media focus on Eastern 
college basketball and the 
growth of sports events on 
television increased, Gavitt 
and Tranghese were ready to 
take advantage. Gavitt 
became the BIG EAST’s first 
Commissioner in 1979 and 
served until 1990 when 
Tranghese assumed the helm. 

Under Tranghese, the BIG 
EAST championship slate has 
expanded from seven men’s 
championships in 1979 to 20 
men’s and women’s events in 
1993. The recent addition of 
women’s lacrosse increases 
the number of sports to 21. 

His negotiating expertise 
also has resulted in a long- 
term partnership with Madison 
Square Garden, host of the 
BIG EAST Men’s Basketball 
Championship since 1983. 
The league and the Garden 
have agreed to be partners 
through 2011. 

Today, Tranghese is an 
acknowledged leader in the 
area of television, including 
negotiation and technical 
production. The BIG EAST 
has been a long-time partner 
with CBS Sports and ESPN 
and has enjoyed multi-year 
agreements with both entities 
in basketball and football. 
Tranghese negotiated a new 
television package for football 
with ABC. That contract began 
in 2001. 

Additionally, Tranghese 
was the force behind The BIG 
EAST Television Network 
which, for 10 years, was a 
benchmark for regional 
network television. In 1995, 
the league awarded ESPN, 
Inc., exclusive rights to all of 
its basketball and football 
games not broadcast on a 
national network. 

Tranghese is a 1965 
graduate of St. Michael’s 
College in Winooski, Vt. He is 
married to Susan Huntemann.

Football at Virginia Tech 
officially kicked off on Oct. 21, 
1892 when the school was 
known as Virginia Agricultural 
and Mechanical College. Its 
start, however, was slow. 

With VAMC President 
John McBryde’s approval and 
support, an athletic 
association was organized in 
September 1891. The major 


efforts of this organization 
during its early years were 
concentrated on football. 

At the urging of a few 
interested students and 
faculty during the fall of 1891, 
a number of students 
assembled on campus to play 
pick-up games of the new 
sport. A year later, largely 
through the efforts of 
Professor W.E. Anderson, 
Professor E.A. Smyth and 
cadets H.B. Pratt and J.W. 
Stull, Tech’s first football team 
was organized. Anderson 
played right tackle and served 
as the captain. Smyth was the 
“trainer” (or coach) and 
business manager. 

It was necessary for the 
organizers to go into the 
barracks every day and beg 
men to come out to play 
because those who were not 
placed on the first team one 
day would refuse to return the 
next. 

The first game was 
scheduled with St. Albans of 
Radford and played on the

Blacksburg campus on Oct. 
21. The game resulted ina 
14-10 victory for VAMC with 
Anderson scoring the first 
touchdown in Tech history. 
After studying a book of 
rules, Professor Smyth took 
the leading role as the 
team’s mentor. As a result, 
he came to be known as the 
father of modern football at 
Virginia Tech. 


Old Hokie 

In 1896, the words 
Polytechnic Institute were 
added to the college’s name 
and it became known as 
Virginia Polytechnic Institute, 
which in turn became 
Virginia Tech. With the 
change in names came 
other changes. 

The school colors 
changed from black and 
gray to Chicago maroon and 
burnt orange. The colors 
were chosen by the Corps of 
Cadets and adopted as the 
official college colors in the 
fall of 1896. They were first 


worn in a football game 
against Roanoke College on 
Oct. 26, 1896. 

A student contest was held 
to produce a new school yell 
and O.M. Stull won a prize for 
his new yell, the now famous 
Old Hokie. Stull’s yell, in its 
original form, was: 


Hoki! Hoki! Hoki Hy! 
Tech! Tech! V.P.I. ! 
Sola-Rex Sola-Rah 
Polytech-Vir-gin-i-a! 
Rae, Ri, V.P.I. 


At some point an ‘e’ was 
added to Hoki and the name 
stuck as a nickname for Tech 
teams and the school’s spirit. 
When asked about his yell, 
Stull admitted that the words 
he used had no hidden or 
symbolic meaning 
whatsoever, but had been 
thought up in an effort to grab 
attention. His effort was 
successful, as thousands of 
fans attending Tech athletic 
contests over the past century 
can testify. 
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Hunter Carpenter led his teams to some Big wins in the early 1900s. 


The Great Carpenter 

A true Virginia Tech 
legend, Hunter Carpenter 
played in Blacksburg from 
1900 to 1903 and again in 
1905. His Tech career had 
intrigue, controversy and 
greatness. 

Carpenter arrived at 
college at age 15 weighing 
128 pounds. He waited two 
years before becoming Tech’s 
starting right halfback. When 
he did get a chance to play, he 
used the alias Walter Brown 
because his father had 
forbidden him to play football. 
Not until his father saw him 
star in a 1900 game against 
VMI in Norfolk did he give 
approval to young Hunter’s 
sport. 

In 1903, Carpenter helped 
Tech defeat a powerful Navy 
club, 11-0. In that game, he 
kicked a 46-yard field goal 
and, according to published 
reports, played much of the 
game without jersey or 
stockings, which were torn 
from his body. 

In 1905, he scored 82 
points and helped boost 
Virginia Polytechnic Institute 
to a 9-1 record that included 
wins over Army, North 
Carolina, South Carolina and 
Virginia. Carpenter scored five 
touchdowns in the South 
Carolina game and helped the 
Hokies outscore their 
opponents 305 to 24. 


Carpenter was never 
named to the All-America 
team because Walter Camp, 
who named the team at the 
time, said he would never 
name a player who he had 
not seen play. Others, 
including his former coach 
Sally Miles, placed him on a 
level with Red Grange and 
Jim Thorpe. He was named 
to the College Football Hall 
of Fame in 1957. 


The Milita 
of the Sout 

For years, Virginia 
Polytechnic Institute and 
Virginia Military Institute 
clashed in the “Military 
Classic of the South.” Both 
schools had corps of cadets 
and a budding rivalry by the 
time the series was moved 
to Roanoke in 1913. 
Beginning in 1921, the VPI- 
VMI game was played on 
Thanksgiving Day and it 
became the centerpiece of a 
gala affair. 

The Tech Corps of 
Cadets would march from 
the train station to the Hotel 
Patrick Henry and the VMI 
Corps would march to the 
Hotel Roanoke. On game 
day, both corps would 
march to Victory Stadium. 
The teams were playing for 
pride and a 22-inch high 
Chamber of Commerce 
trophy. 


Classic 
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The VPI-VMI series 
continued as a Thanksgiving 
Day treat through 1969. The 
teams made their last 
appearance in Victory Stadium 
on a Saturday in 1971. 


Fast Company 

During its early years, the 
Tech football team competed 
in the South Atlantic 
Conference. But things 
changed dramatically for the 
school with the announcement 
on Aug. 22, 1921, that it would 


be a charter member of the 
newly formed Southern 
Intercollegiate Conference. 

The other charter 
members were Alabama, 
Auburn, Clemson, Georgia, 
Georgia Tech, Kentucky, 
Maryland, Mississippi State, 
North Carolina, North Carolina 
State, Tennessee, Virginia and 
Washington & Lee. In 1922, 
the league added Florida, 
LSU, Mississippi, South 
Carolina, Vanderbilt and 
Tulane. The University of the 
South joined the conference in 
1923 and in December of that 
year, the league’s name was 
officially changed to the 
Southern Conference. 

The membership shifted 
over the years. In 1932 the 13 
southern-most members 
formed the Southeastern 
Conference. In ’36, six new 
members — The Citadel, 
William & Mary, Davidson, 
Furman, Richmond and Wake 
Forest — were added. Virginia 
withdrew in 1937, and George 
Washington and West Virginia 
joined in 1941 and 1950, 
respectively. In 1953, seven 
colleges withdrew to form the 
Atlantic Coast Conference. 

Tech remained in the 
league until June 1965, when 
it withdrew to become an 
independent. 


SIDELINES 
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Tech’s starting lineup in 1909 averaged just 172 pounds, 
but that didn’t stop the Hokies from posting an outstanding 
6-1 season that started with a 6-0 win against Clemson and 
ended with an 18-5 victory versus North Carolina State. 
New head coach Branch Bocock, who came to Tech from 
the University of Georgia, was the Hokies’ first truly 
professional coach with a full-time salary. 


Prominent People 
Several Virginia Tech 
players from the early days 
reached prominent positions in 
Southern football. The 1916 
Tech team featured fullback 
Henry “Puss” Redd who was 
Tech’s head coach from 1932- 
40. Teammate William “Monk” 
Younger played defense so 
well in New Haven against 
Yale that college football 
kingmaker Walter Camp 
labeled him “the Southern 
Panther.” 
As Tech’s 
athletic 
director in 
1941, 
Younger 
saw his 
team 
upset 
defending 
national 
champion Georgetown, 3-0, on 
a field goal by Roger McClure. 
The captain of the 1918 
eleven, Hank Crisp, lost his 
right hand in a childhood 
accident, 
but 
became a 
star Tech 
running 
back and 
team 
captain. 
Crisp went 
on to 
become a 
coach and athletic director at 
Alabama and was the man

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York. During one three-game 


who recruited Paul “Bear” 
Bryant to play for the Crimson 
Tide. 

In 1926, a University of 
Pittsburgh graduate named 
Andy Gustafson took over the 
football reins at Tech and 
coached the Hokies’ “Pony 
Express” backfield. Gustafson 
would go on to build the 
University of Miami football 
machine as head coach and 
athletic director. 


Frank Peake and the 
Pony Express 

After Virginia Tech’s 
freshman team won a game by 
a wide margin in 1925, a sports 
publicist nicknamed the team’s 
offensive backfield the “Pony 
Express”, taking off on Notre 
Dame's famed “Four 
Horsemen.” The leader of that 
group was Frank Peake. He 
was joined by Scotty MacArthur, 
Herbert “Mac” McEver and 
Tommy Tomko. 

Peake was a fleet back who 
loved the open field. He scored 
three touchdowns in his first 
varsity game against Roanoke 
College and two more in the 
next game against Hampden- 
Sydney. When the Techmen 
played VMI in the season finale, 
he scored both touchdowns in 
Tech’s14-7 victory. As a junior, 
he rushed for almost 200 yards 
and scored the lone touchdown 
in Tech’s 6-0 upset of the 
Colgate Red Raiders in New 


— 
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stretch, he 
accumulated rushing 
and return yardage 
of 306, 314 and 353 
yards. 

Peake’s coach, 
Andy Gustafson, said 
he had never seen 
Peake’s equal under 
a punt. In the 1928 
season, Peake 
injured a hip. Though 
still recovering, he 
came off the bench 
in the Virginia game 
to run back a punt for 
a touchdown on his 
first play of the 
game. Peake was 
named an All- 
Southern halfback 
his senior year and is 
still considered one 
of the greatest 
players ever to play 
the game for Tech. 


The 1932 Team 
Virginia Tech’s 
1932 eleven was one 

of Tech's finest 
teams. That team 
won eight games and 
lost to Alabama ina 
game that decided 
the Southern 
Conference 
championship. 

The Techmen 


defeated several top teams in 
1932. The Gobblers upset 
Georgia in Athens by a 7-6 
count when team captain Bill

Grinus blocked a Bulldogs’ 
extra-point kick that would 
have tied the game. Tech 
also downed an undefeated 
Kentucky squad, 7-0, in 
Blacksburg to run its record 
to 5-0. 

The next big game came 
when the team traveled to 
Tuscaloosa to play Alabama 
for the Southern Conference 
title. It was ‘Bama’s 
Homecoming game and the 
crowd of 11,000 was the 
second largest in the history 
of Denny Stadium. Tech took 
a 6-0 lead in the game, but 
could not hold the lead as 
Alabama’s bigger offensive 
line wore the Gobblers down, 
and the Tide came back for a 
9-6 victory. 

Despite the disappointing 
loss, Tech went on to shut out 
Virginia and Washington & 
Lee to finish with an 8-1 
record. 
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Herb Thomas, Jr., led the Hokies in scoring in 1939 
and 1940, but he earned his highest distinction on the 
battlefield. On Nov. 7, 1943, during fighting on Bougainville 
Island, Marine Sergeant Thomas gave his life to save the 
lives of the men in his squad. Thomas, who protected his 
comrades by diving on a live hand grenade, was awarded 
the Congressional Medal of Honor posthumously. 


The Beardless 
Wonders 

With several Tech players 
serving overseas in World 
War Il, the 1945 team was 
filled with 17- and 18-year 
olds known as the “Beardless 
Wonders.” The youngsters 
fared poorly, posting a 2-6 
record on the season. One of 
the two wins engineered by 
Ralph Beard and his fellow 
wonders came against a 
coaching legend named Paul 
“Bear” Bryant. 

The Tech offense had 
practiced against a defense 
called the Blackboard Six. 
Practicing against the 
Blackboard Six did not ready 
the offensive team for the 
opposition as Tech was 
whitewashed by other 
defenses in its first two 
games. Bryant’s assistant at 
Maryland, Frank Moseley, 
soon to become Tech’s own 


head coach, scouted the 
Hokies’ early-season loss to 
William & Mary and told Bryant 
that Maryland need not worry 
about the Techmen. 

Bryant eschewed 
preparations for the Tech 
game and looked ahead to his 
next opponent. When he came 
to Blacksburg, the Terrapin 
coach lined up his defense in 
the Blackboard Six, and Tech 
ran over Maryland in a 21-13 
victory. The Beardless 
Wonders recorded Tech’s only 
victory ever over “Bear” Bryant 
that day. 


Frank Moseley 

When Frank Moseley was 
named head football coach 
and athletic director at Virginia 
Tech in 1951, The Techgram, 
the university newsletter, ran 
the headline, “Va. Tech 
Football — A Job To Do.’ The 
Techmen had posted an 
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abysmal 1-25-3 record over 
the previous three years. 

Coach Moseley brought to 
Blacksburg exactly what the 
Tech administration wanted in 
a coach. He had coached in 
winning programs. As an 
assistant at Maryland and 
Kentucky, he worked under 
“Bear” Bryant. 

Moseley was tough and 
confident. The 1951 
Techgram said that Moseley 
“.. carries about him the air 
of aman who would do well 
in a battle with the devil 
himself.” He coached 
toughness and preached 
physical conditioning and 
after the players went through 
his drills, many went out the 
back window. His staples 
were the running game anda 
stingy defense. 

From 1951 to 1953, 
Moseley’s teams won 12 
games. In 1954, Tech went 
undefeated with an 8-0-1 
mark and finished 16" in the 
final Associated Press poll. 
The coach was named the 
AP Coach of the Year in 
Virginia. In 1956, he was 
named the Southern 
Conference Coach of the 
Year. By July 1955, he had 
turned down three offers to 
coach elsewhere. 

Moseley stayed and made 
a career as Tech’s coach and 
athletic director. When he 
gave up the head coach’s job 
after the 1960 season, he 
had a career mark of 54-42-4, 
which was the best mark of 
any Tech coach at the time. 
As athletic director, Moseley 
headed the Lane Stadium 
construction drive. He retired 
in 1978. 


Preas and Nutter 

Buzz Nutter and George 
Preas wound up in the same 
place — on the 1958 
National Football League 
champion Baltimore Colts. 
The two offensive linemen 
also came from the same 
place — Virginia Tech. The 
two players had different 
experiences, however, in 
getting from Blacksburg to 
Baltimore. 

Nutter played on the 
1950-52 Gobbler teams that 
turned in a 7-25 three-year 
record. He became the first 
Tech player drafted by an 
NFL team and played for the 
Washington Redskins his first 
year. After being cut by the 
Redskins, he signed with the 
Colts. He played in Baltimore 
for 11 years and helped the 
team to NFL championships 
in 1958 and ’59. 

The right tackle on those 
championship teams was 
Preas, who passed up 
offers from Georgia Tech and 
Army to play in Blacksburg. 
He played on the outstanding 
1954 Tech team. He was 
named to the All-Southern 
Conference second-team as 
a junior and the first-team as 
a senior. Preas set a league 
mark by starting 40 
consecutive games in his 
career. 

Preas was at tackle for 
the Colts in the 58 
championship game. He 
helped clear the way for Alan 
Ameche’s winning 
touchdown in sudden death 
of what is considered by 
many as the greatest NFL 
game. Preas played 11 years 
for Baltimore. 
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Coach Frank Moseley (with football) demanded toughness and physical 


conditioning. 


The 1954 Team 

The 1954 Virginia Tech 
team was one of the school’s 
best elevens. That year, the 
Techmen posted an 8-0-1 
record and narrowly missed 
out on the Southern 
Conference championship 
won by a West Virginia team 
led by Sam Huff. One of the 
keys to the team’s success 
was something that would 
become a staple of Tech 
football in the late 1990s — 
speed. 

Halfbacks Billy Anderson 
and Howie Wright were two 
of the speedsters in the 
backfield. They were joined 
by Leo Burke and Dickie 
Beard. Beard was referred to 
as “The Cumberland Flash” 
and led the Southern 
Conference in rushing with 
647 yards. He was named to 
the all-conference team and 
was voted The Associated 
Press Athlete of the Year in 
Virginia. 

That tough 54 team also 
included end Tom Petty who 
merited all-conference 
honors after catching five 
touchdown passes and 
guard Billy Kerfoot, the team 
captain, who joined Petty on 
the all-conference team. 
Tackle George Preas, a 
future NFL standout, was 
also an all-league honoree. 

Senior Johnny Dean and 
sophomore Billy Cranwell 
quarterbacked the team, and 
Don Divers played a key role 
in the offensive and 
defensive backfields. That 
year, Divers intercepted two 
passes against VMI and 
returned both for 
touchdowns — a feat that 
would not be duplicated by a 
Tech player until Ashley Lee 
did it against Vanderbilt in 
1983. 


Tech knocked off Clemson 
in Death Valley that year and 
shut out Virginia. The squad’s 
only blemish was a 7-7 
Homecoming tie against 
William & Mary. Tech 
accumulated 366 yards in 
total offense against the Tribe 
but could only muster one 
fourth-quarter score. The Tribe 
scored its only points on an 
interception return for a 
touchdown. 


Carroll Dale 

Carroll Dale, 
Virginia Tech 
Class of 1960, 
was one of the 
finest football 
players in 
school history. 
He was an 
outstanding 
collegian and a 
successful pro. 

Despite 
playing in 
Moseley’s run- 
oriented 
offense, Dale 
became Tech’s 
all-time leading 
receiver to that 
point with 64 
career 
receptions for 
1,195 yards 
and 15 touchdowns. The Tech 
end started the second game 
of his freshman year against 
Tulane and did not come out 
of the lineup for the rest of his 
college career. 

In 1957, the Saturday 
Evening Post named Dale the 
best sophomore lineman in 
the nation. After his junior 
season, he was named the 
Southern Conference Player 
of the Year and a second- 
team Associated Press All- 
American. As a senior, Dale 
became the first Tech football 


Blocking trophy. 
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All-American Carroll Dale with the Jacobs 
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Tech's football program started reaching more people 
during the 1950s. The Hokies’ 1954 season opener against 
North Carolina State marked the first Tech game to be 
broadcast over the Virginia Tech radio network. In 1959, the 
Tech-Florida State game at Miles Stadium was televised 
regionally on 33 stations from Baltimore, Md., to Miami, Fla. 
It was the first football game ever televised from a Southern 


Conference stadium. 


player to gain first-team All- 
America honors. The 
consummate team player, 
Dale won the Southern 
Conference’s Jacobs Blocking 
Trophy in both 1958 and 
1959. 

Dale went on to have an 
outstanding career in the 
National Football League. He 
spent five seasons with the 
Los Angeles Rams before 
being traded to Vince 
Lombardi’s Green Bay 
Packers. He played on the 
1965 NFL title team and the 
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The 1954 team finished 8-0-1 and ranked 16th in the final Associated Press poll. 
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1966 and 1967 Packer teams 
that won Super Bowls. He 
was named to the Pro Bowl in 
1970 and made the game- 
winning catch. Dale returned 
to the Pro Bowl in 1971. He 
also played in Super Bowl IV 
for the Minnesota Vikings. 


Jerry Claiborne 

Jerry Claiborne was hired 
by Athletic Director Frank 
Moseley in 1961 to run the 
Virginia Tech football program. 
In the 10 seasons he coached 
in Blacksburg, Claiborne 
eclipsed his boss’ record and 
became the school’s 
winningest coach to that point 
with a 61-39-2 mark. 

Claiborne, like Moseley, 
was an assistant under Paul 
“Bear” Bryant. He coached 
Bryant’s defense at Alabama 
after working with the defense 
for a Missouri team coached 
by Frank Broyles. Claiborne 
played safety and offensive 
end at Kentucky under Bryant. 

Tech’s new coach adhered 
to Moseley’s principles of 
tough defense and a strong 
running game. Tech led the 
Southern Conference in total 
defense and pass defense in 
1961 and 1962. In 1963, Tech 
was second in the nation in 
pass interceptions and fourth 
in punt return defense. 

Claiborne was named the 
Southern Conference Coach 
of the Year in 1963 after the 
Techmen won their only 
outright league title. He took 
the 1966 and 1968 Tech 
squads to bowls. 

From 1963-67, Virginia 
Tech was the 12" winningest 
program in the country under 
Claiborne. With 36 wins, 13 
losses and one tie, the 
Gobblers were ranked right 
behind Notre Dame. 
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1963 Southern 
Conference Champions 

The 1963 Gobblers 
captured Virginia Tech’s only 
outright Southern Conference 
football championship. The 63 
edition went 8-2 and featured 
the all-star running 
combination of quarterback 
Bob Schweickert and fullback 
Sonny Utz. 

Tech beat nationally- 
ranked Florida State, 31-23, in 
Tallahassee that year. Newt 
Green, who was twice named 
to the all-conference team 
during his Tech career, 
blocked a punt against the 
Seminoles. Jake Adams, a 
fine end, caught the ball in the 
air and returned it 38 yards for 
a touchdown to help Tech seal 
its victory. 

Schweickert, Utz, Green 
and lineman Gene Breen 
were all named first-team all- 
conference, while end Tommy 
Marvin was a second-team 
pick. Senior Mike Cahill led 
the club in interceptions and 
turned in a key defensive stop 
by picking off a two-point 
conversion pass to preserve a 
14-13 win over Richmond. 
Running back Tommy Walker 
helped Tech win the season 
finale against VMI by catching 
a 26-yard scoring pass from 
Schweickert and running a 
kickoff back 99 yards. 


Schweickert and Utz 
Quarterback Bob 
Schweickert and fullback 
Sonny Utz drove the Tech 
offense in the early 1960s. 
Schweickert was Tech’s “Mr. 


Outside,” while Utz was “Mr. 
Inside.” Together, they 
combined for over 6,000 yards 
of offense during their three 
varsity seasons. 

Schweickert served notice 
of things to come in a late- 
season 1962 game at Tulane. 
The sophomore had missed 
four games with a shoulder 
injury, but that day in New 
Orleans he rushed for two 
touchdowns and passed for 
another. With Tech trailing, 
17-14, Schweickert danced 
through the Green Wave 
defense on a game-winning 
74-yard touchdown run. 

The Tech quarterback 
danced around a lot of would- 
be tacklers during the ’63 
season when he helped lead 
the team to an 8-2 record and 
the school’s only Southern 
Conference football title. On 
his way to being named the 
SC Player of the Year, 
Schweickert ran for 839 
yards to set a conference 
record.

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His total offense mark of 1,526 
yards that year also set a 
league standard. 

Utz led Tech in scoring 
with 10 touchdowns during the 
63 season and joined 
Schweickert on the all- 
conference team. Two of his 
TDs came in a road win 
against nationally-ranked 
Florida State. 

The backfield duo returned 
in 1964 to lead the Techmen 
to a 6-4 record. Utz rushed for 
777 yards to lead the squad, 
while Schweickert ran and 
threw for 1,409 yards of total 
offense. The highlight of the 
season came when Tech 
downed 10"-ranked Florida 
State, 20-11, at Miles 
Stadium. Schweickert punted 
eight times for a 47.4-yard 
average that day, prompting

Frank Loria 

Statistics alone do not 
reveal the gridiron value of 
Frank Loria, Tech’s first 
consensus All-American. The 
5-9, 175-pound safety was a 
big hitter with a “sixth-sense”. 

Loria, who also excelled as 
a punt returner, helped the 
1966 Tech team to an 8-1-1 
regular-season record and a 
Liberty Bowl bid. The 
Clarksburg, W.Va., native was 
named All-America by The 
Associated Press and the 
Football Writers Association. 
That year, he returned three 
punts for touchdowns, 
including one 80 yards against 
Florida State that helped Tech 
beat the Seminoles, 23-21, in 
Blacksburg. He also saved the 
William & Mary game with a 
fourth-quarter interception. 

His senior season, Loria 
was ranked eighth in the nation 
in punt returns and picked off 
three passes. Tech’s star was 
named to the top six All- 
America first teams. For his 
career, Loria started all 31 
games in which he was eligible 
to play on the varsity. 

In 1970, a plane carrying 
the Marshall University football 
team crashed in West Virginia, 
killing all passengers. Assistant 
coach Frank Loria was on the 
plane. In 1972, Omicron Delta 
Kappa, a national leadership 
fraternity, dedicated an award 
in the memory of Frank Loria 
for the Tech student-athlete 
who exemplifies citizenship, 
leadership and athletic and 
academic achievement. 


SIDELINES 


The Hokies took their longest regular-season football trip 
ever in October of 1959, traveling to Canyon, Texas to be 
West Texas State’s homecoming foe. Tech shook off any ill 
effects of the long trip to spoil the Buffaloes’ party with a last- 
second, 26-21 victory. The winning touchdown came when 
Tech’s Terry Strock grabbed a 25-yard pass from quarterback 
Frank Eastman with just 11 seconds left in the game. The 
only time a Tech football team traveled farther was following 
the 1946 season when the Hokies played Cincinnati in the 
Sun Bowl game at El Paso, Texas. 
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Tech and Florida State provided some of the biggest 
thrills for Hokie football fans during the 1960s. In 1964, Tech 
defeated the nationally 10th-ranked Seminoles, 20-11, at 
Miles Stadium in a game that featured the heroics of 
quarterback Bob Schweickert. Two years later, the Hokies 
and Seminoles treated a 1966 Tech homecoming crowd to 
a classic battle that saw the home team preserve a 23-21 
victory with a goal-line stand and an interception in the final 
quarter. The thrills kept coming for Tech fans in 1968 when 
a 3-3 Tech team turned its season around with a stunning 
40-22 upset of 14-point favorite FSU in Tallahassee. That 
win, fueled by linebacker-turned-tailback Kenny Edwards, 
keyed a five-game Tech winning streak that led to a Liberty 


Bowl bid. 


Liberty Bowl Teams 

Coach Jerry Claiborne took 
Tech teams to the Liberty Bowl 
in 1966 and 1968. The 
Techmen went 8-1-1 in ’66 to 
earn a spot opposite the Miami 
Hurricanes in the Memphis, 
Tenn., bowl. Two years later, 
Tech finished with five straight 
wins for a 7-3 regular-season 
mark that secured it a return 
trip to the Liberty Bowl to play 
the University of Mississippi. 

Tech earned respect with its 
two bowl visits, but fell short of 
getting what it wanted most — 
a victory. Jimmy Richards 
blocked a Miami punt to set up 
a Tech touchdown in the 1966 
game, but it wasn’t enough as 
the Gobblers fell 14-7 to the 
ninth-ranked Hurricanes. In 
68, Tech built a 17-0 first- 
quarter lead, only to see Ole 
Miss storm back behind a 
quarterback named Archie 
Manning for a 34-17 win. 

The bowl experience left an 
indelible mark on at least one 
of the Tech players. Frank 
Beamer, a starting defensive 
back on the 1966 and ‘68 
teams, would return to guide 
the school to unprecedented 
postseason success in the 
1990s and beyond. 


Charlie Coffey 

When Charlie Coffey 
arrived in Blacksburg in 1971, 
he set the program awash in 
orange, made a whirlwind 
media tour of the state to 
promote the Virginia Tech 
football team and improved the 
athletic facilities. Most 
significantly, the new coach 


broke with Tech tradition and 
installed a pass-happy 
offense. 

Coffey, the defensive 
coordinator at Arkansas before 
coming to Tech, turned over 
his offense to Dan Henning. 
Henning, who had starred at 
William & Mary and went on to 
become the head coach of the 
Atlanta Falcons, put the ball in 
the air. He tutored a rangy 
right-hander by the name of 
Don Strock who smashed all 
of Tech’s previous passing 
records. Strock threw to tight 
end Mike Burnop who caught 
a team-record 46 passes, and 
Donnie Reel who led the team 
in reception yardage with 705 
in 1971. Tech’s air excitement 
and Coffey’s promotion 
prompted Hokie fans to 
purchase 1972 season tickets 
in record numbers to witness 
“Explosion ’72.” 

The highlight of the 72 
season came when Tech 
upset 19'-ranked Oklahoma 
State in Blacksburg. Dave 
Strock, Don’s brother, kicked 
the game-winning field goal 
with 12 seconds remaining to 
lift Tech to a 34-32 victory. 
That season, Strock threw to 
Ricky Scales, J.B. Barber and 
Craig Valentine in addition to 
Burnop and Reel. He led the 
nation in passing and total 
offense, and his 3,170 yards 
passing was the fourth-highest 
total in NCAA history at the 
time. 

After a disappointing 1973 
campaign, Coffey left 
Blacksburg and took his aerial 
show with him. 


The 1975 Season 

The Tech football program 
went from one extreme to the 
other when Jimmy Sharpe took 
the reins in 1974 and installed 
a wishbone offense. 

The Techmen struggled to 
adjust at first, losing their first 
four games of ’74. Then, in 
game five at South Carolina, 
things started to click. Three 
different Tech players rushed 
for over 100 yards as the 
Hokies surprised the 
Gamecocks, 31-17. The team 
went on to win four of its last 
seven games. Two of the 
losses came by one point and 
the other by seven. 

In 1975, Sharpe’s team 
posted Tech’s best record of 
the decade and the school’s 
best mark since 1966. Tech 
rebounded from two season- 
opening losses to win eight of 
its last nine games. That stretch 
produced some of the decade’s 
most memorable wins. 

Tech shocked Auburn, 23- 
16, at Jordan-Hare Stadium in 
Alabama. Running back 
Roscoe Coles had an 89-yard 
touchdown run and quarterback 
Phil Rogers threw for one 
touchdown and ran for another 
to lead the Tech offense. It was 
the defense, however, that 
saved the day. With two 


minutes left in the contest, 
Auburn drove from its own 20- 
yard line to the Tech 5. Auburn 
had first and goal but could 
not score. 

The Techmen gobbled up 
Auburn on two running plays 
before the Tigers threw an 
incomplete pass. On fourth 
down, the Auburn quarterback 
dropped back to pass, could 
not find an open receiver and 
was forced to run out of 
bounds. Linebacker Rick 
Razzano, noseguard Bill 
Houseright, tackle Tom 
Beasley and end Keith 
McCarter keyed that Tech 
defense. 

Against Florida State in a 
Homecoming tilt, senior kicker 
Wayne Latimer boomed a 
school-record 61-yard field 
goal to knock off the 
Seminoles, 13-10. The 
defense stood tall again, 
holding FSU on downs from 
the Tech 12-yard line in the 
final minutes. 

The defense also turned in 
the big play in a 24-17 win 
over Virginia that year. The 
Wahoos had the ball on Tech’s 
14-yard line with one minute 
left in the game when Beasley 
forced a fumble with a sack of 
UVa quarterback Scott 
Gardner.

Bill Dooley 

When Tech President Bill 
Lavery offered Bill Dooley the 
dual role of head football 
coach and athletic director in 
the winter of 1977, Tech fans 
were excited. Dooley had 
annually taken the best high 
school talent from the Old 
Dominion and brought it to 
Chapel Hill to build fine teams 
at the University of North 
Carolina. 

Dooley was brought to 
Blacksburg to rebuild the Tech 
eleven. He would do that with 
a strong running game and a 
very good defense. Under 
Dooley, the nickname Hokies 
came to the forefront and the 
Gobblers faded away; the 
Gobbler mascot was 
transformed into the 
HokieBird; and a new VT logo 
was adopted. 

Dooley started the 1978 
season with some players he 
inherited from the previous 
staff. Safety Gene Bunn broke 
the school interception record 
in ’78. Kenny Lewis, a fleet 
tailback, set a school single- 
game rushing record with 223 
yards vs. VMI. Fullback 
Mickey Fitzgerald was a 
power runner and blocker who 
carried the nickname “The 
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Incredible Hulk.” 
Wingback Sidney 
Snell emerged under 
Dooley. 

A strong recruiter, 
Dooley brought in 
running back Cyrus 
Lawrence, tight end 
Mike Shaw, defensive 
tackle Padro Phillips, 
and offensive 
linemen Wally 
Browne and George 
Evans for the 1979 
season. 

Dooley would go 
on to compile the best 
record of any Tech 
head coach to that 
point. He would guide 
the Hokies to three bowl 
games and their first- 
ever bowl victory before leaving 
the program under a cloud of 
controversy following the 1986 
season. 


1980 Peach Bowl 
Virginia Tech got the 
decade rolling with an 8-3 
regular-season record in 1980 
and a date in Atlanta for the 
Peach Bowl. Coach Bill 
Dooley’s Hokies opened the 
season with a 16-7 road victory 
over Wake Forest in front of a 
regionally-televised ABC-TV 
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audience. The Techmen 
whitewashed archrival 
Virginia, 30-0, at Lane 
Stadium in front of the state’s 
first 50,000 crowd for football. 
The Hokies then bested West 
Virginia, 34-11. Tech made its 
first bowl appearance since 
the 1968 season when it was 
invited to play 18'"-ranked 
Miami in the Peach Bowl. The 
Hurricanes defeated the 


Dooley gang, 20-10, in a hard- 


fought game. 


Cyrus Lawrence 
% rushed for 3,767 
yards as a Hokie. 


Cyrus Lawrence 

On the second carry of his 
collegiate career, tailback 
Cyrus Lawrence ran 59 yards 
for a touchdown. It would be 
the longest run of his Tech 
career. But that didn’t stop 
Lawrence from going on to 
become the Hokies’ all-time 
rushing leader. He did it the 
hard way with four- and five- 
yard gains. He turned in just 
14 runs of more than 20 yards 
while at Tech and had only 
three runs over 40 yards. 


In 1980, Lawrence rushed 
for 1,221 yards in 10 games to 
set a Tech single-season 
rushing mark. The 1,221 yards 
ranked him eighth nationally. 
Lawrence set another school 
record with six 100-yard 
games. 

Lawrence was tough 
enough to carry the ball 29 
times a game his junior year 
after averaging 27 carries in 
80. During the 1981 season, 
Lawrence gained 1,403 yards 
to break his own school record 
and finish seventh in the 
country. He gained 202 yards 
against Virginia. 

The star back suffered a 
season-ending knee injury just 

four games into his senior 
season. He totaled 3,767 
yards in his 35-game Tech 
career to establish the 
school’s career record. He 
averaged 107.6 yards rushing 
per game and turned ina 
school-record 16 100-yard 
rushing games in his career. 


Bruuuuuuuuce 

Coach Bill Dooley loved 
defense and Dooley, as well 
as Tech fans everywhere, 

loved Bruce Smith. 

At 6-3, 276 pounds, 
Smith had tremendous 
agility and speed for a 
player of his size. During 
his four-year Tech career at 

tackle, Bruce became the most 
honored football player in 
school history at the time. As a 
junior in 1983, the Norfolk, Va., 
native recorded 22 quarterback 
sacks and was a first-team Alll- 
American. 

Smith didn’t get any easier 
to block his senior year as he 
registered 16 more sacks and 
made a career-high 69 tackles 
in leading Tech to an 
Independence Bowl 
appearance. 

The “Sack Man” won the 
Outland Trophy as America’s 
top lineman and was a 
consensus All-American. Smith 
had a career total of 71 tackles 
behind the line of scrimmage 
for losses, totaling more than 
five times the length of a 
football field (504 yards). 

In 1985, the Buffalo Bills 
made Bruce Smith the No. 1 
pick in the NFL draft. 


gave Tech its first bow! win. 


The Kick 

With four seconds left in 
the New Peach Bowl at 
Atlanta on Dec. 31, 1986, 
Virginia Tech trailed North 
Carolina State, 24-22. Pass 
interference was called on the 
Wolfpack as it was defending 
Tech wingback David Everett. 

The penalty moved the 
football to State’s 23-yard line. 
The Hokies were within field 
goal range — the range of 
kicker Chris Kinzer. 

State called a timeout to 
rattle the Tech sophomore. 
Tech finally snapped the ball 
for the 40-yard field goal 
attempt. Kinzer kicked and 
was knocked down on his 
follow through. The ball sailed 
through the uprights as time 
expired and Tech won, 25-24. 

It was Tech’s first bowl 
victory ever. 


Frank Beamer 

Frank Beamer roamed the 
Tech defensive backfield for 
teams that went to Liberty 
Bowls in 1966 and 1968. After 
he left Blacksburg, he 
embarked on a coaching 
career that included stops as 
an assistant at Maryland, The 
Citadel and Murray State. He 
was promoted to head coach 
at Murray State in 1981 and 
ran the Racer program for six 
years. 

The ex-cornerback came 
back to Tech as the first 
alumnus to guide the Tech 
football program since 1945. 
In replacing the departed Bill 
Dooley, he brought back to 
Blacksburg the trademark 


defense that he learned as a 
Tech player under Jerry 
Claiborne and a healthy 
respect for the importance of 
special teams. He also 
brought back to Blacksburg 
some of the best teams in the 
land. 

In his first five years on the 
job, Beamer’s squads faced 
29 bowl-bound teams and 18 
Top 20 opponents. Nine of his 
first 27 games at the helm 
were against Top 10 teams. In 
1987, the Tech slate was rated 
the most difficult in the nation. 

Tech pulled off two big 
upsets over two of those top 
teams. The Hokies knocked off 
a Major Harris-led West 
Virginia team in Morgantown, 
12-10, in 1989, behind four 
Mickey Thomas field goals and 
a fired-up defense. The victory 
over the ninth-ranked 
Mountaineers started a three- 
game winning streak over 
West Virginia — the first time 
Tech had reeled off three 
consecutive wins over WVU. 

The Hokies also registered 
a momentous victory over 
Virginia in the 1990 season 
finale. The Wahoos had been 
ranked No. 1 in the nation for 
part of the season and 54,157 
spectators, the largest football

crowd in the history of the 
state at the time, came to see 
the two teams tangle. ESPN 
also came and televised the 
tilt nationally. Vaughn Hebron 
rushed for 142 yards to lead 
the Hokie offense, and 
quarterback Will Furrer threw 
three touchdown passes in 
the 38-13 win. 

Those upsets were just a 
hint of things to come under 
Beamer.

One of the trademarks of Coach Frank Beamer’s teams 
at Virginia Tech has been outstanding special teams — most 
notably, blocking kicks. In the 1990s, no Division I-A team 
blocked more kicks than the Hokies. Tech blocked a total of 
63 kicks during the decade, including 31 punts, 18 PATs and 
14 field goals. Blocked kicks played key roles in Tech bowl 
wins against Indiana in the 1993 Independence Bowl and 
versus Alabama in the 1998 Music City Bowl. From 1990 
through 1999, thirty-one different Tech players blocked kicks 


while playing for Beamer. 


2002 VIRGINIA TECH FOOTBALL 


The ‘BIG’ Break 

After competing as a 
football independent for 26 
years, the Hokies became a 
charter member of the BIG 
EAST Football Conference 
in 1991. The football-only 
conference, which also 
included Boston College, 
Miami, Pittsburgh, Rutgers, 
Syracuse, Temple and West 
Virginia, was formally 
announced on Feb. 5, 1991, 
by Commissioner Michael 
Tranghese. 

No team in the newly- 
formed league benefited 
from the alliance as much 
as Virginia Tech. The 
Hokies finally had a stage 
for their football program, 
and it would only be a short 
time before they seized the 
spotlight. 

Starting in 1993, the first 
season of round-robin play 
in the conference, Tech 
began a nine-year span that 
saw it register the most 
wins of any team in the 
league. During that stretch, 
the Hokies were the only 
BIG EAST school to 
participate in a bowl each 
season. Tech would win the 
conference title in 1995 and 
1999 and share it in 1996. 
The Hokies also would 
represent the league in the 
Bowl Championship Series 
each of those three 
seasons. 
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Heading to 
Another Level 

Beamer’s success at Tech 
was not immediate. And it did 
not come without hard times. 
Shortly after Beamer took over 
the reins in Blacksburg, the 
Tech football program was hit 
with NCAA sanctions for 
problems that occurred during 
the previous regime. Those 
sanctions included two years 
of scholarship reductions that 
impeded Beamer’s success 
into the next decade. In 1992, 
the Hokies suffered through a 
gut-wrenching season that 
saw them hold fourth-quarter 
leads in seven of their 11 
games, but win just two 
games. The final record was 
2-8-1. 

Out of the ashes of the 
1992 season came a rebirth 
that would ultimately mark the 
beginning of the most 
successful period in the history 
of the program. During the 
spring of ‘93, the Hokies made 
some changes. They added 
some new faces to the 
coaching staff. They adopted 
an attacking style of defense 
that emphasized speed and 
aggressiveness. They fine- 
tuned the offense and turned it 
over to quarterback coach 
Rickey Bustle, who was 
elevated to offensive 
coordinator. Tech’s faith in 
Frank Beamer was about to 
pay off. 

The result was an 8-3 
regular-season record and a 
rousing 45-21 victory over 
Indiana of the Big Ten in the 
Independence Bowl. It was the 
first year of round-robin play in 
the BIG EAST Conference, 
and the Hokies finished a 
surprising fourth. The Tech 
offense rewrote the school 
record book, accumulating 
4,885 total yards, scoring 400 
points and averaging 36.4 
points per game. 


1995 - Sweet Success 

One of the most 
memorable seasons in Virginia 
Tech football history did not 
start out memorably. 

First there was a 20-14 
home loss to Boston College. 
Then there was a forgettable 
16-0 home whitewashing at 
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the hands of Cincinnati. With 
Miami — an opponent Tech 
had never beaten in 12 tries 
— on the horizon, prospects 
for a third straight bowl trip 
didn’t appear to be bright. 

As it turned out, that 
appearance was deceiving. 
Fueled by the leadership of a 
strong senior class, Tech 
defeated Miami for the first 
time ever, 13-7, in a heart- 
stopping finish. And the 
Hokies didn’t stop there. They 
won their last nine regular- 
season games in a row 
capped by a sensational 
comeback victory over 
archrival Virginia. Along the 
way, the Hokies also collected 
their first BIG EAST 
championship. 

Not only did Tech get its 
third straight bowl trip, it gota 
big one. As the BIG EAST 
representative in the Bowl 
Alliance, the Hokies earned a 
trip to New Orleans for the 
Sugar Bowl. Over 25,000 Tech 
fans went along for the ride.

On New Year’s Eve 1995, 
the Tech football program 
scored its biggest victory to 
date when it came from 
behind to defeat Texas, 28-10. 
The stirring victory capped a 
10-2 season and helped the 
Hokies to their highest ever 
finish in the national polls at 
the time. 

Tech followed by winning a 
school-record 10 regular- 
season games on the way to 
another 10-2 mark in 1996. 
The Hokies appeared in the 
Orange Bowl and held their 
own before losing to powerful 
Nebraska. Winning records 
and bowl games followed 
again in 1997 and 1998. 


A Stepping Stone 

Of all the successful Tech 
football teams of the 1990s, 
the 1998 squad may have 
been the most surprising. It 
was supposed to be a 
rebuilding year for the men in 
orange and maroon. No one 
gave them a chance to win big 
or to challenge for the BIG 
EAST championship — but 
they did both. 

Tech fooled the experts 
that season and actually 
finished just three or four 
plays away from an unbeaten 
record. The Hokies “rebuilt” 
with a 9-3 record and suffered 
their three losses by a total 
margin of 10 points. Ina 
showdown with Syracuse for 


the BIG EAST title, Tech lost in 
heart-breaking fashion at the 
Carrier Dome on the last play 
of the game. 

The team benefited from 
both great leadership and 
great character. It bounced 
back from each tough loss to 
win its next game. The Hokies 
capped their unexpected run 
with a dominating 38-7 victory 
against tradition-rich Alabama 
in the inaugural American 
General Music City Bowl in 
Nashville, Tenn. The Crimson 
Tide entered the game with an 
all-time 10-0 record against 
Tech and more bowl wins than 
any other college program. 
They exited with the second- 
worst bowl loss in their storied 
gridiron history. 

Following the game, Coach 
Frank Beamer was beaming 
with pride as he addressed the 
large following of Tech fans 
whose enthusiasm was never 
dampened by the evening’s 
wind and freezing rain. 

“This is for the future,” the 
Tech coach said. “We’ve talked 
about trying to get up that 
ladder (to the top of the college 
football ranks). | think we took 
another step, maybe two 
steps, because when you beat 
a team like Alabama it means 
something.” 

For Virginia Tech it meant a 
lot. The victory set the stage 
for the Hokies’ greatest football 
season ever. 
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Lee Corso (donning the HokieBird head) and the ESPN GameDay crew 
came to Blackburg twice in 1999. 


Sign of the Times 

The sign was simple. It 
was written in block letters 
and taped to a door in the 
football offices. It read: 
“Preparing to Win a National 
Championship’. 

It seemed a bold thought 
for a program that just seven 
years earlier had produced 
only two wins. But Tech’s 
1999 team took it to heart. 
They lived and breathed that 
thought. 

There were plenty of 
reasons for the Hokies to be 
excited about the ‘99 season. 
Thirteen starters were 
returning, including seven on 
defense. The special teams 
were loaded with experienced 
performers. The preseason 


rankings were Tech’s highest 
ever. Season ticket sales were 
soaring. And there was this 
new kid at quarterback named 
Michael Vick. 

All the excitement was 
tempered, however, by 
reminders of the recent past. 
A year earlier, Tech had 
started fast with a 5-0 record 
only to have its hopes dashed 
by an upset loss to Temple. 
Memories of that loss served 
as fuel to stay focused in 
1999. 

From the first day of 
practice, the 1999 squad set 
out to take the season one 
game at a time, to prepare the 
same way for each opponent. 
And that is exactly what they 
did — 11 games in a row. 


The season unfolded in 
storybook fashion with Vick 
and All-American defensive 
end Corey Moore playing 
leading roles. Among the 
prominent chapters were a 
hard-fought 31-11 Thursday 
night victory against Clemson 
on ESPN, a stunning 62-0 
victory against Syracuse and a 
fifth-consecutive win against 
the Miami Hurricanes, this 
time by a score of 43-10. The 
Hokies defeated state-rival 
Virginia on the road, 31-7, and 
escaped with an unforgettable, 
last-second 22-20 victory at 
West Virginia. Along the way, 
Tech was visited by the ESPN 
GameDay crew twice and 
drew media attention from 
coast-to-coast. The Hokies 
rose to No. 2 in both national 
polls and capped their first 
ever 11-0 regular season with 
a convincing 38-14 win over 
Boston College. 

As for the sign, it remained 
posted on the office door 
throughout the season. 


A Shot at the Title 
Tech’s reward for its first 
unbeaten, untied regular- 
season mark since 1918 was 
an invitation to the Nokia 
Sugar Bowl where the Hokies 
would battle No. 1 Florida 
State for the 
title of 
national 
champions. 
The Tech 
football 
program was 
breaking new 
ground once 
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again with yet-another first 
under Coach Frank Beamer. 

Before a crowd of 79,280 
— the largest crowd ever to 
view a Sugar Bowl game at 
the Superdome — the two 
teams staged a grand finale 
to the season. 

Although Tech’s offense 
was able to gobble up 
yardage in the early going, 
the Hokies were stung by 
uncharacteristic mistakes in 
the kicking game. FSU struck 
quickly from touchdowns on a 
blocked punt and a punt 
return. With six minutes left in 
the first half, Tech trailed 
28-7. 

A defensive stand deep in 
Tech territory gave the Hokies 
one last chance in the first 
half. Soarked by quarterback 
Michael Vick, Tech marched 
80 yards. Vick capped the 
drive with a 3-yard TD run to 
narrow the score to 28-14 at 
the half. 

Vick’s touchdown started 
a run of 22 straight points that 
vaulted Tech into a 29-28 
lead in the third quarter. In the 
end, however, it was the 
Seminoles’ ability to produce 
big plays that made the 
difference. Led by MVP Peter 
Warrick, FSU scored 18 
unanswered points in the 
fourth quarter to gain its first 
12-0 season and its second 
national title with a 46-29 win. 

Tech’s 1999 dream 
season did not end the way it 
had hoped, but the Hokies 
proved without a doubt that 
they belonged in the top 
echelon of college football. 


Following the 1999 season, 
Corey Moore became Virginia Tech’s 
most honored football player ever. 
The senior defensive end earned 
the Bronko Nagurski Award as 
college football's defensive player 
of the year and won the Lombardi 
Award as the college football lineman 
of the year. He became just the second 7 
Tech player to gain unanimous All-America 


honors and was named the Football News’ Defensive Player 
of the Year. He finished the season with 60 tackles, 17 
quarterback sacks, 11 additional tackles for loss, 25 hurries, 
three pass deflections, three fumbles caused and a fumble 
return for a touchdown. 


Coach Frank Beamer and the Hokies were on college football's 
grandest stage when Virginia Tech took on Florida State for the 
national championship in the 2000 Nokia Sugar Bowl.

Michael Vick 

Although his stay in 
Blacksburg was relatively 
brief, Michael Vick’s impact on 
the Virginia Tech football 
program figures to be long- 
lasting. 

During the mercurial 
quarterback’s two seasons 
under center, the Hokies 
enjoyed unprecedented 
success. Tech posted back-to- 
back 11-1 seasons, appeared 
in a national championship 
game and finished with its 
highest-ever national 
rankings. The two- 
year period 
produced sky- 
rocketing ticket 
sales, increased 
contributions and 
an incredible flurry 
of media exposure 
that extended from 
coast-to-coast. All but 
two of Vick’s games at 
Tech were televised. 
Every home game of 
his career was played 
before a sellout crowd. 

Vick didn’t create all the 
success and exposure single- 
handedly. He had plenty of 
help. But every time he took 
the field, he generated the 
type of excitement that comes 
with special players. 

Tech’s coaches realized 
early-on that Vick was a 
special player. However, it 
wasn’t until the 1999 season 
that they found out just how 
special he would be. 


Coach Frank Beamer 
promised to redshirt Vick during 
his first year at Tech and held 
to that promise during a rash of 
injuries at quarterback early in 
the 1998 season. Bolstered by 
the redshirt season, the 6-1, 
207-pound left-hander from 
Newport News, Va., made the 
most anticipated debut in 
school history when the Hokies 
opened their 1999 season 
against James Madison. 

In his first collegiate game, 


Michael Vick appeared on numerous national 
magazine covers during his two years playing at Tech. 


Vick dazzled the fans with three 
touchdown runs in just over a 
quarter of play. The last of 
those three scores ended with 
a national highlight reel flip into 
the end zone. It was the first of 
many highlights for the young 
quarterback. 

Vick accounted for five first- 
half touchdowns in a win at 
Rutgers. He stunned West 
Virginia with his last-minute 
heroics to set up a game- 


winning field goal. His 75-yard 
touchdown run against Temple 
was shown coast-to-coast. He 
accounted for four more 
touchdowns and 366 yards of 
offense in the regular-season 
finale against Boston College. 
Vick’s reputation was 
building. On Jan. 3, 2000, he 
captivated a national audience 
with a mesmerizing 
performance against No. 1 
Florida State in the national 
championship game. Vick 


accounted for 322 yards of 
offense against the Seminoles’ 
vaunted defense, and even 
though FSU came on to win 
the game in the final quarter, 
he was the talk of a nation. In 
the blink of an eye, Michael 
Vick became a household 
name. 

The honors rolled in. Vick 
won an ESPY as the nation’s 
top college player. He was 
awarded the first-ever Archie 


Tech fans everywhere were riding high with Michael Vick when the freshman quarterback led the Hokies to an 
undefeated regular season in 1999 and a berth in the 2000 Sugar Bowl national championship game. 
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Griffin Award as the nation’s 
most valuable player in college 
football. He finished third in the 
balloting for the Heisman 
Trophy and second in the 
voting for The Associated 
Press Player of the Year. He 
was named first-team All- 
America by The Sporting News 
and second team by the AP. 
By the time his sophomore 
season began, Vick had 
appeared on practically every 
preseason magazine cover 
and been touted as a Heisman 
favorite. Early on, he filled the 
highlights again with his quick 
feet and powerful arm. 
There was an amazing 
82-yard touchdown 
run at Boston College 
and a pair of long TD 
passes against West 
Virginia. As the season 

progressed, however, 
swarming defenses and a 
troublesome high ankle 
sprain began to take their 
toll. 

Vick bounced back from 
six sacks to ice Tech’s first win 
at Syracuse since 1986 with a 
55-yard touchdown run with 
less than two minutes 
remaining. A week later against 
Pittsburgh, he was knocked out 
of the game in the second 
quarter. The Hokies went on to 
win that game, but the 
following week, with Vick 
limited to 19 plays off the 
bench against Miami, Tech 
suffered its lone loss of the 
2000 season. 

After starting a home 
victory against Virginia, Vick 
returned to form in the Toyota 
Gator Bowl, helping the Hokies 
to a 41-20 victory over 
Clemson and gaining MVP 
honors in the process. It would 
be his last game in a Tech 
uniform. 

In early January, the Tech 
star announced his intentions 
to turn pro during a press 
conference at the Hampton 
Road’s Boys and Girls Club 
near his old neighborhood. On 
that day he assured Tech fans 
he would “always be a Hokie.” 

On Apr. 21, Hokie fans 
everywhere couldn’t have been 
prouder when Vick was named 
the No. 1 pick in the 2001 NFL 
draft.

Jim Pyne 


Center ¢ 1993 


In 1993, Jim Pyne achieved 
something even Bruce Smith 
failed to do — earn unanimous 
All-America honors. Pyne 
helped pave the way fora 
Virginia Tech offensive unit that 


set school season marks for 
total offense and scoring in 
1993. 

The Hokies averaged 
444.1 yards and 36.4 points 
per game and finished 14th 
nationally in total offense, 
11th in scoring offense and 
10th in rushing. 

Pyne was named first- 
team All-America by AP, UPI, 
Walter Camp, the Football 
Writers Association and the 
Football Coaches 
Association (Kodak). He was 
one of the 12 semifinalists 
for the Lombardi Award, 
which goes to the nation’s 
top lineman. 

In four seasons at Tech, 
Pyne played more than 
2,700 snaps and allowed 
just one quarterback sack. 
He started 35 consecutive 
games and 41 of the 42 
games in which he played. 


Corey Moore 


Defensive End 
1998, 1999 (Unanimous) 


Following an outstanding 
senior season, Corey Moore 
became the most honored 
football player in school 
history. Moore was voted first- 
team on all six major All- 
America teams to become the 
Hokies’ second unanimous 
All-American. 

He also won the 1999 
Bronko Nagurski Trophy as 
college football's defensive 
player of the year and 
captured the Lombardi Award 
as the college football 
lineman of the year. 


Moore was selected first- 
team All-America by The 
Associated Press, the 
Football Writers Association, 
the Football Coaches 
Association, Walter Camp, 
The Sporting News and 
Football News. 

He posted a BIG EAST 
record 17 sacks during the 
99 season to go with 11 
other tackles behind the line 
and 60 total tackles. 

Moore also earned All- 
America honors as a junior in 
1998. That season, Moore’s 
first as a starter, he led the 
BIG EAST with 13.5 sacks, 
contributed 67 tackles, 
hurried the quarterback 20 
times and blocked three 
kicks. 

He gained first-team All- 
America recognition from the 
Football Coaches Association 
in 98. Moore was a second- 
team pick by the AP and The 
Sporting News and a third- 
team choice of Football 
News. He was named the 
most valuable player in the 
Hokies’ 38-7 victory over 
Alabama in the 1998 Music 
City Bowl. Moore was named 
the BIG EAST Defensive 
Player of the Year in both 
1998 and ’99.

VIRGINIA TECH’S FIRST-TEAM HONOREES 


Carroll Dale 


E 1959 

After earning second-team Associated 
Press All-America honors as a junior in 
1958, Carroll Dale went on to become the 
first Virginia Tech football player to earn 
first-team All-America honors following the 
1959 season. Dale was named to the 
Football Writers Association (LOOK Magazine) and Newspaper 
Enterprise Association first teams as a senior and was once 
again a second-team choice by AP. A two-way end for the 
Hokies, Dale earned most of his notoriety as a receiver. He led 
Tech in receiving four straight years and finished the ‘59 season 
with 17 receptions for 408 yards and six touchdowns. 


Bob Schweickert 
QB ¢ 1964 

One of the finest triple-threat 
quarterbacks in the history of the Southern 
Conference, Bob Schweickert was named 
to the LOOK All-America team picked by 
the Football Writers Association following 
the 1964 season. Schweickert fought off 
injuries during the ’64 season to rush for 576 yards and nine 
touchdowns and pass for 833 yards and nine more TDs. He led 
the team in total offense with 1,409 yards and also handled the 
punting duties with a 37.7-yard average. Schweickert played a 
big role in Tech wins against Florida State and North Carolina 
State during the season. As a junior in 1963, he was named the 
Southern Conference Player of the Year and earned third-team 
All-America honors from The Associated Press. 


Frank Loria 
S ¢ 1966, 1967 (Consensus) 

Defensive safety Frank Loria was the 
first Tech football player to gain first-team 
All-America honors in back-to-back 
seasons and became the Hokies’ first 
consensus All-America pick in 1967.As a 
junior in 1966, Loria helped Tech to the 
Liberty Bowl as a defender and punt return man. He ranked as 
one of the team’s top hitters and contributed three interceptions 
from his safety position. Loria also contributed three 
touchdowns on punt returns, including a pair of 80-yard 
runbacks. He was named to first-team A-A squads picked by 
The Associated Press and the Football Writers Association and 
was a second-team selection by the Helms Athletic Foundation. 
Loria was named to six major All-America squads following a 
1967 season in which he made big play after big play. He 
finished the year with three interceptions and 420 yards on punt 
returns, including a 95-yard return for a touchdown against 
Miami. His first-team honors came from AP, United Press 
International, Newspaper Enterprise Association, the Football 
Coaches Association, the Football Writers Association and the 
Walter Camp Foundation. 
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Mike Widger 
LB ¢ 1968 

Mike Widger capped an incredible 
junior season by earning first-team All- 
America honors from The Associated 
Press and the Football Writers 
Association. Widger compiled a record 
825 tackling points and was among the 
national leaders in pass interceptions (7) and return yardage 
(203 yards). He returned two of his interceptions for 
touchdowns and scored another TD after pulling the football 
loose from a Kansas State running back and racing 46 yards 
to the end zone. He was named the Sports Illustrated National 
Lineman of the Week after helping Tech to a 17-6 win at South 
Carolina. Widger posted 15 unassisted tackles, 14 assists and 
trapped Gamecock quarterback Tommy Suggs five times 
behind the line for losses of 41 yards. 


Bruce Smith 


DT e 1983, 1984. (Consensus) 

Bruce Smith was named to first-team 
All-America squads picked by the 
Football Coaches Association (Kodak) 
and the Newspaper Enterprise 
Association after registering an incredible 
22 quarterback sacks as a junior in 1983. 
Smith, who also was named to The Associated Press second 
team that year, finished the ‘83 season with a total of 55 
tackles, 31 of which were behind the line scrimmage for losses 
of 223 yards. As a senior in 1984, Smith accumulated 16 
sacks and nine other tackles behind the line despite being 
double and triple teamed. He finished the year with 69 total 
tackles and was a consensus All-America pick, making first 
teams selected by AP, the Football Writers of America, Kodak 
and Walter Camp. He missed being a unanimous A-A when 
UPI named him second team. Smith capped his honors by 
winning the Outland Trophy as the nation’s top interior 
lineman. He was the first player picked in the 1985 NFL draft. 


Eugene Chung 


OT e 1991 

When Eugene Chung was named to 
the Football Writers Association All- 
America team following his senior 
season, he became the first Tech 
offensive lineman to win first-team 
All-America honors. Chung 
started every game at tackle for the Hokies in 1991, 
allowing just one quarterback sack in 730 plays. He 
was rated the top collegiate offensive lineman in the 
NFL draft by The Sporting News and was listed as one 
of the five most-draftable players overall in the college 
ranks by the NFL Scouting Combine. The Washington 
Gridiron Club honored Chung as the National Lineman 
of the Year. 


Cornell Brown 


DE e 1995 (Consensus), 1996 

Cornell Brown became the first Virginia Tech football player to gain 
consensus All-America honors as a junior when he was named to five first 
teams in 1995. Brown, who was named the BIG EAST Conference Defensive 
Player of the Year after leading the league in sacks with 14, was a first-team A-A 
pick by AP, UPI, the Football Writers Association, The Sporting News and 
Football News. He finished the year with 103 total tackles, 25 of them behind 
the line of scrimmage. He was selected National Defensive Player of the Year by Football News and 
was one of five finalists for the Defensive Player of the Year selected by the Football Writers’ 
Association of America. In 1996, Brown missed three games, but still earned first-team honors from 
Walter Camp and second-team recognition from AP. He posted eight sacks, five other tackles behind 
the line, 19 quarterback hurries and 58 total tackles during the ‘96 season. 


Billy Conaty 


Ce 1996 

Considered one of the top offensive linemen in school history, Bill Conaty 
saw action on 98 percent of Virginia Tech’s offensive plays in 1996 and went on 
to earn first-team All-America honors from The Sporting News. Conaty helped 
the Hokies to a 10-2 record and a trip to the Orange Bowl that season, grading 
a winning percentage in 10 of the 12 games and leading the squad with 65 
knockdown blocks. He finished his career by setting an all-time school record 
for starts and consecutive starts with 48. 


Michael Vick 


QB ¢ 1999 

In a spectacular freshman season that saw him lead Virginia Tech to its first- 
ever 11-0 regular season and its first appearance in the national championship 
game, Michael Vick became the first Tech freshman football player to earn first- 
team All-America honors. Vick was named first-team by The Sporting News. He 
also was a second-team pick by The Associated Press. The redshirt freshman 
quarterback was third in the voting for the 1999 Heisman Trophy and second in 
the voting for the AP Player of the Year. Vick led Division I-A in passing efficiency (180.37), setting an 
NCAA record for a freshman in the process. He was voted both the BIG EAST Offensive Player of 
the Year and Rookie of the Year. He completed 59.2 percent of his passes for 1,840 yards and 12 
touchdowns. He also contributed 585 yards and eight TDs rushing. 


André Davis 


PR e 2000 

A year after showing 
he had big-play ability as 
a receiver, André Davis 
proved he also was 
dangerous as a punt 
returner. Davis finished 
the 2000 season second in the Division I-A 
ranks in punt returns and earned first-team 
All-America honors on the American Football 
Coaches Association team as a return 
specialist. Davis returned 18 punts for 396 
yards for a school-record average of 22 yards 
per return. He tied another school season 
mark when he returned three punts for 
touchdowns. His 87-yard TD return against 
East Carolina was the second-longest in 
school history. He also had a 76-yard 
touchdown return against West Virginia and a 
71-yard return versus Boston College.

Carroll Dale 


A native of Wise, Va., 
Carroll Dale entered Virginia 
Tech in 1956 as an offensive 
and defensive end. After 
seeing varsity action as a 
reserve in the first game of 
the ‘56 season, Dale went on to start the remaining 
39 games of his college career and became Tech’s first bona 
fide All-American. As a junior in 1958, he was named the 
Southern Conference Player of the Year and won the Jacobs 
Blocking Trophy. In 1959, Dale was captain of the Tech team 
and earned first-team All-America honors from the Football 
Writers of America and the Newspaper Enterprise 
Association. He was named to The Associated Press 
second-team All-America squad in both 1958 and 1959. Dale 
led the Hokies in pass receiving each of his four seasons 
and finished his Tech career with 67 pass receptions for 
1,195 yards and 15 touchdowns. He went on to a 
professional football career that lasted more than a decade 
and included a stint with the Green Bay Packers. During his 


time with the Packers, Dale started on three consecutive 
championship teams for legendary coach Vince Lombardi. 
Dale was inducted into the College Football Hall of Fame in 
South Bend, Ind., in 1987.

Bruce Smith 
Known as “The Sack Man” 
of Virginia Tech football and 
hailed by thunderous roars of 
“BRUUUUUCE” during games 
at Lane Stadium, Bruce Smith 
capped his sensational college career in 1984 as the most 
honored player in Hokie history at the time. As a Tech player, 
Smith had a career total of 71 tackles behind the line of 
scrimmage for losses totaling more than five times the length 
of a football field (504 yards). Smith had 46 career quarterback 
sacks, including 22 during his junior season in 1983 when he 
was named first-team All-America by Kodak (coaches) and the 
Newspaper Enterprise Association. In 1984, the Norfolk, Va., 
native won the Outland Trophy as America’s top lineman and 
was a consensus All-American. Smith was the No. 1 player 
picked in the 1985 National Football League draft. During a 
15-year career with the Buffalo Bills, he established himself as 
one of the greatest defensive players ever to play the game. 
Smith signed the Washington Redskins before the 2000 
season and is still a force to reckon with in the NFL. 


Frank Loria 


Despite his 5-9, 175-pound 
frame, Frank Loria was one of the 
most tenacious football players ever 
to play for Virginia Tech. Loria, who started 
every game at safety from 1965-67, rapidly established 
himself as one of Tech’s all-time greats with his uncanny 
ability to diagnose plays and pass patterns. He played every 
defensive play of his sophomore season. During his junior 
year, he helped the Hokies to the Liberty Bowl and earned 
first-team All-America honors from The Associated Press and 
the Football Writers Association. As a senior in 1967, Loria 
became Tech’s first consensus All-American, making seven 
first-team All-America squads. He also was named a first- 
team Academic All-American. Loria finished his Tech career 
with seven interceptions and still holds Tech records for most 
touchdowns on punt returns for a season (3) and career (4) 
and the best punt return average for a career (13.3 ypr). His 
95-yard punt return for a touchdown against Miami in 1967 is 
still the longest in school history. After his playing career, 
Loria joined the coaching staff at Marshall University where 
he became the offensive coordinator. In 1970, at age 23, he 
died in an airplane tragedy that claimed the lives of the 
Marshall football team and staff. He was inducted into the 
College Football Hall of Fame on Dec. 7, 1999. 


Center Jim Pyne became 
Virginia Tech’s first unanimous 
All-American when he made all 
five major teams that were selected 
in 1993. Pyne clinched the unanimous vote when he made 
The Associated Press team. He had already become the 
Hokies’ third consensus All-American by making teams 
picked by the Football Writers of America, the Walter Camp 
Foundation, United Press International and the Coaches’ 
Association for Kodak. In addition to All-America honors, 
Pyne was named winner of the Dudley Award as Virginia’s 
Player of the Year. During his four seasons at Tech, he 
established himself as one of the Hokies’ top linemen of all 
time, leading the charge for the 1993 team that rewrote the 
school record books for scoring and total offense. Pyne 
started 35 consecutive games and 41 of the 42 Tech games 
in which he played. He allowed just one quarterback sack by 
the man he was assigned to block during more than 2,700 
career snaps. Pyne is heading into his ninth season as an 
NEL lineman.

BRUCE SMITH WAS NAMED AMERICA’S TOP LINEMAN IN 1984 


Bruce Smith, “The Sack 
Man” of Virginia Tech football, 
capped his sensational 
college career in 1984 by 
winning the Outland Trophy 
as America’s top lineman. 

The big announcement 
was made by Wilt Browning 
at a press luncheon in Tech’s 
Bowman Room. Browning, a 
sports columnist of The 
Greensboro Daily News and 
a committee member of the 
Football Writers’ Association 
of America, began by reading 
a long list of former Outland 
Trophy winners. He then 
said, “Add to that list today, 
the 1984 winner — Bruce 
Smith of Virginia Tech.” 

Smith, bright and 
articulate, was at his very 
best as he answered 
newsmen’s questions that 


What about the double- 
teaming and triple-teaming he 
received from opposing 
blockers throughout his senior 
season? 

“Oh, it didn’t bother me that 
much,” Smith replied. “I took it 
as a compliment. But it did 
upset my mother.” 

Reporting in The Roanoke 
Times & World News, Bill Brill 
wrote: “The human side of 
Smith was reflected at the 
news conference. Not many 
collegians feel comfortable 
behind a microphone, but 
Bruce not only handled himself 
with aplomb, he also 
demonstrated the qualities that 
make him a special person.” 

Browning explained how the 
nine-member Outland 
committee selected Smith as 
the nation’s top lineman. The 
Greensboro writer said a factor

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that influenced his decision to 
vote for Smith was a release 
that quoted opposing coaches 
and players about the Hokie 
tackle. “The one thing though, 
that stuck in my mind was the 
statistic on his tackles for 
losses,” Browning said. “In four 
years at Virginia Tech, he 


accounted for losses totaling 
more than five times the length 
of a football field (504 yards). 
That's amazing.” 

Smith was a consensus All- 
American and was the first 
Virginian to win one of the 
national awards (including the 
Heisman and the Lombardi).

COREY MOORE WON TWO TOP TROPHIES IN 1999 


When Corey Moore first 
came to the Virginia Tech 
campus, all people saw was 
a guy who had been labeled 
as “too small” his whole life. 
What they ended up getting 
was one of the best 
defensive ends to ever play 
the position in college 
football. 

In his first year as a 
starter, he was named the 
BIG EAST Defensive Player 
of the Year after posting 13.5 
sacks and 69 tackles. He 
followed that campaign up 
with a senior season people 
will be talking about for years 
to come. The Brownsville, 
Tenn., native recorded 17.0 
sacks and 11 tackles for loss. 

In three years on campus, 
Moore amassed 35.0 sacks 
for losses totalling 292 yards. 
He also left town as the most 
decorated player ever to put 
on the Hokie uniform. He won 
the 1999 Bronko Nagurski 
Award as college football's 


defensive player of the year. 
Moore also won the 1999 
Lombardi Award as college 
football's lineman of the year. 
He became Tech’s second-ever 
unanimous All-American, 
joining Jim Pyne. Moore won 
the Dudley Award as the top 
college player in Virginia, the 
BIG EAST Defensive Player of 
the Year award again and was 
selected as Football News’ 
Defensive Player of the Year. 

But through all of the 
awards and accolades, Moore 
always stayed humble, 
directing the spotlight toward 
his teammates. 

“I’m very uncomfortable 
with all of the attention, but | 
don’t want to be rude,” Moore 
said. “I just think it’s 
unfortunate that everyone 
wants to throw all the attention 
on me when the defensive line 
as a whole deserves the 
attention.” 

Moore will always be 
remembered as a terror on the 


field and the exact opposite off 
the field. 

“Corey Moore is a special 
player,’ Coach Frank Beamer 
said, “but more importantly, he 
is a great person.” 

At 6-foot, 225 pounds, 
Moore was constantly 
questioned about his size, but 


his heart and athleticism more 
than made up for that. Despite 
being double and even triple- 
teamed most of his senior 
year, Moore was a wrecking 
ball on the top-rated defense 
in America and helped lead the 
Hokies to their first 11-0 
regular season.

CINCINNATI 18, VIRGINIA TECH 6 


EL PASO, Texas — The University of 
Cincinnati Bearcats swept to three 
second-half touchdowns to defeat Virginia 
Tech, 18-6, in the 12th annual Sun Bowl. 
The game marked Tech’s first-ever bowl 
appearance and the first bowl game in 
which a football team from the 
commonwealth of Virginia had 
participated. 

Tech had a chance to take 
an early lead on the heavily- 
favored Bearcats, but stalled 
two yards short of the goal. 
Quarterback Harry Walton set 
up the early threat with a 25- 
yard run to the Cincinnati 23. 
Walton then caught a pass from 
halfoack Ralph Beard to move the ball to 
the Bearcats’ 2-yard line. From there, the 
big Cincinnati line held on four straight 
running plays. 

The game remained scoreless until 
the third quarter when quick-opening 
plays from the T-formation began clicking 
for the Bearcats. Cincinnati halfback Hal 
Johnson spun through the center of the 
line for a 13-yard touchdown run midway 
through the third quarter. Keyed by a 19-

yard run by All-American halfback Roger 
Stephens, UC scored again on its next 
possession. Fullback Al Sabato plunged 
the final yard for the touchdown. 

Tech mounted another threat late in 
the third quarter, marching to the UC 23 
before having a pass intercepted in 


the end zone. The Hokies held 
Cx the Bearcats and bounced 
LF right back. Aided by a pair of 
\ costly Cincinnati penalties, 
} Tech marched inside the UC 
TA 5, and Beard scored ona 
AY fourth-down run from the 1. 
An interception return by 
Johnson to the Tech 25 helped 
Cincinnati put the game away in the 
fourth quarter. The Bearcats promptly 
moved the ball to the Tech 3, where Don 
McMillan carried it in for the final 
touchdown. The Hokies blocked all three 
UC extra point kicks during the game. 
Cincinnati's vaunted running attack 
produced a total of 369 yards as the 
Bearcats piled up 463 yards of total 
offense.

MIAMI 14, VIRGINIA TECH 7 


MEMPHIS, Tenn. — The Miami 
Hurricanes, getting second wind from a 
third-quarter roughing the kicker penalty, 
rebounded for two touchdowns in the 
second half to score a come-from-behind 
14-7 win over Virginia Tech in the eighth 
annual Liberty Bowl. 

In a game dominated primarily by 
defense, Tech got the early edge 
when Jimmy Richards blocked 
Miami's first punt of the game. 
The block gave the Hokies 
possession at the Miami 21. It 
took Tech just five plays to cash 
in on the opportunity with a 2-yard 
touchdown run by tailback Tommy 
Francisco. Jon Utin’s extra-point kick 
gave Tech a 7-0 lead. 

The Hokies got two more golden 
opportunities during the first half, 
marching inside the Miami 30 on both 
occasions. Both times Tech 
came up empty handed, seeing @ 
one drive stall on a clipping \ 
penalty and the other end ona 
dropped pass at the goal line 
and a fumbled snap. Although 
Tech dominated the first half, 
the failed chances would come 
back to haunt the Hokies. 

Tech’s relentless defense 
held the Hurricanes to just 16 
yards of total offense during the 
first half. But Miami, ranked 
ninth with wins over Southern 
Cal, Georgia and Florida, slowly, 
turned the tide in the second 
half. First, the Canes stopped a 
Tech threat with a 42-yard 
interception return. The play did 
not lead to a touchdown, but it 
changed the momentum of the 
game, as well as the battle for 
field position. 

On its next possession, 
Miami got the spark it needed 
for its offense. After a drive 
stalled at the Hokies’ 41, the 
Hurricanes got new life when a 
roughing the kicker penalty 
against Tech gave them a first 
down at the Tech 26. Five plays 
later UM quarterback Bill Miller 
found halfback Joe Mira for a 7- 
yard touchdown pass, and Ray 
Harris tied the game with his 
extra point at the 4:20 mark of 
the third quarter. 
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By the midway point of the third 
quarter, Miami’s size and strength were 
starting to make a difference on defense. 
UM All-American defensive end Ted 
Hendricks and company kept the Hokies 
bottled up in their own territory and 
allowed just one second half first down. 

Miami’s winning drive marked the 
only lengthy offensive push by 
either team all day. The Hurricanes 
started at their own 30 and made 
the march in 10 plays, 

including a key 38-yard 

pass from Miller to end Jim 

Cox that put the ball at the 
Tech 5. It took the ‘Canes 
four tries to score, with fullback 
Doug McGee diving over from the 
one on fourth down. 

A Liberty Bowl record 39,101 tickets 
were sold for the game, but only 25,012

MISSISSIPPI 34, VIRGINIA TECH 17 


MEMPHIS, Tenn. — Virginia Tech’s 
second visit to the Liberty Bowl played out 
much like its first — the Hokies built an 
early lead, then saw the game turn 
on a play in the kicking game. 
This time it was the University 
of Mississippi and sophomore 
quarterback Archie Manning, 
who tamed the Hokies, 34-17, 
before 46,206 fans, the largest crowd 
in the 10-year history of the bowl. 

For 13 minutes and 11 seconds, it 
appeared that Tech would blow Ole 
Miss out of cold, blustery Memorial 
Stadium. Scoring on a 58-yard run by Ken 
Edwards on a quick-snap, trick play on 
the game’s second offensive play, Tech 


shocked the Rebels with its ground attack. 


The Hokies recovered a fumble on 
Mississippi's first offensive play and got 
their second touchdown just three play:

Just like that, the momentum of the 
game turned, and when it did, it turned 
completely. 

What followed was a rash of Tech 
penalties, fumbles and interceptions 
that Ole Miss was all too happy to 
take advantage of. 

Eventually, a 79-yard 
touchdown run by tailback 
Steve Hindman on the first 
play of the second half and a 
70-yard interception return for a 
TD by monster man Bob Bailey 

gave Mississippi the victory. Hindman 
finished the game with 121 yards on 15 
carries and was named the MVP. 

Tech continued to battle, making two 
goal-line stands in the second half. But 
the Hokies could not overcome their three 
fumbles, two interceptions and 120 yards 
in penalties.

ATLANTA, Ga. —Explosive Miami of 
Florida fought off a gallant Virginia Tech 
comeback to defeat the Hokies, 20-10, in 
the 13" annual Peach Bowl game. 

The Hurricanes scored two 
touchdowns in the first 16 
minutes of the game and 
appeared to be on their way 
to an easy triumph after 
thwarting two Tech threats 
with interceptions at the goal 
line. The Hokies, however, 
had other ideas, holding 18"- 
ranked Miami to just two field 
goals the rest of the way. 

Over 14,000 Tech fans cheered the 
Hokies on as they closed the gap to 14- 
10. First, place-kicker Dennis Laury 
booted a Peach Bowl record-tying 42-yard 
field goal with just 29 seconds remaining 
in the first half.

SHREVEPORT, La. — In a stunning 
turn of events, Virginia Tech scored two 
touchdowns in the final 35 seconds of the 
first half to spark an unforgettable 45-20 
victory over No. 20 Indiana in 
the Poulan Weed Eater 
Independence Bowl. 

Tech led the New Year’s 
Eve bowl game by one point 
(14-13) just before the half, but 
Indiana was rallying. With 35 
seconds left and the ball on the 
Tech 49, IU quarterback John 
Paci dropped back to pass and 
was hit by Hokie defenders 
George DelRicco and DeWayne Knight. 
The ball popped loose and eventually 
bounced into the hands of Tech end 
Lawrence Lewis who sprinted the final 20 
yards to the end zone. 

Suddenly, the Tech lead was 21-13 and 
the Hokies had a big momentum boost 
going into the locker room. But the half 
wasn’t quite over. 

Indiana returned the ensuing kickoff to 
the Tech 42, then Paci completed a 9-yard 
pass. The Hokies thought time expired and 
started trotting off the field. The officials 
ruled, however, that IU had called timeout 
with one second remaining. 


Tech’s Jeff Holland pushed through the 

line and tipped the kick. The ball caromed 
in the air and Hokie defensive back 

Antonio Banks settled under it at the 20. 
Banks started to his right, then 
reversed his field as blockers 
formed. A block by teammate 
Torrian Gray at the IU 15 cleared 
the last obstacle, and Banks 
strutted into the end zone 


Just like that, the No. 22 
Hokies sealed a win in their first 
bowl appearance of the Frank 
Beamer era. Tech’s 21 points 
were the most ever scored in the second 
quarter of the 18-year bowl game. 

Tech quarterback Maurice DeShazo won 


the Outstanding Offensive Player award after 
completing 19 of 33 passes for 193 yards and 


two touchdowns. One of his scoring tosses 
was a 42-yard strike to split end Antonio 
Freeman, who finished the day with five 
catches for 66 yards.

NASHVILLE, Tenn. — A sellout crowd 
of 41,600, who braved freezing rain and a 
wind chill that dipped to 14 degrees, 
watched as Virginia Tech beat Alabama, 
38-7, in the inaugural American General 
Music City Bowl in Nashville, Tenn. 

The win was Tech’s first-ever football 
victory against Alabama, snapping a 10- 
game losing streak against the Crimson 
Tide. The winning margin was the largest 
ever in a bowl game for the Hokies, while 
the losing margin was 
the second-worst in a 
bowl game for the 
Tide. 

Quarterback Al 
Clark got Tech off to a 
quick start with a 43- 
yard touchdown run 
on the fourth play of 
the game. But for the 
rest of the first half, 
the Hokies failed to 
take advantage of opportunities. A 44-yard 
Shayne Graham field goal near the end of 
the second quarter enabled Tech to take a 
10-7 lead at halftime. 

Things changed dramatically for the 
Hokies in the second half as they began 
to make the most of every opportunity, 
thanks in large part to the play of 
defensive end Corey Moore.

Despite 158 yards receiving from André 
Davis in the final game of his career, 
Virginia Tech couldn’t hold off the big-play 
capabilities of Florida State, falling to the 
Seminoles, 30-17, in front of 72,202 fans at 
the 57th annual Gator Bowl in Jacksonville, 
Fla., on New Year's Day. 

In a game eerily similar to 
the 1999 Sugar Bowl game in 
which the Hokies and 
Seminoles battled for the 
national championship, Tech led 
after three quarters. A 55-yard 
touchdown pass from Tech 
quarterback Grant Noel to 
Davis with 40 seconds left in 
the third quarter gave the 
Hokies a 17-13 lead. 

But then the big plays by FSU killed 
Tech. On the first play of the fourth quarter, 
FSU quarterback Chris Rix found Javon 
Walker on a 77-yard scoring play that gave 
the Seminoles a 20-17 lead. 

The Hokies drove to the Seminole 32 
on their next possession, but tailback Kevin 
Jones was stopped on fourth-and-1, giving 
FSU the ball on downs. On the next play,

Rix hit Walker again, this time for 50 yards 
to the Tech 18. That led to a 35-yard field 
goal by Xavier Beitia with 10:13 left in the 
game that gave the Seminoles a 23-17. 

The Seminoles put the game away 
late in the fourth quarter. A 23-yard 
touchdown pass from Rix to 
Walker accounted for the final 
margin. 

Rix threw for 326 yards and 
two touchdowns, while Walker 
caught four passes for 195 
yards — a new Gator Bowl 
record — and two touchdowns. 

Noel completed 15-of-27 
for 269 yards for Tech. Davis 
was the Hokies’ MVP in the 
game, catching five passes for 
158 yards and a score. 

The loss marked the end of the 
careers of 22 Tech seniors. That senior 
class went down as the winningest class 
in school history with a 39-9 record. 

The Gator Bowl appearance marked 
Tech's ninth-straight bowl game, a current 
feat matched by only six other college 
teams.

Special Teams are an integral part of Hokie football and one of the units is 
called “Pride and Joy.” These NFL players are also a source of pride and joy due 
to their commitment to Virginia Tech on and off the field. Virginia Tech has recently 
constructed a display in the Hall of Legends in the Merryman Athletic Center to 
honor such former players. 

John Engelberger was a dominating defensive end who went from walk-on to 
four-year starter at Tech, to second-round NFL Draft pick, earning All-America 
honors and his college degree along the way. 

Waddy Harvey was a standout who started three seasons at defensive tackle 
and won the coveted Williams Award for leadership and character before joining 
the Buffalo Bills. Frank and Cheryl Beamer sponsored Harvey for recognition on 
the Pride and Joy display. 

Before starting an NFL career, Jim Pyne, a powerful center in the early 1990s, 
started 41 games and allowed just one sack in over 2,700 snaps on his way to 
becoming the Hokies’ first unanimous All-American. 

Michael Vick was an electrifying quarterback who made a lasting impact on 
college football while helping Virginia Tech to a national championship game and 
back-to-back 11-1 seasons before becoming the top NFL pick in 2001.

Drafted as a punt returner in the third round of the 1995 NFL Draft, Antonio 
Freeman has far exceeded expectations. He departed Green Bay this past off- 
season as the fifth-ranking receiver in team annals with 417 catches. He also ranks 
third in career touchdown receptions with 57 (behind Don Hutson, 99, and Sterling 
Sharpe, 65) and fourth in 100-yard receiving games with 20. The Baltimore native 
teamed with Packer quarterback Brett Favre to form the most prolific active quarter- 
back-to-wide receiver duo in the league. The pair collaborated for 57 touchdown 
passes, ranking fifth in NFL history. Freeman's 56 total touchdown catches since 
becoming a starter in 1996 also ranked fourth in the NFL over the past six years, 
behind only the Vikings’ Cris Carter (63), the Colts' Marvin Harrison (62) and 49ers' 
Terrell Owens (59). Along the way, he joined Sterling Sharpe (seven, 1988-94) as the 
only players in team history to have as many as six consecutive 50-reception 
seasons (1996-2001) and was the Packers' leading receiver for three consecutive 
years — 1996 (56), 1997 (81) and 1998 (a career-high 84). He also shared team 
honors with Bill Schroeder in 1999 with 74 catches. His 81-yard touchdown reception 
in Super Bowl XXXI is the longest in Super Bowl history.

Widely regarded as one of the game's most dominant defensive players ever, Smith 
is one of a very select few who can change the complexion of a game by himself. 
Entering his 18th season in the NFL, the Norfolk, Va., native has been selected to the 
Pro Bowl 11 times and was the game’s MVP in 1987. He trails only Reggie White (13) 
and Jerry Rice (12) in selections. Smith led the AFC in sacks with 13.5 sacks in 96 and 
14 in ’97. He was one sack shy of the AFC leader in 1989, 90 and ’93 and just 1/2 sack 
shy in ’86, 87 and ’88. Smith was named the NFL's Defensive Player of the Year by AP, 
UPI and several publications in 1996 and 1990. He also earned defensive player of the 
year honors from NEA and Pro Football Weekly in 1993. He is the Buffalo Bills’ all-time 
sack leader (171.0) and his career total of 186.0 sacks trails only Reggie White (198.0) 
for the NFLs all-time lead in that category. In 2000, his first year with the Washington 
Redskins, Smith recorded 10.0 sacks and followed that up with five sacks a year ago.

Virginia Tech 


Since its founding in 1872, 
Virginia Polytechnic Institute 
and State University, popularly 
known as Virginia Tech, has 
grown from a small college of 
132 students into Virginia’s 
largest university and its top 
research institution. During its 
130 years of existence, 
Virginia’s premiere land-grant 
institution has grown into a 
comprehensive university of 
national and international 
prominence. 

Recognizing that higher 
education is a key force 
behind the quality of American 
life, our economic 
competitiveness, and our 
democratic form of 
government, President 
Charles W. Steger has 
challenged the university to 
become one of the country’s 
top 30 research institutions by 
the end of the decade. Even 
before Steger’s challenge, 
Tech had begun moving in 
that direction and is now 
ranked 51st in the nation. 

Among recent research 
innovations, Tech teamed with 
Wake Forest University to 
establish the Virginia Tech- 
Wake Forest University School 
of Biomedical Engineering 
and Sciences to offer M.S. 
and Ph.D. degrees in 
biomedical engineering (BME) 
and to be the focus of 
collaborative research. The 
university's Virginia 
Bioinformatics Institute is 
leading the way in helping 
scientists merge computers 
and biotechnology to sort 
through complicated genetic 
material to speed research. 
And the university’s 
partnership with the University 
of Virginia and Carilion Health 
System to form the Carilion 
Biomedical Institute is 
improving health care 
worldwide and increasing 
economic development 
opportunities in Southwest 
Virginia. 

In other areas, Virginia 
Tech has one of the most

comprehensive and 
successful programs to 
support state and local 
economic development, 
according to a study 
conducted by the Southern 
Growth Policies Board and 
funded in part by the National 
Science Foundation. The 
study report, Innovation U: 
New University Roles ina 
Knowledge Economy, named 
the nation’s 12 most 
successful universities in 
terms of outreach, economic 
development, and technology 
transfer practices. 

Virginia Tech was 
established as an all-male 
military school dedicated to 
the original land-grant mission 
of teaching agriculture and 
engineering. Today, the co- 
educational institution, which 
operates a European studies 
center based in Switzerland 


and educational, research, 
and outreach/Extension 
facilities throughout Virginia, 
has recognized programs in 
music, business, architecture, 
and the humanities, as well 
as its traditional strengths in 
the sciences, engineering, 
and technology. 

While participation in the 
Virginia Tech Corps of 
Cadets is now voluntary, the 
corps, which has 
approximately 700 cadets, 
remains a proud tradition of 
the university. Virginia Tech is 
one of only two universities in 
the nation with a military 
component inside a larger 
civilian population. 

Although Virginia Tech is 
currently organized into eight 
colleges — Agriculture and 
Life Sciences, Architecture 
and Urban Studies, Arts and 
Sciences, Pamplin College of 


Business, Engineering, 
Human Resources and 
Education, Natural Resources, 
and Virginia-Maryland 
Regional College of Veterinary 
Medicine — plans are under 
way to restructure the 
university and add a College 
of Biological, Mathematical, 
and Physical Sciences. 
Together, the colleges offer 
about 175 bachelor’s, 
master’s, and doctoral degree 
programs to approximately 
26,000 students, who hail 
from countries throughout the 
world. 

The university’s 2,600-acre 
main campus is home to more 
than 100 buildings, hundreds 
of research laboratories, the 
Donaldson Brown Hotel and 
Conference Center, and an 
airport.

Attracting talented faculty members and students; 
creating partnerships and alliances; and leading the world in 
communications, information, and instructional technology 
has enabled Virginia Tech to put knowledge to work in a 
variety of ways. The following are several examples: 


Nanotechnology 

Nanotechnology assembles atoms and molecules to 
create materials, microscopic engineered systems, and 
molecular devices that have novel physical, chemical, and 
biological properties with potential for great economic 
impact. Researchers at Virginia Tech have created a new 
family of molecules by filling the carbon cages known as 
fullerenes, or buckyballs, with metal atoms. A spin-off 
company is using the new molecules for improved MRI 
material and exploring other applications. Another group of 
Tech researchers has perfected a new molecular self- 
assembly process, known as the modified electrostatic self- 
assembly and is beginning to manufacture ultra-thin films 
with electrical resistance that is 100 times better than that of 
bulk materials like copper and aluminum. Some of the 
researchers have joined with Virginia’s Center for Innovative 
Technology and researchers at the University of Virginia and 
Virginia Commonwealth University to form the Initiative for 
Nanotechnology in Virginia (INanoVA) to help focus 
resources to build stronger connections with industry for 
technology transfer at an accelerated pace. 


e-Corridors 

An economic development and outreach program, 
eCorridors is based on a long-term vision of developing next- 
generation network infrastructure in interested communities 
in Virginia. “eCorridors” are electronic Internet routes that, 
when fully completed, will resemble a grid of network 
connectivity into and out of these communities, providing 
them with high-speed, high-bandwidth network access. This 
next-generation connectivity will help these communities 
leapfrog existing network technologies and sustain a 
competitive advantage through economic development, 
quality of life, education, and workforce training.

Fiber and Electro-Optics Research Center 

Home to the nation’s largest educational fiber-optics, Tech’s 
Fiber and Electro-Optics Research Center is supported by more 
than 30 research sponsors and has received significant grants, 
including a $9.6-million grant from the Naval Research Laboratory. 
Projects involve fiber devices, materials, and sensors, with an 
emphasis on high-speed data transmission. 


Virginia Bioinformatics Institute 

Bioinformatics is emerging as the key to making usable the vast 
amounts of information available to scientists concerning the 
genetics of living organisms, including humans. It brings together 
mathematics and computer science to understand and manage the 
mountains of information generated by scientists unraveling the 
secrets of DNA. In July 2000, Virginia Tech created an institute 
based on this newly emerging science—the Virginia Bioinformatics 
Institute (VBI)—to advance information and communication 
technologies for advancing the field of biotechnology, to become 
the Internet portal for research in plant sciences, to serve as the 
hub for collaborative Virginia efforts in bioinformatics, to pursue 
technology transfer and commercialization of applications, and to 
expand the use of plant science in applications related to human 
health, expanding and improving the food supply and creating jobs. 
Less than two years after its formation, the institute was selected 
by Sun Microsystems Inc. as a Sun Center of Excellence in 
Bioinformatics as a result of VBI’s research programs, vision, and 
staff. The designation brought over $1 million in computational 
resources and support for post-doctoral research in a three-year 
partnership. 


Transportation 

Virginia Tech and the Commonwealth of Virginia are building the 
nation’s first “Smart Road” from the ground up. The six-mile highway, 
located in Montgomery County, is a test bed for new transportation 
technology and, in time, will be a special corridor route for public 
transportation in Southwest Virginia. Sensing devices are being 
implanted in the highway, and roadside equipment will be able to 
generate snow, sleet, rain, and fog on demand for testing purposes. 
The Virginia Tech Transportation Institute, the largest research 
center at the university, manages the “Smart Road.”

Outreach 

Virginia Tech is involved in 
a multitude of projects as part 
of its outreach mission. For 
example, it soawns economic 
development, helps global 
marketing efforts, investigates 
better uses for strip-mined 
land, helps clean the 
Chesapeake Bay and other 
state waterways, provides 
design and planning 


assistance to communities, and directs 
reforestation in Senegal. University 
scientists developed the vaccine that is the 
standard for preventing brucellosis in cattle 
around the world. 

Outreach efforts also focus on education 
and distance learning techniques — satellite 
videoconferencing, multimedia, interactive 
video, interactive computer conferencing, 
and web-based courses, for example — to 
meet the various needs of working adults 
and other nontraditional students. 
Professionals, organizations, and 
communities also tap Virginia Tech’s vast 
resources, expertise, and research results 
through the Division of Continuing 
Education, which offers hundreds of 
programs annually. 

The Cooperative Extension Service, 
operated jointly in the commonwealth by 
Virginia Tech and Virginia State University, 
has been helping people improve their 
economic, cultural, and social well-being for 
more than 85 years. With 107 city/county 
offices and more than 44,000 volunteers 
and 160 programs, Extension serves more 
than 4.6 million people annually.

When Charles W. Steger 
became Virginia Tech’s 15th 
president in January 2000, it 
did not take long for this 
three-time Hokie alum to 
turn it up a notch. Setting 
his sights on joining the 
nation’s truly elite 
universities, President 
Steger has challenged the 
university community to 
become ranked among the 
top 30 research universities. 

“If you're not moving 
quickly forward, you might 
as well be standing still,” he 
said upon his installation 
more than two years ago. 

Current state funding 
cuts of historic proportions 
have not slowed the speed 
nor dampened his resolve. 
‘Virginia Tech intends to 
make progress despite the 
budget reductions and we 
will be well positioned to 
move quickly once the crisis 
passes,” he noted in a letter 
to the university community 
in May. 

The signature initiative 
of his administration likely 
will be the Virginia 
Bioinformatics Institute, a 
new interdisciplinary 
research center formed by 
the convergence of 
computer science and 
biological research. 
Populated by world class 
researchers, the VBI 
already has built a contract 
base of more than 


$20 million. Harnessing and 
manipulating huge arrays of 
data the VBI studies 
molecular, cellular, and 
environmental interactions 
that affect human health, 
agricultural systems, and the 
environment. 

Saying that future growth 
will come only through 
strategic partnerships, 
Steger led the formation of 
the World Institute for 
Disaster Risk Management 
(DRM). DRM is a partnership 
with the Swiss Federal 
Institutes of Technology 
(ETH) and Virginia Tech, in 
conjunction with the World 
Bank Disaster Management 
Facility. 

Within the past year the 
university has joined hands 
to form the Virginia Tech 
Wake Forest School of 
Biomedical Engineering. 
Rising out of the ground now 
at the Virginia Tech 
Corporate Research Center 
is the Via College of 
Osteopathic Medicine. The 
nation’s newest medical 
school is an affiliate of the 
university and will cooperate 
on joint research projects in 
human health. 

A registered architect 
and former dean of Tech’s 
college of architecture and 
urban studies, Steger was 
the architect of a different 
sort as the leader of the 
university’s successful fund 
raising campaign. Under his 
leadership as vice president 
for development and 
university relations, the 
Campaign for Virginia Tech 
raised $337 million. 

Steger’s ties to Virginia 
Tech span four decades as a 
student, professor, dean, 
vice president, and now 
president. While on the 
faculty, he twice won 
teaching excellence awards.

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James C. Weaver, whose 
innovative ideas and work as a 
reformer have made him one of 
college athletics’ most popular 
administrators, is the director of 
athletics at Virginia Tech. 

Weaver, 57, was appointed 
on September 24, 1997 and 
has been a tireless leader in 
behalf of Tech athletics. In his 
five years on the job at Tech, 
Weaver has taken steps to 
place increased emphasis on 
projects benefiting student- 
athletes. He created a 
comprehensive awards 
program for letterwinners and 
has initiated and funded an 
annual awards banquet. 

Among Weaver's biggest 
accomplishments thus far has 
been getting Tech admitted 
into an all-sports conference. 
Tech entered competition in 
the BIG EAST Conference for 
most sports during the 2000- 
2001 season. 

A top personal priority for 
Weaver is the continuing 
improvement of Tech’s 
facilities, where major plans for 
the expansion of Lane 
Stadium/Worsham Field are 
underway. When it comes to 
athletic facilities, Weaver has a 
simple philosophy. “As soon as 
you sit still in terms of facilities, 
you have taken a step 
backward,” he says. 

To meet a growing demand 
for Virginia Tech football, 
Weaver has spearheaded the 
construction of the south end 
zone project to expand seating 
capacity to 65,115 for the 2002 
season. The $37 million 
expansion project includes an 
11,000-seat double deck and 
provides 15 luxury suites, as 
well as club level seating and 
amenities. 

The north end zone 
addition was completed in 
stages, beginning in 1999 and

finished prior to the 2001 
season. That section totals 
over 5,000 permanent seats. 

Future renovations on the 
west side of Lane Stadium call 
for the removal of fencing that 
surrounds the stadium and 
replacing it with an actual 
entrance, the construction of 
additional luxury suites, two 
private club seating areas, new 
concession stands, a new 
ticket office, new athletic fund 
offices, an Athletics Hall of 
Fame and a new student 
academic services area. 

Virginia Tech contracted 
with GreenTech, Inc., of 
Richmond, Va., to install its 
highly innovative, ITM natural 
grass sports field system in 
Lane Stadium/Worsham Field 
for the 2001 season. 

Under Weaver's direction, 
lighted football practice fields — 
conveniently located in the 
center of the athletics complex 
— were completed during the 
spring of 2001. 

Weaver was the key figure 
in reaching a four-year 
agreement with Virginia in 
bringing the basketball games 
back to campuses for the first 
time since 1976. He also 
realigned the senior adminis- 
trative staff to further promote 
the development of a broad- 
based athletics department. A 
dormant Monogram Club was 
revitalized under his direction, 
providing Hokie letterwinners 
of all eras a renewed link to 
Tech athletics. He also 
toughened the Hokies’ non- 
conference football schedules, 
a move that gained real favor 
from Tech fans. 

Weaver renegotiated Tech’s 
multimedia rights contract with 
ISP Sports, creating a new 
business relationship and 
enhanced revenue for the 
athletics department. 

In the Fall of 2000, Weaver 
arranged a joint venture with 
ISP to commit $2 million to 
purchase new scoreboards, 
upgraded sound systems, a 
21x28 L.E.D. video display 
screen at Lane Stadium and 


two 9x12 wall mount L.E.D. 
video screens in Cassell 
Coliseum. A state-of-the-art 
television control studio 
provides in-house production 
and operations for the video 
screens. The video screens 
and new sound systems have 
noticeably heightened game 
entertainment and the overall 
fan experience at Lane 
Stadium and Cassell Coliseum. 

Weaver came to Tech from 
Western Michigan University 
where he was director of 
athletics from January, 1996 
until he came to Blacksburg. 
Prior to that, he was AD for 
three and a half years at UNLV, 
where he reconstructed a 
troubled athletic department. 

“Jim Weaver was the 
unanimous choice of our search 
committee,” retired Tech 
President Paul Torgersen said 
at a Blacksburg news confer- 
ence when the new AD was 
introduced. “The committee was 
searching for someone with 
extensive Division | experience, 
a commitment to compliance, a 
commitment to gender equity, a 
commitment to all 21 varsity 
sports and a vision for confer- 
ence alignment.” 

Weaver brings a “Penn 
State mentality” to the position. 
He says that various schools’ 
interest in him as a reformer 
through the years can be 
traced to Penn State and its 
reputation for how it conducts 
business in intercollegiate 
athletics. 

It was with the Nittany 
Lions’ football team that 
Weaver first made a name for 
himself in athletics. He was a 
center and linebacker on Penn 
State teams coached by the 
legendary Rip Engle and Joe 
Paterno. 

A native of Harrisburg, Pa., 
Weaver was recruited to Penn 
State by Engle. He played 
three seasons under Engle 
and one under Paterno, who is 
still the coach of the Nittany 
Lions. 

“| learned a lot from Joe 
Paterno,” Weaver says. “One 
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thing he said certainly has 
stuck with me. ‘You either get 
better or you get worse. You 
never stay the same.” 

Weaver graduated from 
Penn State in 1967 with a 
bachelor’s in psychology and 
rehabilitation education. He 
received a master’s in college 
counselor education, also from 
Penn State, in 1968. 

Weaver started a coaching 
career as an assistant at Penn 
State for six seasons. During 
that time, the Lions played in 
five bowl games — the Cotton, 
Gator, Sugar and Orange 
(twice). 

He later was the offensive 
coordinator at lowa State and 
head coach for one season at 
Villanova in 1974. He also 
spent five years as an 
assistant professor at Clarion 
State and three years as 
director of franchise sales at 
Athletic Attic. 

Prior to landing the athletic 
director's job at UNLV, Weaver 
spent nine years at the 
University of Florida, which 
was sanctioned by the NCAA 
in 1983. He was a strong force 
at Florida in the field of 
compliance and concluded his 
time there as associate athletic 
director. 

Weaver was hired at UNLV 
after a series of NCAA 
infractions were made public. 
He implemented a compliance 
and monitoring program, 
produced a departmental 
policy manual and initiated a 
Life Skills program. He also 
oversaw the construction of an 
$8.5 million athletic complex 
and a $1.4 million baseball 
stadium at UNLV. 

He drew rave reviews at 
UNLV for his fund-raising 
expertise. He generated nearly 
$15 million in his time there. 

While at Western Michigan, 
Weaver announced creation of 
a $7 million football center, 
stabilized fluctuating revenues 
and installed a CHAMPS Life 
Skills program. 

Weaver and his wife Traci 
have four sons — Josh, Paul, 
Cole and Craig.

McCloskey may also be 
one of the few women in 
college athletics who has 
been an advance person for 
away football games. It is her 
responsibility to arrange for 
hotel rooms, meals, meeting 
rooms, police escorts and air 
and ground transportation for 
the team. 

As Tech’s liaison for 
NCAA certification, a process 
the NCAA uses to ensure 
integrity in collegiate 
athletics, McCloskey 
coordinates periodic 
department self-study and 
review teams.

What Is a Hokie? 


That’s the most often-asked question in 
Virginia Tech athletics. The answer leads all 
the way back to 1896 when Virginia 
Agricultural and Mechanical College changed 
its name to Virginia Polytechnic Institute. With 
the change came the necessity for writing a 
new cheer and a contest for such a purpose 
was held by the student body. Senior O.M. 
Stull won first prize for his “Hokie” yell which 
still is used today. Later, when asked 
if “Hokie” had any special meaning, 
Stull explained the word was solely 
the product of his imagination and 
was used only as an attention-getter 
for his yell. It soon became a nickname 
for all Tech teams and for those people 
loyal to Tech athletics. The official school 
colors — Chicago maroon and burnt orange 
— also were introduced in 1896. They were 
chosen because they made a “unique 
combination” not worn elsewhere at the time.

The Press Box 

The press box at Lane 
Stadium/Worsham Field is 
comprised of five levels. 
Newspaper and television 
reporters, the radio network 
crews and statisticians work on 
the eighth level. Space in other 
areas is assigned as follows: 
Sixth level-University 
President’s box; Seventh level- 
Athletic Fund Box; Ninth level- 
Public address announcer, 
scoreboard operators, Tech 
coaches’ phones, private 
boxes; Roof-Television 
broadcast booth, team 
coaches’ show and film crews, 
phones for visiting team’s 
coaches and overflow area for 
media and pro scouts. The 
press box is accessible by an 
elevator which is centrally 
located underneath the west 
stands and runs to levels six 
through nine. Steps from the 
ninth level provide access to 
the roof area. Admission to the 
press box is by credential only. 
Smoking is not allowed in the 
stands or in any enclosed area 
of Lane Stadium, including the 
press box and rest rooms. 


Press Credentials 

Requests for press 
credentials are screened with 
care due to the demand for 
credentials and to ensure a 
working press box. Traditional 
print, television and radio 
(media agency) regularly 
assigned to cover Virginia Tech 
and the visiting school will 


receive first priority, as well as 
national news-gathering 
agencies. Credentials for on-line 
Internet sites will be granted to 
Virginia Tech operated Web 
sites, the visiting team’s official 
Web site and the BIG EAST 
Conference’s official Web site. 

Requests should be made 
in writing on company letter- 
head at least 10 days prior to 
the game to guarantee 
consideration. Requests should 
be directed to Dave Smith, 
sports information director. 
Requests the week of the 
game will be honored on a 
space-available basis and will 
be left at the Will Call window 
at Lane Stadium/Worsham 
Field if they cannot be mailed. 

Spouses, dates, children, 
equipment carriers and non- 
workers are restricted from the 
press box, sidelines and locker 
rooms. Any abuse of a working 
credential will result in the 
media agency losing credential 
privileges. 

In some instances due to 
space limitations meeting the 
criteria identified below does 
not guarantee credentials for 
every game. 


Accreditation Guidelines 
* Only full-time, salaried 
employees intending to provide 
actual game coverage may 

receive a credential. 

* A requesting media 
agency must represent a 
collective, organizational 
editorial voice, not simply the 


offerings of a single individual. 

* Membership in a writer's 
association does not 
automatically qualify an agency 
for credentials. 

«A media agency may 
assign one of its credentials to 
its on-line entity. 

« An on-line entity, not 
associated with a traditional 
media agency, may qualify for 
one credential, subject to the 
following conditions: 

An on-line entity may 
receive a credential only if its 
own full-time staff writes a 
majority percentage of that 
site’s own material. 

On-line entities that focus 
primarily on Virginia Tech 
Athletics and also sponsor 
message boards or chat 
rooms, may receive credentials 
provided they adhere to a 
policy that requires that a 
posted message or opinion is 
identified with the actual name 
and city of the individual. 

Any on-line service that is 
recognized as an outlet 
intended primarily for the 
purpose of delivering news 
related to the recruitment of 
student-athletes will not qualify 
for credentials. 

On-line entities will not 
receive photography credentials.

“Real-time” is defined 
as “live continual coverage or 
description of an event.”
